The  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  college 
presidents  convened  at  8:30  A.M.  (C.S.T.),  in  the  Graduate  Library  on  the  campus  of 
Western  Illinois  University,  Macomb,  Illinois.  Lewis  M.  Walker,  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  presided.

The  first  matter  of  business  before  the  Board  was  the  approval  of  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  May  20,  1957.   There  being  no  corrections  to  said  minutes,  Mr.  Stipes 
moved  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  May  20,  1957,  be  approved  as  submitted.   The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Watson,  roll  was  called,  and  the  vote  was  as  follows:

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  BOARD 

Chairman  Walker  commented  on  the  excellent  annuals  published  by  each  of  the 
schools  the  past  year  and  also  on  the  "anonymous"  report  concerning  commencements  at 
the  four  colleges. 

Dr.  Browne  presented  his  Report  No.  56,  as  Executive  Officer,  which  consisted  of 
two  parts;  namely,  Part  I.  Legislation  (as  of  June  17)  and  Part  II.  Miscellaneous. 
While  the  written  report  gave  the  status  of  the  bills  as  of  June  17,  Dr.  Browne  re- 
ported at  the  meeting  on  the  status  of  each  as  of  June  28 .   He  discussed  changes  in 
the  scholarship  law  (House  Bill  467).  Also,  he  said  that  he  would  study  House  Bill 
89,  which  had  been  amended  several  times  in  the  legislative  process,  to  determine 
what,  if  any,  changes  would  be  necessary  in  purchasing  procedures  at  the  institutions 
represented  by  the  Board. 

In  discussing  Part  IIo  of  his  report,  Dr.  Browne  also  reported  on  the  meetings 
that  he  had  attended  with  representatives  of  the  Charleston  Sanitary  District  and  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  in  arriving  at  Eastern  Illinois  University's  share  of  the 
capital  improvement  costs.  At  DeKalb,  plans  are  being  made  to  meter  the  sewage  from 
Northern  Illinois  University  for  the  year  1958  in  order  to  determine  by  early  1959 
Northern's  share  of  the  sanitary  system  capital  improvements  costs.   In  the  meantime, 
Northern  Illinois  University  will  pay  its  share  of  both  operating  and  capital  improve- 
ment costs  on  the  basis  of  on-campus  population  in  relation  to  the  population  of  the 
sanitary  district. 

Dr.  Browne  stated  that,  after  his  report  was  prepared,  another  day,  June  24,  was 
spent  in  negotiating  with  the  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees  Union  and  that  the 
offer  seemed  agreeable  to  the  local  representatives  attending  the  meeting.  He  had  re- 
ceived word  since,  however,  that  Northern  Illinois  University  and  Illinois  State  Nor- 
mal University  had  not  accepted  the  proposal,  mainly  due  to  dissatisfaction  by  the 
food  services  groups.   The  Board  unanimously  agreed  that  they  felt  the  offer  made  by 
the  Central  Office  representatives  and  the  business  managers  to  this  union  was  a  fair 
one  and  that  they  would  back  the  Board's  representatives  in  the  offer. 

Dr.  Browne  said  that,  while  negotiations  had  not  been  completed  with  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Operating  Engineers,  he  thought  an  agreement  would  be  reached  soon. 
At  present,  the  offer  is:

Firemen  $415  $425 

Engineers  475  490

The  firemen  have  asked  for  $420,  and  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  Board  members 
was  that  that  figure  did  not  seem  out  of  reason,  if  necessary  to  reach  an  agreement. 

Chairman  Walker  and  other  members  of  the  Board  commended  Dr.  Browne  for  the  ex- 
cellent and  complete  manner  in  which  he  had  kept  them  informed  on  the  progress  of 
legislation  affecting  the  Board  and  the  colleges  under  its  jurisdiction  throughout  the 
session  of  the  70th  General  Assembly. 

Dr.  Browne  stated  that  he  had  communications  from  the  Illinois  State  Chamber  of 
Commerce  requesting  information  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  $40,000,000  for  capital 
improvements  (Senate  Bills  199-200)  would  be  used  if  the  referendum  passes.  Mr.  Stipes 
asked  for  the  correspondence  and  said  he  would  get  in  touch  with  the  agency  who  made 
the  request.  Mr.  Stipes  stated  that  he  thought  the  Board  should  weigh  very  carefully 
the  needs  of  the  respective  institutions  before  any  of  these  funds  were  allocated,  if 
and  when  same  become  available. 

Dr.  Browne  stated  that  he  would  like  each  college  to  secure  from  the  respective 
architects  the  schedule  for  preliminary  plans,  final  plans,  etc.,-  for  each  permanent 
improvement  project  so  that  same  may  be  presented  to  the  Board  at  regularly  scheduled 
meetings  and  thus  cause  no  delay  in  starting  construction. 


REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES 

Mr.  Stipes,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  reported  that  there  are  surplus 
funds  available  in  connection  with  the  Series  1954  bond  issue  at  Illinois  State  Nor- 
mal University  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLUTION  providing  for  the  purchase  and  retirement 
in  advance  of  maturity  of  certain  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  Student  Residence  Hall  Revenue  Bonds,  Series 
of  1954. 

WHEREAS,  John  Nuveen  &  Co.,  has  offered  to  sell  $20,000  of  said  bonds 
maturing  10/1/71  and  thereafter  at  95  and  accrued  interest,  said  offer 
being  as  follows:

"Dear  Mr.  Ensign: 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  meet  you  by  telephone  today  and  hear  about 
some  of  my  old  friends  from  V-12  days  at  I.S.N.U. 

We  own  and  have  reserved  for  your  Board  meeting,  $20,000  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  Student  Residence  Hall  Revenue  Bonds, 
Series  of  1954,  3  1/2%  bonds,  $10,000  each  due  10-1-71/  and 
10-1-72/  at  a  dollar  price  of  $950.00  per  $1,000  bond,  plus  ac- 
crued interest  to  date  of  delivery.   The  investment  yield  to 
maturity  would  be  approximately  4%.   This,  of  course,  is  $80 
per  bond  less  than  the  price  at  which  the  bonds  can  be  called 
at  the  first  call  date. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  this  is  a  savings  to  the 
University  of  approximately  $11,325  on  an  investment  of  $19,000, 
as  illustrated  below:

Mr.  Dunbar  reported  on  the  land  acquisition  for  Western  Illinois  University, 
stating  that  the  Western  Land  Acquisition  Trust  borrowed  the  money  from  the  two  Macomb 
banks  to  buy  the  182  acres  and  that  the  deed  has  been  made  out  to  the  Teachers  College 
Board  and  will  be  held  in  escrow  until  the  money  is  available  from  the  State  appropria- 
tion.  This  was  done  so  that  the  contract  to  complete  the  transaction  by  July  15,  1957 
could  not  be  broken.   Mr.  Dunbar  moved  that  the  Board  thank  the  members  of  the  Land 
Acquisition  Trust  for  their  splendid  cooperation.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Houle, 
and  unanimously  carried.   The  Board  also  instructed  Dr.  Browne  to  write  letters  of  ap- 
preciation to  the  two  local  banks,  Citizens  National  and  Union  National,  for  their  co- 
operation in  granting  the  loans  to  make  the  purchase  possible.   (Mr.  Grigsby  stated 
that  the  college  had  sent  each  member  of  the  Trust  a  formal  expression  of  apprecia- 
tion.)

(To  be  paid  with  funds  appropriated  for  re- 
habilitation and  Income  Fund  -  69th  biennium.) 

4.  Purchase  of  one  Model  160  D.S.J.F.  Varityper  with  12  type  fonts  steel 
work  table  and  miscellaneous  accessories  at  a  cost  of  $3,266.  (To  be 
paid  with  funds  appropriated  for  Equipment  -  Income  Fund.)

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

In  a  communication  dated  July  3  from  Lundeen  and  Hil finger  the  following 
progress  report  was  submitted: 

A.  Elementary- Junior  High  School  Building 

The  building  construction  work  is  in  the  final  stages.   The  third  floor 
was  substantially  complete  by  June  1,  and  the  University  is  using  the 
third  floor  during  the  summer  term,  and  is  also  using  two  of  the  rooms 
on  the  second  floor  for  storage.  All  construction  contracts  are  95  per- 
cent finished  or  more.   The  principal  unfinished  items  of  construction 
work  include:   completion  of  ceramic  tile  and  marble  work;  completion 
of  sanding  and  finishing  of  wood  floors;  installation  of  Venetian  blinds; 
and  installation  of  stage  equipment  in  the  auditorium  addition. 

The  site  work  has  been  progressing  intermittently  between  rains,  but  the 
progress  is  satisfactory.   The  general  grading  work  is  nearing  completion. 
A  good  start  has  been  made  on  the  sidewalks °   The  fencing,  blacktopping, 
seeding  and  planting  work  have  not  yet  been  commenced.

B.  Schroeder  Hall 

Progress  on  this  building  has  been  excellent  since  the  April  report.   In 
the  intervening  period,  the  plastering  and  acoustical  work  have  been  nearly 
completed,  more  than  half  the  millwork  has  been  delivered  and  the  installa- 
tion has  been  commenced,  and  the  ceramic  tile  work  has  been  started. 

The  installation  of  the  plumbing  and  heating  work  is  proceeding  satisfac- 
torily.  The  electrician  is  pulling  wire  and  installing  fixtures.   The 
elevator  equipment  is  mostly  installed,  but  not  the  cab. 

The  principal  undelivered  item  which  might  cause  a  delay  problem  is  the 
chalkboards  and  corkboards,  which  are  now  in  production.   The  general  con- 
tractor is  watching  this  situation  very  closely. 

This  building  will  be  substantially  complete  and  usable  by  the  start  of 
the  fall  semester,  but  there  will  undoubtedly  be  minor  odds  and  ends  un- 
finished at  that  time.

We  should  like  to  have  approval  of  the  Board  to  ask  Gilbert  Johnson,  archi- 
tects, to  develop  plans  and  specif ications  for  the  new  student  center,  de- 
pendent upon  funds  being  available.   The  architects  have  agreed  to  this. 
It  is  clearly  understood  that  if  money  is  not  available,  the  architects  will 
not  receive  payment  for  their  work. 

Progress  Report 

Northern  Elementary  and  Junior  High  School 

Good  weather  has  allowed  substantial  progress  to  be  made  on  this  building, 
with  approximately  607o  of  the  exterior  brick  walls  completed.   The  majority 
of  the  second  floor  slab  has  been  poured,  accounting  for  approximately  80% 
of  concrete  to  be  used  in  the  building.   In  a  very  short  time,  a  substantial 
portion  of  the  building  will  be  under  cover,  allowing  work  to  progress  even 
though  inclement  weather  may  persist. 

Northern  Field  House 

The  painting  crews  have  arrived  on  the  job  and  are  applying  the  finishes  to 
wood  trim,  exterior  and  interior,  concrete  as  required.   Pipe  covering  and 
the  electrical  and  plumbing  work  are  nearing  completion. 

Reavis  Classroom  Building 

Because  of  the  temporary  electrical  service  which  has  been  brought  to  the 
building,  the  large  supply  fan  has  been  activated,  thus  allowing  the  test- 
ing of  duct  systems  which  in  turn,  allows  accoustical  ceilings  to  be  in- 
stalled and  other  work  to  progress.  The  painting  contractor  is  beginning 
his  work  and  all  crews  are  working  with  the  utmost  speed  in  an  effort  to 
complete  the  classroom  wing  of  this  building  in  time  for  use  for  the 
autumn  semester.

She  had  been  advised  verbally  by 
previous  administrative  officers  that  she  would  have  the  opportunity 
to  work  fifteen  years  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  larger  retirement 
annuity.  According  to  the  secretary  of  the  University  Retirement 
System,  Mrs.  Hubbard's  retirement  annuity  will  be  $45.19  if  she  re- 
tires September  1,  1957.   If  she  is  permitted  to  continue  her  em- 
ployment until  September  1,  1958,  the  retirement  annuity  will  be 
approximately  $65.00  per  month,  based  on  present  earnings.  Mrs. 
Hubbard  is  in  good  physical  condition  and  does  her  work  very  well 
each  day.   In  view  of  the  foregoing,  permission  is  respectfully 
requested  to  continue  Mrs.  Hubbard's  employment  until  September  1, 
1958.

V .   CURRICULUM 

We  respectfully  request  permission  to  grant  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
liberal  arts  in  twelve  subject  matter  fields  and  discontinue  the  twenty  four 
two-year  general  college  and  pre -professional  courses  which  have  been  offered 
since  1943. 

The  chief  reasons  for  the  request  are: 

A.  The  Higher  Education  Commission  in  its  report,  Illinois  Looks  to  the  Future 
in  Higher  Education,  1957,  page  21,  states:   "The  holder  of  a  scholarship 
would  be  free  to  attend  the  institution  of  his  choice,  public  or  private, 

if  it  is  located  in  Illinois,  is  non-profit,  is  of  collegiate  grade,  offering 
organized  courses  in  the  liberal  arts  or  sciences  or  both,  and  if  it  main- 
tains standards  comparable  to  those  of  State-operated  institutions." 

House  Bill  No.  380  to  provide  scholarships  up  to  $600  for  tuition  for  stu- 
dents reads  as  follows: 

"(d)  'Institutions  of  higher  learning,1  'qualified  institution,'  or  'In- 
stitution': an  educational  organization  located  in  this  State  which  pro- 
vides an  organized  course  of  instruction  of  at  least  two  years'  duration 
in  the  sciences  or  liberal  arts,  or  both,  at  the  collegiate  level  (whether 
designated  as  a  university,  college,  junior  college,  scientific  or  tech- 
nical school,  normal  school,  or  otherwise)  which  either  (1)  is  operated 
by  this  State,  or  (2)  is  operated  publicly  or  privately,  not  for  profit, 
and  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent  maintains  academic  standards 
substantially  equivalent  to  those  of  comparable  institutions  operated  by 
this  State." 

At  present  we  do  not  qualify  for  the  students  who  are  awarded  these  schol- 
arships as  we  do  not  offer  any  liberal  arts  programs. 

B.  Our  experience  for  thirteen  years  with  our  two-year  general  college  and 
pre-professional  programs,  according  to  actual  records,  reveals  that  33.7% 
of  these  people  remained  in  our  college  for  four  years  and  elected  the 
teacher-education  program  rather  than  transferring  to  another  college  or 
university  at  the  end  of  two  years. 

We  believe  the  four-year  program  is  even  more  likely  to  induce  these  stu- 
dents to  transfer  to  the  teacher-education  program,  as  each  one  of  our 
liberal  arts  programs  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  requires 
a  year  of  professional  education  (Education  100,  Psychology  120,  and  an 
education  elective).  We  also  allow  sufficient  electives  in  each  four- 
year  program  to  permit  the  election  of  methods  courses,  practice  teaching 
and  three  additional  education  courses  to  qualify  for  teacher-education. 

C.  The  American  Association  of  University  Women  notified  us  in  December  1956 
that,  unless  we  offer  a  liberal  arts  program,  our  college  could  no  longer 
be  accepted  as  one  meeting  the  membership  eligibility  requirements  for  the 
American  Association  of  University  Women.   This  is  a  rating  for  which  Presi- 
dent Emeritus  W.  P.  Morgan  and  I  worked  ten  years,  and  we  do  not  wish  to 

be  dropped  by  the  A.A.U.W. 

D.  We  have  had  requests  from  fifteen  to  twenty  students,  stating  other  college 
and  university  officials  in  Illinois  point  out  we  are  not  eligible  to  admit 
individuals  who  receive  scholarships  under  House  Bill  #380. 
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Our  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  liberal  arts  will  differ  from  any  now  being 
offered  in  teachers  colleges  in  that  we  will  require  54  quarter  hours  of  work 
in  each  of  the  12  liberal  arts  programs  which  are  also  required  in  the  teacher- 
education  curricula,  as  we  noted  previously.   With  this  type  of  program  we 
believe  that  we  will  gain  many  more  people  in  teacher-education  by  transfers 
from  the  liberal  arts  program  than  we  would  lose  if  we  did  not  offer  the  12 
liberal  arts  programs,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  salaries  are 
excellent  at  the  present  time  in  the  public  schools.   One  of  our  people  with 
a  Master's  degree,  who  graduated  on  May  29,  received  a  position  in  a  suburb 
of  Chicago  at  $6,250  for  nine  months. 

The  following  twelve  liberal  arts  programs,  as  listed,  were  approved  by  our 
Curriculum  Committee  to  be  submitted  to  the  Teachers  College  Board  for  ap- 
proval: 

Requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree 

Each  candidate  for  the  degree  must  complete  198  quarter  hours  of  approved 
courses.  A  minimum  of  one-third  of  these  shall  be  senior  college  courses. 
At  least  48  quarter  hours  must  be  earned  in  residence,  of  which  24  quarter 
hours  must  be  earned  during  the  last  academic  year  prior  to  graduation. 

The  following  requirements  in  the  Basic  Curriculum  of  General  Education 
must  be  followed  by  all  students  registered  in  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
program.   During  the  freshman  year  the  student  shall  take  a  minimum  of 
24  quarter  hours  in  the  Basic  Curriculum.   During  the  sophomore  year  he 
shall  take  a  minimum  of  12  quarter  hours  in  the  Basic  Curriculum.   One 
year  of  laboratory  science  is  required  of  all  students  during  the  first 
two  years  of  study.   The  remainder  of  the  requirements  in  the  Basic  Cur- 
riculum may  be  distributed  over  the  junior  and  senior  years .   This  makes 
it  possible  for  the  student  to  begin  work  on  a  major  in  the  freshman  year 
if  he  desires  to  do  so.

mum of  24  quarter  hours,  (4)  choose  electives  approved  by  his  adviser 
to  complete  198  quarter  hours.   Courses  taken  to  meet  Area  Requirements 
may  count  as  part  of  the  requirements  for  a  major  or  minor  if  approved 
by  the  student's  adviser. 

A  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  may  change  to  the  teacher 
education  program  by  meeting  education,  practice  teaching,  and  other  re- 
quirements for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education  degree. 

Pre-Professional  Curriculums:   No  two-year  pre-professional  curriculums 
are  available  as  such.   Students  desiring  this  specialized  training  may 
obtain  it  by  meeting  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree 
in  the  proper  area.   For  example,  the  requirements  for  pre-engineering 
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are  obtained  by  majoring  in  mathematics  or  physics.   Students  interested 
in  pre-medicine,  pre-nursing,  and  pre-medical  technology  should  major  in 
biology.   The  director  of  the  liberal  arts  college  program  will  advise 
students  as  to  the  best  major  to  select  to  meet  pre-professional  require- 
ments .

For  this  project  it  was  agreed  to  pay  the  architect,  Keith  Middleton, 
a  flat  sum  of  $200  for  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications.

WHEREAS,  the  Seventieth  General  Assembly  has  faced  the  problems  of 
higher  education  in  a  forward-looking  and  courageous  manner,  and  adopted 
legislation  to  meet  these  problems  (1)  by  providing  operating  funds  that 
are  commensurate  with  the  needs,  (2)  by  providing  for  urgently  needed  capi- 
tal improvements  during  the  current  biennium,  (3)  by  authorizing  a  bond 
referendum  which,  if  approved,  will  provide  further  needed  capital  improve- 
ments at  the  various  State-supported  universities,  (4)  by  establishing  ma- 
chinery for  State-wide  planning  for  higher  education  through  a  permanent 
Commission  on  Higher  Education,  and  (5)  in  other  ways  assisting  the  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  Illinois'  distinguished  system  of  higher  edu- 
cation, 


NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Teachers  College  Board, 
meeting  in  regular  session  at  Chicago,  on  July  20,  1957,  express  its  ap- 
preciation to  the  Governor  and  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  for 
the  strong  support  given  to  the  institutions  of  higher  education  under 
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its  control,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  instructed 
to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Governor,  to  the  officers  of  both 
houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Budgetary  Com- 
mission.

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"Transmitted,  herewith,  please  find  Tabulation  of  Bid  received  at  10:00 
on  July  18,  1957,  covering  Proposed  Communications  System  Street  and  Area 
Lighting  System,  and  Additions  to  the  Electrical  Distribution  System. 

"The  proposed  work  was  publicly  advertised  in  the  Dixon  Evening  Tele- 
graph, Rockford  Morning  Star  and  DeKalb  Daily  Chronicle.   It  was  also  carried 
in  several  trade  publications  such  as  Construction  Digest. 

"In  addition  to  notices  as  above,  invitations  to  bid  were  mailed  to  vari- 
ous contractors  in  Northern  Illinois  normally  engaged  in  this  type  of  construc- 
tion.  Even  with  the  above  advertisements,  we  did  not  feel  that  the  interest 
in  the  work  was  being  shown  which  we  anticipated  and  we  contacted  several  po- 
tential bidders  by  telephone  and  found  that  they  were  already  committed  to 
such  an  amount  of  work  that  they  did  not  feel  they  could  bid  on  additional 
work. 

"Three  potential  bidders  took  out  plans  and  specifications,  however,  of 
this  number  only  one  actual  bid  was  received  and  is  tabulated  on  the  attached. 
In  consideration  of  this  bid,  we  feel  that  it  is  reasonable  since  it  is  approxi- 
mately $4,000.  below  the  Engineer's  Estimate  for  the  work,  although  we  do  not 
have  the  benefit  of  additional  bidders  for  comparison.   The  unit  prices  con- 
tained in  this  bid  compare  favorably  with  the  unit  prices  submitted  on  previous 
work  of  a  similar  nature. 

"Although  it  is  unusual  to  receive  only  one  bid  on  projects  of  this  size, 
it  is  also  true  that  the  number  of  contractors  specializing  in  and  bidding  on 
such  underground  installations  are  limited^ 

"Considering  all  the  factors,  especially  the  fact  that  the  individual 
bidder  could  not  have  known  that  his  would  be  the  only  bid  submitted,  we  rec- 
ommend that  the  contract  be  awarded  to  Virgil  Cook  &  Son,  on  the  basis  of 
their  low  bid  in  the  amount  of  $86,456.80,, 

"Although  we  feel  that  the  unit  quantities  bid  very  closely  reflect  the 
required  amount  of  work,  we  would  request  that  the  allocation  of  funds  to  the 
various  contracts,  if  awarded,  include  a  5%  contingency  fund.   We  do  not  an- 
ticipate the  use  of  this  fund  but  in  case  a  portion  hereof  would  be  required, 
procedures  are  considerably  simple  if  the  funds  have  already  been  allocated.

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REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  BOARD 

In  accordance  with  the  Statute  creating  the  Illinois  Commission  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation, the  Commission  shall  be  advised  by  a  Committee  of  Delegates,  and  this  Com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  six  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  Teachers 
College  Board  and  shall  be  selected  by  the  Board.   Chairman  Walker  reported  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Daniel  M.  MacMaster,  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  request- 
ing the  Board  select  one  of  its  number  for  membership  on  this  Committee  of  Delegates. 

Mr.  Houle  moved  that  the  appointment  of  a  member  of  the  Teachers  College  Board 
for  membership  on  the  Committee  of  Delegates  of  the  Illinois  Commission  of  Higher 
Education  be  made  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Teachers  College  Board,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Nickell  and  unanimously  carried. 

Chairman  Walker  appointed  Mr.  Royal  A.  Stipes,  Jr.,  to  represent  the  Teachers 
College  Board  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Delegates  of  the  Illinois  Commission 
of  Higher  Education. 

Mr.  Summers  moved  the  approval  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Stipes  to  represent  the 
Teachers  College  Board  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Delegates  of  the  Illinois  Com- 
mission of  Higher  Education.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Madlener  and  unanimously 
carried. 

Regarding  this  appointment,  Mr.  Stipes  stated,  "I  appreciate  the  honor  and  ap- 
preciate the  confidence  which  Chairman  Walker  and  the  other  members  have  in  me.   Thank 
you  and  I  will  do  the  best  I  can." 

Dr.  Browne  reported  he  had  received  an  opinion  from  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts  regarding  the  use  of  surplus  monies  from  the  operation  of  auxiliary 
enterprises  for  the  purpose  of  making  capital  improvements.   The  opinion  stated  that 
it  appears  to  be  the  legislative  intent  to  permit  a  normal  university  to  use  income 
derived  from  auxiliary  purposes  for  "development"  which  could  be  construed  to  mean 
construction  of  a  new  building  or  an  addition  to  an  existing  building. 

Dr.  Browne  presented  his  Report  No.  58,  as  Executive  Officer,  which  dealt  with 
"Planning  in  Higher  Education."  Dr.  Browne  stated  the  purpose  of  his  report  was  to 
suggest  some  procedures  which  might  be  used  and  to  report  on  some  planning  that  has 
already  been  done.   It  covered  such  topics  as  Institutional  Planning,  Planning  in  the 
70th  Biennium,  State  Planning,  State  Planning  in  Illinois,  and  Federal  Planning. 

Regarding  campus  planning  for  the  four  universities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Teachers  College  Board,  Dr.  Browne  requested  approval  of  the  following  plan: 

Id  There  should  be  a  Committee  on  Campus  Planning  at  each  of  the  uni- 
versities. The  president  should  be  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee 
and  should  include  two  or  three  faculty  members. 

2.  After  the  Committees  have  been  appointed,  Dr.  Browne  would  go  to 
each  university  to  meet  with  the  Committee  to  discuss  some  of  their 
wishes  and  what  steps  will  need  to  be  taken. 

3.  About  the  first  of  November,  1957,  a  conference  would  be  held  in 
Chicago  of  all  four  of  these  Committees.   This  conference  would  be 
led  by  several  consultants  who  are  experts  in  the  field  of  campus 
planning  for  colleges  and  universities. 

4.  Each  Committee  would  then  develop  a  set  of  basic  principles  and 
collect  the  suitable  information  that  will  be  needed  for  intelli- 
gent planning. 

5.  At  this  point,  architectural  assistance  would  be  employed  to  help 
develop  the  campus  plan  at  each  institution. 

Dr.  Nickell  moved  the  approval  of  the  foregoing  plan,  as  presented  by  Dr.  Browne, 
regarding  campus  planning  at  the  four  universities.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.

To  be  eligible  for  holiday  compensation,  an  employee  must  have 
been  scheduled  to  work  the  nearest  scheduled  day  before  or  day 
after  the  holiday,  except  when  the  employee  is  on  disability 
leave  or  vacation,  or  when  rotating  of  schedules  provides  work 
arrangements  which  do  not  constitute  a  layoff." 

2.  New  policy  to  be  added  to  section  on  II.  WORK  WEEK: 

"D .   All  work  days  and  work  weeks  and  all  overtime  required  of  women 
employees  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Re- 
vised Statute,  Chapter  48  'An  Act  Concerning  the  Hours  of  Em- 
ployment for  Females  in  Certain  Occupations'." 

3.  Change  section  on  III.  OVERTIME  PAY,  C,  to  read  as  follows: 

"C.   By  mutual  agreement  between  a  department  and  an  employee,  the 
employee  may  work  overtime  with  time  off  at  time  and  one  half 
in  lieu  of  cash  payment,  such  time  off  to  be  taken  at  some 
mutually  agreeable  time,  provided  not  more  than  two  (2)  weeks 
overtime  be  accumulated  in  any  one  given  year." 

4.  Change  section  on  IV.  DISABILITY  LEAVE  WITH  FULL  PAY,  A.,  to  read 
as  follows: 


"A.   Each  employee  shall  accumulate  disability  leave  with  full  pay 
at  the  rate  of  one  working  day  for  each  month  of  service. 
Amount  of  leave  accumulated  at  the  time  when  any  disability 
begins  shall  be  available  in  full  and  additional  leave  shall 
continue  to  be  earned  while  an  employee  is  using  that  already 
accumulated.   There  shall  be  no  limit  in  the  amount  which  may 
be  accumulated." 

5.  Change  section  on  IV.  DISABILITY  LEAVE  WITH  FULL  PAY,  B.,  to  read 
as  follows: 

"B.   Disability  leave  may  be  used  when  it  is  necessary  for  an  em- 
ployee to  be  absent  from  work  because  of  an  emergency  illness 
in  his  immediate  household  or  family." 

6.  New  policy  to  be  added: 
"V.   FUNERAL  LEAVE 

Approval  with  pay  will  be  granted  for  a  leave  of  up  to  three 
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days  for  the  funeral  of  a  member  of  the  immediate  family  or 
household,  and  for  one  day  for  the  funeral  of  a  relative  out- 
side the  immediate  family  or  household.   Leave  beyond  these 
amounts  may  be  approved  under  special  circumstances,  but  will 
be  charged  against  disability  benefits.   If  leave  is  requested 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  someone  other  than  a  relative,  it  may 
be  granted  up  to  one-half  day,  but  time  so  used  shall  be  charged 
against  disability  leave  of  the  employee  making  the  request." 

Section  on  VACATIONS  WITH  FULL  PAY  should  be  item  VI.  instead  of  V. 
Under  this  heading  change  Section  B-l-b  to  read: 


"For  those  employees  with  ten  or  more  years  of  service,  vaca- 
tion shall  be  three  work  weeks  in  each  year  of  service." 

Also  under  this  heading,  delete  Section  B-l-c.

c.  The  doctor  gives  special  examinations  to  all  Varsity  athletes, 
to  all  women  physical  education  majors,  and  minors,  and  to  all 
new  employees.   He  is  also  present  at  all  major  athletic  events 
on  the  campus. 

do  It  is  a  real  problem  to  care  for  the  work  when  the  single  physi- 
cian is  sick  or  on  vacation.

VI.   BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS  -  Progress  Report 
1 .   Reavis  Classroom  Building 

Classes  began  in  Reavis  Hall  on  Saturday,  September  21,  and  regular  day 
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classes  started  in  the  building  on  Wednesday,  September  25.   Office 
furniture  is  being  moved  into  the  office  wing  at  the  time  this  report 
is  being  written.   The  entire  office  wing  should  be  completed  by 
October  4.   Two  stairwells  remain  to  be  completed  and  work  on  these 
will  take  place  as  soon  as  the  office  wing  is  complete.   At  present, 
traffic  into  this  building  is  congested  because  only  one  entrance  is 
available . 

2.  Northern  Elementary  and  Junior  High  School 

Heat  will  be  available  in  this  building  and  in  Reavis  during  the  week 
ending  October  4.   The  general  contractor  is  gaining  momentum  since 
more  masons  have  become  available  and  within  two  weeks,  all  exterior 
masonry  should  be  completed.   Fifty  percent  of  the  aluminum  sash  is 
in  place,  with  the  remaining  to  be  installed  as  soon  as  the  masonry 
is  ready.   Installation  of  glass  has  begun  on  the  south  wing.   Lathers 
have  completed  30%  of  the  south  wing  and  plasterers  have  begun  on 
September  30.   About  607»  of  the  roof  has  been  installed  and  water- 
proof roofing  applied.   "Tectum"  roof  over  the  gymnasium  is  being 
installed.   In  general,  the  pace  of  the  work  on  this  project  is 
speeding  up  since  the  contractors  have  been  able  to  employ  additional 
men. 

3 .  Northern  Field  House 

The  field  house  is  virtually  completed  and  it  is  being  used  by  the 
Department  of  Physical  Education  for  Men.   The  public  address  system 
is  being  installed  and  will  be  completed  for  the  dedication  program. 
The  handball  court  is  being  installed  and  will  be  completed  within  a 
few  days . 

The  portable  basketball  court  is  not  acceptable  in  its  present  condi- 
tion.  The  architects  have  contacted  the  Welch  Planing  Company,  direct- 
ing them  that  corrective  measures  must  be  taken.   The  floor  is  not 
acceptable  on  the  following  counts: 

1.  Shims  were  used  under  the  mud  sills 

a)  Baskets  do  not  have  firm  foundation 

b)  Floor  is  "dead"  in  spots 

2.  The  finish  is  not  smooth

Sciences  at  Western,  and  Mr„  Frank  Bellrose,  senior  game  specialist, 
Illinois  Natural  History  Survey,  will  supervise  the  field  work. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  and  for  the 
past  three  years  he  has  been  employed  by  the  Nebraska  Game  and  Parks 
Commission  as  a  game  management  specialist.   Shortly  before  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  fellowship,  he  had  been  placed  in  charge  of  Nebraska's 
statewide  pheasant  management  program.. 

2.  Twenty-five  women  students  are  rooming  temporarily  in  the  Pace  Hotel, 
and  113  others  are  temporarily  housed  in  various  homes  in  Macomb  due 
to  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  Macomb.   This  gives  us 
a  nucleus  of  138  girls  to  move  into  the  new  175-capacity  women's  dormi- 
tory.

This  has  cleared  the  engineering  department  and  has  been  in  the  finance 
department  since  July  15,  1957. 

Eastern  Illinois  University  -  Married  Student  Housing 

This  has  been  in  the  engineering  department  since  July  30,  1957. 

Dr.,  Browne  next  reported  on  the  present  fall  term  enrollments  for  the  four  uni- 
versities and  presented  the  following  figures:

The  cost  per  student  for  the  1957-58  year  is  $740.11. 
The  universities  operated  in  1956-57  at  a  cost  to  the 
taxpayers  of  approximately  $700.00  per  student. 

Dr.  Browne  presented  his  Report  No.  59,  as  Executive  Officer,  which  consisted  of 
two  parts;  namely,  Part  I.  Financial  Summary  for  the  Sixty-Ninth  Biennium  and  Part  II. 
Foundation  Audits,  1956-57. 

Regarding  Part  I.,  Dr.  Browne  pointed  out  the  following: 

1.  For  the  second  consecutive  biennium,  no  deficiency  appropriations  were 
needed  for  either  operating  expenses  or  capital  improvements. 

2.  Out  of  the  ten  separate  appropriations  for  capital  improvements,  only 
two  reappropriations  were  needed .   These  reappropriations  were  necessary 
because  of  delays  for  which  the  Board  and  the  respective  universities 
were  in  no  way  responsible. 

3.  A  total  of  $219,127.81  in  operating  appropriations  was  lapsed. 

4.  A  total  of  $2,299.15  in  capital  improvement  appropriations  and  less 
than  $700.00  of  the  rehabilitation  funds  were  unspent. 

5.  Expenditures  from  the  Income  Fund  were  $159,715  less  than  the  amount 
appropriated. 

Part  II.  of  Dr.  Browne's  report  was  presented  for  Board  information  and  showed 
the  scope  of  the  operations  of  the  four  Foundations  for  1956-57,  as  based  on  the 
audits  performed  by  Mr.  Samoore. 

Mr.  Stipes  commended  Dr.  Browne  for  his  Report  No.  59  and  stated  that,  from  a 
money  point  of  view,  it  shows  careful  management.

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  BOARD 

Chairman  Walker  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  E.  Perry  Ellwood,  DeKalb,  Illinois,  in 
which  she  stated  she  would  like  to  give  her  home  in  DeKalb  to  Northern  Illinois  Uni- 
versity. 

Following  a  discussion  of  this  proposed  gift  from  Mrs.  Ellwood,  Mr.  Hollingsworth 
moved  that  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Northern  Illinois  University,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Building  Committee,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  be  appointed  as  a  special 
committee  to  investigate  the  proposed  gift  from  Mrs.  E.  Perry  Ellwood  and  report  their 
findings  to  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dunbar  and 
unanimously  carried. 

Chairman  Walker  recommended  that  Dr.  Browne  write  Mrs.  Ellwood  and  express  the 
Board's  appreciation  of  her  offer.  The  Board  concurred  in  Chairman  Walker's  recom- 
mendation. 

Chairman  Walker  next  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Margaret  Westhoff  in  which  she  ex- 
pressed her  appreciation  of  having  the  auditorium  in  the  Fine  Arts  Building  at  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  named  in  honor  of  her  father. 
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Dr.  Browne  presented  his  Report  No.  60  and  Report  No.  61,  as  Executive  Officer. 

Report  No.  60  dealt  with  the  fall  term  enrollments  for  the  four  universities  for 
the  years  1946-1957.   Report  No.  61  dealt  with  the  use  of  automobiles  by  the  four  uni- 
versities for  1956-57.  Dr.  Browne  stated  these  two  reports  were  presented  merely  for 
the  information  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Browne  next  reported  on  the  campus  planning  conference  held  in  Chicago  on 
November  11,  1957.   He  stated  that  those  present  included  the  four  presidents,  members 
of  the  faculty  planning  committees  from  each  of  the  four  universities,  four  Board  mem- 
bers, and  himself,  as  well  as  three  outside  consultants.  At  this  meeting,  attention 
was  centered  on  the  following  questions: 

1.  How  can  we  improve  our  techniques  of  predicting  future  enrollments? 

2.  Why  were  errors  in  enrollment  estimates  so  widespread  in  1957? 

3.  How  can  better  use  of  existing  facilities  be  achieved? 

4.  What  standards  are  there  for  building  and  space  use?  For  space  needs 
per  staff  member?  Per  student?  What  other  standards  can  be  used  in 
planning? 

5.  What  is  the  role  of  the  faculty  or  a  faculty  committee  in  planning? 
What  decisions  must  be  left  to  the  administration?  To  the  Board? 
What  is  the  role  of  the  consulting  architect?  The  architect  who 
develops  the  design? 

Dr.  Browne  next  requested  Board  consideration  regarding  the  meeting  place  for  the 
January,  1958,  Board  meeting.   Since  it  has  been  impossible  to  secure  hotel  reserva- 
tions in  Chicago,  the  Board  unanimously  agreed  that  the  meeting  be  held  at  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  on  Sunday  and  Monday,  January  19  and  20,  1958,  with  the  Build- 
ing Committee  to  meet  at  10:00  A.M.  and  the  regular  Board  meeting  to  begin  at  1:30  P.M. 
on  January  19. 

Dr.  Browne  next  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  preliminary  survey  being  made  by 
Lankton,  Ziegele,  Terry  and  Associates  in  connection  with  a  possible  survey  of  the 
physical  plants  of  the  four  universities  under  the  Board's  jurisdiction. 

Mr.  Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  Building  Committee  be  empowered  to  authorize  a 
contract  with  Lankton,  Ziegele,  Terry  and  Associates  for  a  survey  of  the  physical  plants 
of  the  four  universities  under  the  Board's  jurisdiction,  provided  their  cost  figure  is 
within  the  appropriation.

B.  Special  Summer  Program,  1958 

Permission  is  requested  to  offer  a  few  twelve-weeks  courses  on  an  ex- 
perimental basis  during  the  coming  summer,  with  the  employment  of  the 
necessary  staff  members  for  three  months  instead  of  two.

Bids  have  been  received  on  additional  shop  equipment  items  and 
these  have  been  referred  to  the  Building  Committee  for  action.

2.  General  Contract  Items 

The  large  Modernfold  partitions  in  the  ball  room,  the  folding 
partitions  for  the  private  dining  rooms  and  the  mezzanine,  and 
interior  finishing  materials  in  the  second  floor  kitchen  were 
bid  as  part  of  the  general  contract  but  not  included  in  the  con- 
tract when  it  was  awarded.   We  now  request  permission  to  award 
the  contract  for  Items  b  and  c  to  J,  L.  Wroan  and  Sons,  Inc., 
of  Normal,  Illinois,  as  follows: 

a.  Install  two  large  Modernfold  partitions  in  the 
Ball  Room  (Track  and  electric  mechanism  is  in- 
cluded in  the  contract)  $6,900o00 

bo  Install  folding  partitions  for  Private  Dining 
Rooms  (Cafeteria)  and  Mezzanine  (Track  is  in- 
cluded in  the  contract)  750.00 
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Co  Install  interior  finishing  materials  in  second 

floor  Serving  Kitchen  (for  Ball  Room)  $1,750.00 

Total  Requested  at  this  time  $2,500.00 

Mr.  Wroan  agreed  in  conference  at  the  university  on  January  7  to 
hold  his  price  on  the  large  Modernfold  partitions  at  least  until 
after  the  February  board  meeting.   Therefore,  no  action  is  recom- 
mended on  this  item  at  this  time. 

D.   Land  Purchase 

The  transaction  is  nearly  complete  for  the  purchase  of  approximately 
thirty  acres  to  the  west  of  Eastern's  campus.   The  contract  has  been 
signed  by  the  board  officers  and  the  abstract  has  been  referred  to 
Attorney  Dunn  for  examination.   The  purchase  price  of  the  property 
was  $30,500.00. 

We  bought  all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Rufus  Alexander  farm,  part  of 
which  had  been  purchased  earlier,  except  for  most  of  a  strip  190  feet 
wide  along  what  is  known  as  Hog  Farm  Road.   To  provide  access  we 
bought  a  sixty-foot  strip  which  goes  out  to  the  road  at  the  extreme 
south  line  of  the  property  and  a  two-hundred-fifty-foot  strip  which 
also  goes  out  to  the  road  at  a  convenient  location  near  the  north  end 
of  the  property. 

We  preserved  the  right  to  use  the  present  access  to  the  farm  buildings 
for  a  period  of  three  years,  or  until  the  farm  buildings  are  removed, 
whichever  is  less.   Purchase  of  this  land  will  make  possible  moving  of 
our  playing  field  area  farther  to  the  west,  thus  releasing  some  space 
near  our  present  buildings  for  other  uses  in  time  to  come.   The  com- 
plete legal  description  of  the  property  purchased  is  on  file  in  the 
board  office  as  a  part  of  the  contract  of  sale. 

IX.   MISCELLANEOUS 

A.  Electrical  Clock  and  Bell  System 

At  the  November  board  meeting  we  were  given  authorization  to  advertise 
for  bids  on  the  complete  renovation  of  our  clock  and  bell  system.  We 
had  contemplated  at  that  time  using  IBM  equipment,  on  which  we  had 
already  received  a  tentative  quotation  without  installation.   The  quo- 
tation was  slightly  under  $12,000  and  installation  cost  was  estimated 
at  $1,000.   We  received  authorization  at  the  board  meeting  to  advertise 
for  bids  with  the  funds  to  come  from  Rehabilitation.   Nothing  further 
has  been  done  on  this  project  except  to  confer  with  various  people  about 
it.   The  new  laboratory  school  will  have  IBM  clocks  in  it.   The  Fine 
Arts  Building,  as  now  bid,  calls  for  Simplex. 

Because  of  these  facts  and  the  complex  nature  of  the  technical  problems, 
we  find  ourselves  unable  to  prepare  the  necessary  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  bidding.   Authority  is  requested,  therefore,  to  engage  a  firm 
of  consulting  engineers  to  draw  up  the  plans  and  specifications  and 
advertise  for  bids,  subject  to  the  approximate  amounts  stated  in  our 
November  18th  report  and  quoted  above.

*  These  four  classes  are  in  special  education  taught  by  teachers  who  have 
full  time  assignments  in  Metcalf  School . 

Approximately  10  percent  of  the  undergraduate  classes  scheduled  during  the 
first  semester  of  the  current  school  year  have  enrollments  under  10.   This 
figure  is  9.5  percent  if  the  four  classes  taught  by  full  time  Metcalf  teach- 
ers were  not  counted.   Actually,  almost  70  percent  of  these  classes  are 
courses  open  only  to  juniors  and  seniors  and  hence  are  among  the  more  spe- 
cialized courses  offered  by  the  University  in  the  various  teaching  fields > 

The  reduction  in  small  classes  over  1956-1957  is  notable.   The  number  of 
undergraduate  classes  with  enrollments  under  10  was  reduced  by  10  percent. 
The  number  of  such  graduate  classes  was  reduced  almost  18  percent.   Further 
accomplishments  will  be  achieved  in  the  future  since  departments  are  being 
directed  to  plan  programs  to  avoid  small  classes. 

There  will  always  be  some  classes  of  highly  specialized  character  which  may 
attract  only  limited  numbers  and  yet  must  be  offered  for  students  preparing 
in  certain  teaching  areas.

6.  Public  Relations  and  Publicity  (Mrs.  Gertrude  M.  Hall  is  Director  of 
Publicity) 

By  the  use  of  present  personnel,  this  structure  results  in  no  additional 
personnel  --  at  this  time.  However,  there  are  two  areas  mentioned  above 
for  which  I  hope  to  seek  personnel  during  1958. 

1.  An  assistant  dean  in  charge  of  graduate  work.   This  area  is  a  most 
important  one  and  badly  needs  some  one  who  can  devote  half  to  three- 
fourths  time  for  its  proper  development. 

2.  An  individual  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  non-academic  personnel.

In  the  past  few  years  our  growth  in  this  area  has  not  been  too 
noticeable  percentagewise,  but  the  turn-over  has  become  much 
greater  and  the  number  of  people  to  be  interviewed  and  tested 
has  almost  doubled  in  the  past  five  years.   Furthermore,  a  good 
deal  of  counseling  is  necessary  in  this  area. 

The  University  Council  and  the  Chairman  of  our  Advisory  Committee  have 
studied,  discussed,  and  approved  the  recommended  modified  Administrative 
Structure.  The  plan  is  to  make  this  plan  effective  beginning  the  second 
semester  1957-1958.   I  might  add  that  the  faculty  has  been  told  that  the 
adoption  of  this  plan  does  not  close  my  door  to  anyone.   Each  person  is 
still  free  to  make  an  appointment  to  see  me  or  to  present  any  matter 
through  the  elected  faculty  University  Council «   However,  the  many  routine 
matters  need  not  come  across  my  desk. 

Lt  should  be  added  that  I  am  not,  at  this  time  at  least,  presenting  a 
detailed  diagram  of  this  Administrative  Structure,  as  I  feel  the  loca- 
tion of  some  of  the  divisions  and  offices  might  need  to  be  shifted  from 
one  of  the  six  areas  to  another  depending  on  conditions  and  personalities «

VI.   BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

A.  Centennial  Building 

Ground  was  broken  on  November  22,  1957  for  the  Centennial  Building .   Vice 
President  Arthur  H.  Larsen  presided  at  the  ceremony  with  Clarence  Ropp  as 
the  main  speaker  representing  the  Teachers  College  Board.   President  Bone 
spoke  on  behalf  of  the  University  expressing  appreciation  to  the  Board, 
the  legislature,  the  government,  and  the  citizens  of  the  State  for  making 
possible  this  new  building.  Arthur  Samoore  of  the  Central  Office  helped 
with  the  spade  work  in  the  ground  turning.   The  ceremony  was  simple  and 
brief  but  very  impressive  and  marks  one  of  the  historical  events  of 
I.S.N.U.'s  Centennial  Year. 

The  dedication  of  the  cornerstone  for  the  Centennial  Building  was  held 
December  17,  1957  in  the  ballroom  of  the  Student  Union.   President  Bone 
presiding  introduced  Clarence  Ropp  who  gave  an  excellent  and  appropriate 
address  that  the  large  group  attending  will  long  remember.   Helen  Marshall 
vividly  portrayed  the  ceremony  of  September  29,  1857  when  the  lead  box  was 
deposited  in  the  cornerstone  of  Old  Main.   The  dramatic  climax  to  this 
event  occurred  when  the  lead  box  was  opened  for  the  first  time  after  100 
years  of  resting  in  the  southeast  corner  of  Old  Main.  Mrs.  Fairchild  re- 
moved the  contents  of  the  box,  which  were  excellently  preserved,  and 
President  Bone,  Mr.  Ropp,  and  Miss  Marshall  displayed  the  materials  for 
the  audience  to  see.  Mr.  Richard  G.  Browne,  representing  the  Central 
Office,  attended  this  very  important  occasion. 

Work  on  this  project  has  begun  with  the  rerouting  of  the  sewer,  and  this 
work  should  be  finished  by  January  20.  Evans  Construction  Company  plans 
to  begin  work  on  the  building  as  soon  as  the  sewer  work  is  completed. 

B.  Rehabilitation  of  Steam  Generating  Plant 

Work  on  the  installation  of  the  new  boiler  in  the  heating  plant  is  pro- 
gressing according  to  schedule.   If  all  necessary  controls  are  received, 
it  may  be  possible  to  put  the  new  boiler  on  the  line  during  the  month  of 
February.   The  rental  oil-fired  boiler  was  installed  and  placed  in  opera- 
tion shortly  after  Thanksgiving  and  this  has  made  it  possible  to  carry 
the  heating  load  during  this  period  of  extremely  cold  weather.   Had  this 
boiler  not  been  installed  at  the  time  it  was,  it  would  have  been  necessary 
to  curtail  operations  at  the  University  to  an  emergency  basis. 

Co  Milner  Library  Addition 

All  excavation  and  foundation  work  has  been  completed  on  this  project.  A 
substantial  amount  of  brick  work  has  been  completed.   The  work  on  this  job 
is  slightly  ahead  of  the  progress  schedule  submitted  in  November  by  J.  L. 
Wroan  and  Sons,  General  Contractors. 

D.  Remodeling  of  Old  Metcalf  Building  for  University  High  School 

Work  on  this  project  was  started  in  December  and  much  of  the  tearing  out  of 
old  partitions  and  so  forth  was  accomplished  over  the  Christmas  vacation 
close  down.   The  work  thus  far  has  been  concentrated  on  the  east  half  of  the 
first  floor  and  appears  to  be  progressing  as  scheduled. 

E.  Married  Student  Housing 

An  AP  news  release  of  January  3  indicated  that  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
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Agency  had  approved  a  loan  of  $890,000  for  married  student  housing  at 
I.S.N.U.   Plans  for  this  project  are  completed  and  specifications  can 
be  revised  and  brought  up  to  date  within  a  few  days  ready  for  adver- 
tising for  bids . 

F.   New  Residence  Hall 

The  architectural  firm  of  Schaeffer,  Wilson,  and  Evans  has  been  working 
with  campus  committees  on  plans  for  the  new  740  bed  residence  hall  and 
the  remodeling  of  Dunn  and  Barton  Halls  to  increase  their  capacity. 
Plans  for  the  Dunn-Barton  work  are  scheduled  for  completion  in  early 
spring.   Construction  could  then  start  in  time  for  completion  prior  to 
the  opening  of  school  in  the  fall.   Around  100  new  beds  will  be  added 
to  Dunn-Barton  as  a  result  of  eliminating  food  service  and  conveting 
this  area  to  rooms.   The  feeding  of  present  residents  of  Dunn-Barton 
■is  to  be  done  at  Walker  Hall  during  and  after  remodeling.   Plans  for 
the  new  residence  hall  should  be  completed  in  time  to  get  bids  and 
start  construction  in  the  fall. 

IX.   MISCELLANEOUS 

A.  Centennial  Year 

The  Centennial  Year  is  over.   It  has  been  a  remarkable  year  with  an  es- 
timated 40,000  visitors,  alumni,  and  friends  joining  us  in  a  myriad  of 
events  such  as  Founders'  Day,  the  Centennial  Commencement  and  Homecoming, 
the  dedication  of  three  new  buildings  (Student  Union,  Metcalf  Building, 
and  Schroeder  Hall),  the  installation  of  the  ninth  president,  the  break- 
ing of  ground  for  the  Centennial  Building,  the  opening  of  the  vault  from 
the  cornerstone  of  Old  Main,  the  IEA ' s  104th  annual  meeting  with  over 
800  persons  attending,  and  also  dozens  of  area,  state,  and  national  meet- 
ings.  As  was  stated  in  the  pageant,  "With  Faith  in  the  Future,"  we 
should  pay  honor  to  our  founding  fathers  in  our  100th  year,  but  it  is 
more  important  to  plan  for  the  future  so  that  we  might  produce  suffi- 
cient, well-educated  teachers  for  the  years  ahead,  and  thus  carry  on 
the  dreams  and  plans  of  our  founders.   The  members  of  the  Board  are  to 
be  thanked  for  their  part  in  the  events.   The  Centennial  Committee  is 
also  to  be  thanked  for  the  time,  thought,  and  work  they  gave  to  make  the 
year  a  success.   Special  thanks  should  go  to  Arthur  Watterson,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  to  Chris  DeYoung,  Executive  Secretary,  and  to  Clarence 
Ropp  and  Bjarne  Ullsvik.

Although  these  buildings  have  been  in  use  by  the  university  since  September, 
there  are  a  few  minor  items  which  remain  to  be  completed  or  repaired  by  the 
contractors . 

Health  Center  --  Fine  Arts  Classroom  Building 

Bids  will  be  received  for  the  Student  Health  Center  on  Thursday,  January  9,  and 
will  be  presented  to  the  board  for  its  consideration.   Bids  on  the  Fine  Arts 
Classroom  Building  will  be  received  on  Thursday,  February  13. 
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IX.   MISCELLANEOUS 

1 .  Furniture  for  Fireplace  Room,  Student  Union 

Permission  is  requested  to  purchase  new  furniture  for  the  Fireplace 
Room,  Student  Union,  to  replace  old  furniture  and  to  provide  some 
additional  lounge  facilities.   Requests  for  bids  were  sent  out  Janu- 
ary 2.   Of  the  total  estimated  cost  of  $2,800,  approximately  $2,000 
is  available  from  construction  funds  of  Series  53  and  the  remainder 
will  be  paid  out  of  operating  funds.   This  project  is  approved  by  the 
Advisory  Committee.   We  should  like  to  ask  the  board  to  permit  the 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  approve  the  purchase  of  this 
furniture  from  the  lowest  bidder. 

2.  Lighting  Fixtures 

With  the  approval  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  97  fluorescent  lighting 
fixtures  were  purchased  for  installation  in  certain  classrooms  at  a 
total  cost  of  $2,483.20.   Necessary  funds  have  been  released  from  the 
appropriation  for  rehabilitation.   Permission  for  Advisory  Committee 
action  was  granted  by  the  board  at  its  November  18  meeting. 

3 .  Purchase  of  Violin 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Music,  approved  by  the 
Advisory  Committee,  a  Carl  Becker  and  Son  Violin  was  purchased  from 
William  Lewis  Company,  Chicago,  at  a  cost  of  $600,  paid  from  General 
Revenue,  Equipment. 

4.  Purchase  of  Jeep 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  held  on  December  4,  permission 
was  granted  to  advertise  for  bids  for  a  jeep,  with  snow  plowing  attach- 
ments, for  use  in  and  around  the  field  house  and  for  general  university 
use.

His  degrees  are:   B.S., 
M.A.,  Marshall  College;  Ph.D.,  Purdue  University.   He  has  taught  at 
West  Virginia  University  and  the  University  of  Richmond. 

3.  Miss  Carole  Williams  was  employed  January  1,  1958  as  instructor  and 
supervising  teacher  of  physical  education  in  the  laboratory  school 
to  replace  Miss  Ardelia  Brennen.  Miss  Williams  received  the  B.S. 
degree  from  Woman's  College  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and 
the  A.M.  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina.   She  has  taught  at 
George  Washington  High  School,  Danville,  Virginia,  the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  and  Needham  B.  Broughton  High  School,  Raleigh, 
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N.C.   She  has  also  had  experience  as  a  summer  camp  counselor.   Her 
salary  is  $520  per  month. 

D.  Change  in  Duties  and  Salaries 

1.  Miss  Elizabeth  Nichols,  who  was  employed  as  student  assistant  in  the 
mathematics  department  to  teach  one  class  at  $100  per  month,  has  been 
assigned  two  classes  for  the  winter  and  spring  quarters.   Her  salary 
was  increased  to  $200  per  month  effective  December  1. 

2.  Mrs.  Kay  Rasco,  instructor  of  English,  was  originally  employed  to 
teach  one-half  time  during  1957-58.   Due  to  the  large  enrollment  in 
English  she  was  given  a  full  load  during  the  fall  quarter,  and  winter 
quarter  enrollments  also  necessitated  her  full-time  employment.

Bo   Bus  Replacement 

During  the  Christmas  holidays  a  field  study  tour  group  of  35  people 
traveled  to  Mobile,  Alabama,  and  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  in  our  1950 
Aerocoach  bus.   On  the  return  trip  at  Nashville,  Illinois,  the  clutch 
went  out,  and  the  group  was  required  to  charter  a  bus  to  return  to 
Macomb . 

On  Monday,  January  6,  we  had  a  rather  lengthy  discussion  with  our  bus 
driver,  Mr.  Bradshaw,  who  has  had  long  experience  in  this  field.   He 
listed  approximately  fifteen  things  that  are  wrong  with  the  bus,  many 
of  which  are  safety  devices  such  as  brakes,  transmission,  etc.   We 
asked  him  to  secure  an  approximate  estimate  on  the  repair  of  this  bus. 
He  did  so  and  stated  that  the  R  &  K  Motors  would  require  approximately 
$3,000  to  put  it  in  decent  condition  for  long  trips  and  could  not  guar- 
antee it  even  after  these  repairs.   The  engine,  fortunately,  is  a  Cum- 
mins diesel  and  is  in  good  shape  <> 

After  discussing  the  situation  with  the  chairman  of  the  local  Advisory 
Committee,  we  would  like  to  have  the  Board  consider  the  purchase  of  a 
new  bus  using  Income  Fund-Educational  Operations  contingencies  ($80,368) 
as  our  equipment  fund  for  1957-58  will  be  exhausted  by  February  1,  1958. 
We  have  approximate  estimates  from  General  Motors,  Flxible  and  Fitzjohn 
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bus  companies.   They  are  all  close  to  $34,000  for  the  specifications 
that  we  desire  to  have. 

The  Aerocoach  bus  could  be  used  for  trips  in  and  around  Macomb  particu- 
larly where  the  trip  would  not  require  any  driving  over  steep  inclines, 
etc.   We,  therefore,  suggest  that,  unless  a  decent  trade-in  price  is 
secured,  it  be  kept  available  for  these  short  runs.   There  are  sufficient 
funds  in  the  bus  fund  in  the  agency  account  to  make  the  required  repairs. 
The  Aerocoach  at  the  present  time  has  approximately  200,000  miles.   This 
cannot  be  determined  exactly  because  of  the  fact  that  the  speedometer  is 
broken. 

The  need  for  urgency  on  this  action  is  that  the  bus  is  not  in  operating 
condition  at  present,  and  we  want  to  advise  the  various  people  who  had 
it  scheduled  when  they  can  expect  the  new  bus,  provided  it  is  approved. 

The  General  Motors  Company  can  make  delivery,  if  the  order  is  placed  in 
the  near  future,  about  the  middle  of  May.

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  BOARD 

In  accordance  with  the  By-Laws,  all  committees  of  the  Board  are  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Chairman  and  submitted  by  him  to  the  Board  for  approval  at  the 
regular  March  meeting  of  each  year.   In  view  of  Chairman  Walker's  illness,  Vice- 
Chairman  Stipes  recommended  that  all  committees  carry  on  until  such  time  as 
Chairman  Walker  can  present  his  nominations  of  Board  committees.   The  Board 
concurred  in  Vice-Chairman  Stipes'  recommendation. 

Vice-Chairman  Stipes  next  presented  a  report  on  the  progress  of  the 
screening  committees  for  the  selection  of  a  president  for  Western  Illinois 
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University.   He  stated  that  at  the  three  meetings  which  have  been  held  to  date 
some  one  hundred  names  have  been  considered;  the  next  meeting  is  scheduled  to 
be  held  on  April  13. 

Dr.  Browne  presented  his  Report  No.  64,  as  Executive  Officer,  which 
dealt  with  "Progress  In  Building  Construction."   Dr.  Browne  stated  that  the 
Board  received  a  total  of  $8,273,500  in  "new"  money  for  capital  improvements 
during  the  70th  biennium  which  was  to  be  spent  on  eighteen  different  projects, 
plus  general  rehabilitation.   This  report  summarized  the  condition  of  these 
various  projects  as  of  March  1,  1958. 

Dr.  Browne  next  reported  that  the  Council  of  Presidents  had  met  and 
recommended  the  following: 

1.  As  soon  as  it  is  practical,  chest  x-rays  be  required  of  all 
entering  freshmen. 

2.  Faculty  and  staff  members  be  required  to  pay  admission  to 
all  athletic  events  but  such  charge  should  be  less  than 
that  charged  the  general  public. 

3.  That  the  name  of  the  university  appear  on  all  automobiles 
owned  by  each  university  except  one  which  may  be  kept  with- 
out markings . 

The  Board  concurred  in  the  above  recommendations  of  the  Council  of  Presidents 
as  presented  by  Dr.  Browne. 


REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES 

Mr.  Summers,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  informed  the  Board  that 
most  of  the  additions  to  existing  contracts  represent  items  which  were  bid 
originally  as  alternates  to  the  contract.

III.   OTHER  SCHOOL  EMPLOYEES,  continued 

1 .   Additional  Non-academic  Staff  (Approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee) 

a)  Storekeeper 

Three  years  ago  the  position  of  inventory  supervisor  was  established. 
This  person  handles  inventory  and  central  receiving.   With  the 
rapid  growth  of  all  university  services,  the  work  of  central  receiv- 
ing has  in  itself  become  a  full-time  job.   The  property  control 
examiner  for  the  state  Department  of  Finance  has  requested  that  we 
supply  him  with  a  full-time  man  beginning  about  July  1  for  three  or 
four  months  to  conduct  the  inventory  at  Northern.   He  also  recommended 
that  a  full-time  inventory  supervisor  be  assigned  at  Northern.   We 
should  like  to  ask  that  a  second  position  -  storekeeper  -  be  established 
not  later  than  June  1  with  a  salary  range  of  $275-400,  releasing  the 
present  position  for  full-time  inventory  work .   Salary  for  this 
position  would  be  payable  from  General  Revenue  -  Personal  Services. 

b)  Clerk-Stenographer    I 

As  of  March  1,  Northern  has  had  a  housing  director  but  since  it  was 
not  known  when  this  position  would  be  filled,  no  secretarial  help 
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for  this  office  was  requested  in  July,  1957.   We  should  like  now 
to  ask  permission  to  establish  a  clerk-stenographer  I  position 
for  this  office,  effective  May  1  -  salary  range  $185-275,  payable 
from  Bond  Revenue  Series  '50  and  '53. 

c)   Tabulating  Machine  Operator  I 

With  the  constant  increase  in  demand  by  the  university  for  the 
services  supplied  by  the  Tabulating  Department,  it  is  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  dean  of  students,  registrar,  and  director  of 
business  services,  that  an  additional  position  be  established  in 
this  office.   Much  overtime  work  is  now  required  to  keep  pace 
with  the  work.   Beginning  in  September,  1958,  grade  posting  will 
be  done  by  IBM  instead  of  by  hand  in  the  registrar's  office.   We 
should  like  to  have  permission  to  establish  a  Tabulating  Operator  I 
position  to  become  effective  May  1,  salary  range  $200-300,  payable 
from  General  Revenue,  Personal  Services. 

2 .   Extra  Non-academic  Summer  Help 

Each  summer  the  registrar's  office  has  required  temporary  civil 
service  help  to  carry  on  its  work  during  the  vacation  periods. 
Occasionally,  other  offices  require  an  additional  clerical  worker 
for  a  short  period  of  time.   We  should  like  to  have  our  Advisory 
Committee  empowered  to  act  on  requests  that  we  may  have  for  temporary 
help  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August.

VI.    BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

Bids  for  Removing  Silos  on  West  Campus  (Baumgartner  Farm) 

All  buildings  have  been  removed  from  the  former  Baumgartner  Farm  with 
the  exception  of  some  stone  foundations  and  two  large  silos.

We  should  like  to  recommend  approval  of  the  low  bid  of  $700.00  submitted 
by  McPherson  Excavating  Company  of  DeKalb  and  that  permission  be  granted 
to  pay  for  this  work  from  the  Farm  Rental  Account  held  in  an  agency  account 
by  the  university.   There  is  a  sum  of  $3,230.10  in  this  account  at  present. 
This  has  been  approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee.

2 .  Truck  for  Use  of  Auxiliary  Enterprises 

Two  years  ago  a  panel  truck  was  purchased  to  handle  campus  delivery 
services  from  central  receiving,  the  university  bakery,  laundry,  and 
to  take  care  of  other  miscellaneous  hauling.   With  the  continued  growth 
of  the  university,  we  have  passed  the  point  where  a  single  truck  can 
handle  the  work  and  since  January  1  we  have  been  forced  to  assign  a 
truck,  formerly  assigned  to  the  custodial  supervisor,  to  handle-  the 
additional  work.   This  problem  has  been  further  complicated  with  the 
opening  of  buildings  on  central  campus,  including  delivery  of  mail 
twice  daily  to  these  buildings. 

Since  Auxiliary  Enterprises  now  require  full  time  use  of  one  delivery 
truck,  we  should  like  to  have  permission  to  secure  bids  to  purchase  a 
half  ton  truck,  to  be  paid  for  from  Income  Operations  -  Series  '50 
and  '53.   This  proposal  has  been  discussed  with  the  Advisory  Committee 
and  meets  with  their  approval. 

3 .  Purchase  of  Organ  for  University  Auditorium 

The  Palmer  Music  Company  of  DeKalb  has  offered  to  install  a  Wurlitzer 
Electric  organ,  Concert  Model  4800  with  four  800  tone  cabinets,  on  a 
rental  basis  of  $110  per  month.   They  agree  to  take  the  present  organ, 
valued  at  $800,  which  amount  will  be  applied  to  the  rent.   When  the 
$800  is  used,  the  university  will  continue  to  pay  $110  per  month  until 
such  time  as  funds  are  available  for  purchasing  the  organ.   All  rent 
paid  for  use  of  the  organ  may  be  applied  against  the  purchase  price 
of  $4,675.00. 

It  is  our  plan  to  purchase  an  organ  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
biennium.   At  that  time,  specifications  will  be  prepared,  calling  for 
the  installation  of  a  Wurlitzer  Concert  Model  4800  four-800  tone 
cabinets  and  will  be  advertised  in  the  customary  manner.   If  the 
Palmer  Music  Company  (the  only  Wurlitzer  dealer  in  the  DeKalb  area) 
is  the  successful  bidder  at  that  time,  the  rental  paid  to  date  will 
be  deducted  from  the  purchase  price  and  the  final  purchase  made. 

This  plan  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  the 
inventory  supervisor  from  the  Department  of  Finance.   We  should  like 
to  have  approval  of  the  board  of  this  plan.

There  being  no  corrections  to  said 
minutes,  Mr.  Ropp  moved  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  March  13,  1958,  be 
approved  as  submitted.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Madlener  and  unanimously 
carried. 

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  BOARD 

Vice-Chairman  Stipes  reported  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  screening  com- 
mittees for  the  selection  of  a  president  for  Western  Illinois  University  will 
be  held  on  May  4.   Mr.  Stipes  also  stated  that  it  is  hoped  that  after  this 
meeting  the  screening  committees  will  be  ready  to  present  applicants  to  be 
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interviewed  by  the  Board.   If  so,  Mr.  Stipes  suggested  that  a  special  Board 
meeting  be  held  in  Chicago  on  May  9-10  for  this  purpose.   The  Board  concurred 
in  Mr.  Stipes'  suggestion. 

Dr.  Browne  presented  his  Report  No.  65,  as  Executive  Officer,  which  con- 
sisted of  two  parts;  namely,  Part  I.  Salary  Adjustments  and  Part  II.  Central 
Office  Staff  for  1958-59. 

Part  I.  outlined  the  national  trends  and  the  trends  in  Illinois  regarding 
salaries  of  college  faculty  members,  as  well  as  the  faculty  salaries  for  1958- 
59  in  the  Illinois  teachers  colleges.

(A)  The  eight  apartment  buildings  to  provide  housing  and  necessary  appur- 
tenant  facilities  for  approximately  96  student  families  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed from  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  together  with  all 
improvements,  repairs  and  extensions  thereto,  or  replacements  thereof,  herein- 
after constructed  or  acquired,  and  all  other  facilities  related  thereto,  are 
herein  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Project." 

(B)  The  term  "cost  of  construction  of  the  Project"  means  the  cost  of  the 
construction  work  at  the  site  of  the  Project;  the  cost  of  architectural,  en- 
gineering, legal,  administrative  and  clerical  services  rendered  or  performed 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  Project;  the  cost  of  land  acquisi- 
tion, including  easements  and  rights-in-land  necessary  for  the  construction 

of  the  Project;  interest  on  the  bonds  herein  authorized  during  construction 
of  the  Project;  the  cost  of  fixed  equipment  for  the  Project,  but  excluding

(a)  Revenue  Fund 

As  soon  as  any  portion  of  the  Project  becomes  revenue  producing  all  gross 
revenues  derived  from  the  operation  or  ownership  of  the  Project  shall,  within 
three  (3)  days  of  receipt  thereof,  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  and  shall  be  set  aside  by  said  official  in  a  special  fund  hereby 
created  and  to  be  known  as  "The  Teachers  College  Board  Revenue  Fund  Account 
of  1957  for  Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,  Illinois"  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Revenue  Fund")  and  shall  be  expended  and  used  by  said 
Treasurer  only  in  the  manner  and  order  and  as  specified  in  subparagraphs  (b), 
(c),  (d),  (e),  and  (f)  of  this  Section  7. 

(b)  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account 

On  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  said  Treasurer  shall  transfer  on 
his  books  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  a  separate  and  special  account  hereby  created 
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and  designated  the  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account,  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  at  Normal,  Illinois,  Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of 
1957"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account") 
such  a  sum  of  money  as  may  be  directed  by  order  of  said  Teachers  College 
Board  sufficient  to  pay  the  reasonable  cost  of  operating  and  maintaining 
the  Project  for  said  calendar  month,  including  adequate  provision  for  in- 
surance and  any  fees  due  the  paying  agents  on  the  bonds  herein  authorized, 
and  the  money  so  transferred  shall  be  used  for  such  purposes  and  no  other. 

If  in  any  month  for  any  reason  there  shall  not  be  available  for  transfer 
from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account  an  amount  equal 
to  the  amount  required  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  hereinabove  referred  to, 
then  an  amount  equal  to  any  such  deficiency  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  other- 
wise required  to  be  transferred  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  said  Operation  and 
Maintenance  Account  in  the  next  succeeding  calendar  month  or  months. 

(c)  Bond  Account 

On  the  first  day  of  each  month,  after  making  the  transfer  provided  in  sub- 
paragraph (b)  above,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  then  transfer 
on  his  books  from  the  net  revenues  remaining  in  the  Revenue  Fund  to  a  special 
account  hereby  created  and  designated  "Bond  Account,  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  at  Normal,  Illinois,  Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of 
1957"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Bond  Account")  a  sum  of  money  equal 
to  one-sixth  (l/6th)  of  the  interest  then  next  due  and  one-twelfth  (l/12th) 
of  the  principal  then  next  due  on  the  outstanding  bonds,  and  said  Treasurer 
shall  remit  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of 
September,  in  each  year,  to  the  places  of  payment  designated  in  said  bonds 
and  the  interest  coupons  appertaining  thereto,  the  amount  of  principal  and 
interest  due  on  said  dates,  respectively.   Said  Treasurer  shall  make  no  fur- 
ther remittances  to  the  paying  agents  for  said  bonds  after  there  shall  have 
been  so  remitted  such  amount  to  pay  all  of  the  bonds  then  outstanding  and  all 
of  the  interest  thereon  to  maturity  or  to  the  date  upon  which  such  outstanding 
bonds  may  then  have  been  called  for  prior  redemption  in  their  entirety.

and  special  account  hereby  created  and  designated  as  the  "Bond  Reserve  Account, 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,  Illinois,  Student  Family  Apartments 
Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Bond  Reserve  Account") 
the  balance  remaining  in  said  Revenue  Fund  up  to  $6,800  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  of  each  fiscal  year,  until  such 
time  as  there  has  been  accumulated  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  funds  in  the 
sum  of  $78,000,  at  which  figure  the  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  thereafter 
be  maintained  until  such  time  as  the  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond 
Reserve  Account  are  equal  to  the  interest  and  principal  requirements  on  all 
bonds  authorized  hereunder  then  outstanding  and  unpaid.

Moneys  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  be  used  by  said  Treasurer  from 
time  to  time  in  the'  payment  of  interest  on  or  principal  of  the  bonds  hereby 
authorized  whenever  there  exists  a  deficiency  in  the  amount  of  money  on  hand 
in  the  Bond  Account  necessary  to  pay  maturing  principal  and  interest  after 
application  of  all  funds  available  for  that  purpose  under  any  provisions  of 
this  resolution.   Funds  accumulated  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  may  be  in- 
vested and  reinvested  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  without  fur- 
ther authority  from  said  Teachers  College  Board  in  direct  obligations  of  the 
United  States  of  America  or  securities  fully  guaranteed  by  the  United  States 
of  America,  having  a  maturity  not  exceeding  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of 
each  said  investment,  provided  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  any  money  held 
in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  for  the  purpose  herein  specified  said  Treasurer 
shall,  without  further  instructions  from  said  Teachers  College  Board,  liqui- 
date at  prevailing  market  prices  an  amount  of  such  investments  to  meet  the 
interest  and  principal  payments  of  said  bonds.   All  moneys  and  investments 
in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  irrevocably  pledged 
to  and  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  said  bonds  and  for 
the  payment,  redemption  and  retirement  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  as  in 
this  resolution  provided. 

When  there  shall  be  in  said  Bond  Account  and  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account 
moneys  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  to  maturity  or  redemption 
date  on  all  bonds  then  remaining  outstanding,  said  money  in  said  Accounts  shall 
be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  no  additional  payments  need  to  be  made  into  said 
Bond  Reserve  Account  unless  necessary  to  replace  any  moneys  transferred,  lost 
or  otherwise  dissipated. 

(e)   Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account 

As  soon  as  the  required  reserve  has  been  accumulated  in  the  Bond  Reserve 
Account  as  described  in  subparagraph  (d)  hereof,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  shall  set  up  on  his  books  a  separate  and  special  account  hereby 
created  and  designated  "Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account, 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,  Illinois,  Student  Family  Apart- 
ments Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Building  Main- 
tenance and  Equipment  Reserve  Account")  which  Account  shall  be  credited  by 
transfer  from  the  funds  remaining  in  the  Revenue  Fund  on  or  before  the  close 
of  the  then  fiscal  year: 

(1)  not  more  than  $2,500  annually  for  an  equipment  reserve  until  the 
moneys  and  investments  so  held  for  an  equipment  reserve  in  said  Account  shall 
aggregate  $25,000,  and  thereafter  such  sums,  but  not  more  than  $2,500  annually, 
as  may  be  required  to  restore  and  maintain  said  balance  of  $25,000,  and  all 
moneys  and  investments  so  held  shall  be  used  and  held  for  use  solely  to  pay 
the  cost  of  the  renovating  or  replacement  of  furniture  and  moveable  equipment 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  Project  not  paid  as  a  part  of  the  ordinary 
maintenance  and  operation  expense  thereof;  and 

(2)  not  more  than  $9,000  annually  for  a  building  maintenance  reserve, 
and  all  moneys  and  investments  so  held  therefor  shall  be  used  and  held  for 
use  to  pay  the  cost  of  unusual  or  extraordinary  maintenance  or  repairs,  re- 
newals and  replacements  of  the  Project  not  paid  as  a  part  of  the  ordinary 
maintenance  and  operation  expenses  of  the  Project. 

In  the  event  the  funds  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  as 
hereinablve  described  should  be  reduced  at  any  time  below  the  amount  required 
to  meet  the  then  current  year's  debt  service  for  payment  of  principal  and 
interest,  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  deposit  of  $78,000,  then  the  funds  so 
credited  to  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  shall 
be  transferred  to  said  Bond  Account  and  to  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  to  the 
extent  required  to  eliminate  the  deficiency  in  said  Accounts  and  to  restore 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and  all  moneys  so  transferred 
shall  thereafter  be  replaced  by  a  resumption  of  the  deposits  herein  specified 
until  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  contains  the 
sums  herein  specified. 

The  moneys  in  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  may, 
in  the  discretion  of  said  Teachers  College  Board,  be  invested  or  reinvested  in 
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direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  securities  fully  guar- 
anteed by  the  United  States  of  America,  having  a  maturity  not  exceeding  five 
(5)  years  from  the  date  of  each  said  investment,  provided  if  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  use  money  held  in  said  Account  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein  specified 
said  Treasurer  shall,  without  further  instructions  from  said  Teachers  College 
Board,  liquidate  at  prevailing  market  prices  an  amount  of  such  investments 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  said  Account  has  been  estab- 
lished. 

(f )   Surplus  Revenues 

At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  and  after  all  transfers  and  deposits 
hereinabove  required  to  be  made  shall  have  been  made,  and  after  any  deficien- 
cies in  any  such  transfers  and  deposits  which  may  exist  from  any  previous 
fiscal  year  shall  have  been  remedied,  the  balance  of  any  excess  funds  in  the 
Revenue  Fund  then  remaining  may  be  used  by  the  Teachers  College  Board  to  re- 
deem the  bonds  then  outstanding  in  amounts  of  not  less  than  $10,000  par  value 
at  one  time,  in  inverse  numerical  order  on  the  next  interest  payment  date,  or 
may  be  used  by  said  Teachers  College  Board  for  any  expenditures,  including 
the  payment  of  debt  service  in  improving  or  restoring  any  existing  housing 
and  dining  facilities,  or  providing  for  such  additional  facilities,  as  shall 
be  expressed  by  resolution  duly  adopted  by  said  Teachers  College  Board  and 
filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  8_.   It  is  hereby  covenanted  and  agreed  that  said  Teachers  College 
Board  will  require  and  will  adopt  such  parietal  rules  and  regulations  as  are 
necessary  to  assure  maximum  occupancy  and  use  of  the  said  Project,  notwith- 
standing any  other  facilities  which  now  may  be,  or  at  any  time  hereafter  may 
be,  available  for  the  housing  of  students  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
(with  the  exception  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  made  by  said  Teachers 
College  Board  for  the  security  of  other  bonds  issued  for  dormitory  construc- 
tion at  said  University  and  now  outstanding  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  $2,600,000),  until  all  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  paid  fully 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest.   It  is  further  covenanted  and  agreed  that 
the  rents,  fees,  charges,  admissions,  rentals  and  housing  expenses  (including 
charges  for  utility  and  janitor  services)  chargeable  to  the  occupants  of,  and 
students,  faculty  members  and  others  using  or  being  served  by,  or  having  the 
right  to  use  or  having  the  right  to  be  served  by,  said  Project,  shall  be  so 
fixed  and  revised  from  time  to  time  and  shall  be  so  collected  that  the  proceeds 
thereof  shall  be  sufficient  at  all  times  to  provide  funds  sufficient  (i)  to  meet 
the  annual  sinking  fund  requirements  for  each  fiscal  year  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder;  (ii)  to  maintain  a 
Bond  Reserve  Account  in  the  sum  of  $78,000  as  described  in  Section  7  hereof; 
(iii)  to  maintain  a  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  as  described 
in  Section  7  hereof;  and  to  pay  the  reasonable  cost  of  maintaining,  operating, 
repairing  and  insuring  the  Project. 

Section  9^   (A)   The  Teachers  College  Board  covenants  and  agrees  to  keep 
the  Project,  including  furnishings  and  equipment,  in  good  usable   condition 
and  continuously  insured  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  and  lightning,  the 
perils  included  under  the  extended  coverage  endorsement,  steam  boiler  ex- 
plosion on  steam  boilers  servicing  the  Project  in  an  amount  not  less  than 
$50,000,  in  a  responsible  insurance  company  or  companies  authorized  and 
qualified  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  assume  such  risks  so 
long  as  any  of  the  bonds  are  outstanding.   Coverage  by  such  insurance,  other 
than  the  steam  boiler  insurance  hereinabove  referred  to,  shall  be  in  amounts 
sufficient  to  provide  for  not  less  than  full  recovery  whenever  the  loss  from 
causes  covered  by  such  insurance  does  not  exceed  eighty  per  centum  (80°/Q  of 
the  full  insurable  value  of  the  Project  so  damaged. 

Such  insurance  policy  or  policies  shall  be  payable  to  The  Teachers  College 
Board  of  Illinois,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University, 
Normal,  Illinois,  and  all  moneys  collected  on  account  of  loss  or  damage  covered 
by  any  such  policy  or  policies  of  insurance  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  said  Teachers 
College  Board  and  shall  be  used  only  for  reconstruction,  replacement  or  repairs, 
or  to  retire  outstanding  bonds,  and  said  Teachers  College  Board  covenants  in  the 
event  of  any  loss  or  damage  to  the  Project  to  forthwith  reconstruct,  replace  or 
repair  the  damaged  portion  thereof  promptly  and  without  any  delay.   Any  moneys 
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received  from  such  insurance  remaining  upon  the  completion  of  such  reconstruction, 
replacement  or  repair  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Account.   In  the  event  said 
moneys  so  received  are  insufficient  to  restore  the  Project  to  its  former  condi- 
tion for  maximum  use  and  occupancy,  then  said  moneys  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Bond  Account  and  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds 
as  their  interests  may  appear. 

(B)   Said  Teachers  College  Board  further  covenants  and  agrees  that  so 
long  as  the  funds  and  investments  in  the  Bond  Account  and  in  the  Bond  Reserve 
Account,  as  aforesaid,  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  then  current  year's  debt 
service  requirements  on  the  bonds  outstanding  and  to  maintain  the  Bond  Reserve 
Account  deposit  of  $78,000,  it  shall  procure  and  maintain  use  and  occupancy 
insurance  on  the  Project  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  enable  said  Teachers  College 
Board  to  deposit  in  said  Bond  Account  and  in  the  Bond  Reserve  Account,  out  of 
the  proceeds  of  such  insurance,  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  that  would  normally 
be  available  for  deposit  in  each  such  Account  from  the  revenues  of  the  damaged 
Project  during  the  time  the  damaged  Project  is  non-revenue  producing  as  a 
result  of  loss  of  use  caused  by  fire  and  lightning,  the  perils  covered  by 
said  fire  and  extended  coverage  insurance,  and  steam  boiler  explosion  if  steam 
boilers  are  servicing  the  Project. 

Said  use  and  occupancy  insurance  shall  be  carried  in  a  responsible  in- 
surance company  or  companies  authorized  and  qualified  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  to  assume  such  risks,  and  shall  be  made  payable  to  The 
Teachers  College  Board  of  Illinois,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  Illinois 
State  Normal  University,  Normal,  Illinois. 

Section  10.   That  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  are  outstanding  said  Teachers 
College  Board  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  holder  or  holders  thereof, 

(a)  That,  on  or  before  substantial  completion  of  the  Project,  it 
will  provide  from  sources  other  than  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds, 
and  from  a  source  and  in  a  manner  which  will  not  jeopardize  the 
security  of  said  bonds,  funds  adequate  to  provide  all  needful 
furnishings  and  moveable  equipment  necessary  to  the  full  en- 
joyment of  the  use,  occupancy  and  operation  of  the  Project. 

(b)  That  it  will  maintain  and  preserve  and  keep  the  Project  in 
good  repair,  working  order  and  condition  so  that  said  Pro- 
ject will  at  all  times  be  available  for  maximum  use  and 
occupancy,  and  that  it  will  at  all  times  continuously  op- 
erate and  manage  said  Project  in  an  efficient  manner  and 
at  reasonable  cost. 

(c)  That  it  will  keep  proper  books  of  records  and  accounts  (sepa- 
rate from  all  other  records  and  accounts  of  said  Illinois 
State  Normal  University)  in  which  complete  and  correct  entries 
shall  be  made  of  all  transactions  relating  to  the  acquisition, 
development,  construction,  equipment,  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Project,  and  there  shall  be  furnished  to  any  holder 

of  the  bonds  upon  written  request  not  more  than  ninety  (90) 
days  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  copies  of  the  audit 
reports  prepared  by  an  independent  public  accountant  or  by 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
reflecting  in  reasonable  detail  the  financial  condition  and 
record  of  the  operation  of  the  Project  and  of  the  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  at  Normal;  and  that  any  holder  or 
holders  of  the  bonds,  or  their  agents  duly  authorized  for 
that  purpose,  shall  have  the  right  at  all  reasonable  times 
while  said  bonds  are  outstanding  to  inspect  said  Project  and 
all  records,  accounts  and  data  of  said  Teachers  College  Board 
or  of  the  officers  of  said  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
relating  thereto. 

(d)  That  it  will  not  issue  any  additional  bonds  payable  from  any 
of  Lhe  revenues,  income  or  receipts  of  the  Project  having 
priority  to,  or  on  a  parity  with,  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder. 
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(e)  That  at  or  prior  to  the  issue  of  any  bonds  it  will  have  an  in- 
defeasible title  in  fee  simple  to  the  site  of  said  Project; 
and  that  it  will  not  sell,  lease,  mortgage,  pledge,  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  or  encumber  said  Project  or  the  site  thereof, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  revenue  derived  and  to  be  derived 
therefrom,  until  all  of  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder  have 
been  fully  paid  in  accordance  with  their  terms. 

(f)  That  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  and  of  each  section 
and  subsection  thereof  shall  constitute  a  contract  by  and 
between  said  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  holder  or  holders 
of  the  bonds  or  any  of  them,  and  after  delivery  of  any  such 
bonds  no  change,  alteration  or  amendment  of  this  resolution 
shall  ever  be  made  which  will  impair  the  interests  of  the 
holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds  then  outstanding. 

(g)  That  any  holder  of  any  bond  or  bonds  issued  under  the  terms 
of  this  resolution,  or  of  any  coupon  representing  interest 
accrued  thereon,  may  either  by  proper  court  action  in  law 
or  in  equity  compel  said  Teachers  College  Board  to  perform 
all  duties  imposed  upon  it  under  the  terms,  provisions,  con- 
ditions and  agreements  of  this  resolution  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  pursuant  to 
which  said  bonds  have  been  authorized  as  herein  provided, 
including  the  making  and  collecting  of  sufficient  rates  and 
charges  for  the  use  of  the  Project,  and  the  performance  of 
any  and  all  covenants  made  by  said  Teachers  College  Board  in 
and  by  this  resolution. 

Section  11 .   That  the  sale  of  the  bonds  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  is  hereby  in  all  things  ratified  and  confirmed, 
and  the  said  bonds  shall  be  prepared  and  executed  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the 
adoption  of  this  resolution  and,  after  being  registered  by  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts,  shall  thereupon  be  delivered  to  said  purchaser  upon  payment 
thereof  at  the  agreed  purchase  price  of  par  and  accrued  interest  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  sale. 

All  proceeds  derived  at  the  sale  and  delivery  of  said  bonds  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  shall  be  accounted  for 

as  follows: 

(i)   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois 

to  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  hereinabove  created  all  accrued 
interest  from  the  date  of  the  bonds  to  the  date  of  delivery  and 
payment,  together  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on  said 
bonds  during  the  period  of  construction  of  said  Project,  and 
such  sums  so  set  aside  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  interest  due  on  said  bonds  and  are  hereby  dedicated 
and  made  available  for  that  purpose. 

(ii)   It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  Treasurer  to  deposit  the 
remaining  proceeds  received  as  principal  at  the  delivery  and 
payment  of  said  bonds  (after  deduction  made  of  said  sum  to  pay 
interest  on  said  bonds  during  the  period  of  construction  as 
aforesaid)  in  a  separate  and  special  account  hereby  designated 
"Student  Apartments  Construction  Fund  Account  of  1957  for 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,  Illinois"  (here- 
inafter designated  "Construction  Account")  and  all  moneys 
held  in  said  Construction  Account  shall  be  used  or  held 
for  use  solely  to  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  construction 
of  the  Project  as  hereinabove  described,  and  the  beneficial 
interest  to  all  moneys  held  in  said  Construction  Account  at 
the  time  of  the  original  deposit  therein  and  from  time  to 
time  thereafter  shall  be  in  the  holder  or  holders  of  said 
bonds . 
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The  moneys  in  said  Construction  Account  shall  be  paid  out  to  the  order  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  only  for  the  cost  of  construction  of  the 
Project  hereinabove  specified  and  upon  the  receipt  by  said  Treasurer  of  a  duly 
executed  certificate  of  the  progress  or  completion  signed  by  the  supervising 
architect  and  a  representative  of  said  Teachers  College  Board. 

From  available  funds  on  hand  in  the  sole  custody  of  said  University,  said 
Teachers  College  Board  covenants  that  the  sum  of  $14,400,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
will  be  necessary,  or  so  much  in  addition  thereto  as  may  be  required,  is  hereby 
irrevocably  encumbered,  set  apart  and  held  for  the  exclusive  use  of  purchasing 
all  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  necessary  to  a  useful  and  adequate  Pro- 
ject in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  resolution. 

Section  12.   The  Chairman  of  said  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  Secretary 
thereof  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  are  each  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  without  durther  order  of  said  Board,  to  execute  and  deliver  such 
certificates,  proceedings  and  agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to 
establish  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  herein  created  and 
described  in  Section  7  of  this  resolution,  and  the  Construction  Account  herein- 
created,  and  to  properly  secure  all  proceeds  thereof,  and  to  evicence  compliance 
with  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  resolution  in  the  making  of  any  with- 
drawals therefrom. 

Section  13 .   That  if  the  proceeds  received  from  the  sale  of  the  bond's 
shall  exceed  the  cost  of  constructing  such  Project  any  surplus  shall  be  paid 
into  said  Bond  Account  hereinabove  created  for  the  payment  of  such  bonds  and 
interest  thereon,  but  shall  not  operate  to  reduce  or  diminish  the  payments 
hereinabove  required  to  be  made  into  said  Bond  Account.   Such  surplus  shall 
be  promptly  used  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  outstanding  to  the  nearest 
$1,000,  and  all  bonds  fully  redeemed  shall  forthwith  be  cancelled. 

Section  14.   That  this  resolution  shall  be  and  remain  irrepealable  until 
the  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  have  been  duly  paid,  satisfied  and 
discharged  as  herein  provided. 

Section  15.   That  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of 
the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  16 .   That  it  is  the  intention  hereof  to  confer  upon  The  Teachers 
College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  the  whole  of  the  powers  provided  for 
in  the  enabling  legislation  hereinabove  referred  to,  and  if  any  one  or  more 
sections,  clauses,  sentences  and  parts  of  this  resolution  shall  for  any  reason 
be  questioned  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  shall  be  adjudged 
unconstitutional  or  invalid,  such  judgment  shall  not  affect,  impair  or  in- 
validate the  remaining  provisions  hereof,  but  shall  be  confined  to  the  specific 
section,  clause,  sentence  and  part  so  determined,  and  that  all  resolutions  or 
parts  thereof  in  conflict  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and 
that  this  resolution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption.   (End  of 
Exhibit  A.)

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WHEREAS,  The  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  at  Normal,  Illinois,  has  by  resolution  adopted  this 
date  provided  for  an  issue  of  $890,000  Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds 
of  1957  to  provide  funds  to  construct  eight  (8)  apartment  buildings  to  provide 
housing  and  necessary  appurtenant  facilities  for  approximately  ninety-six  (96) 
student  families,  completely  equipped  and  furnished,  and  from  funds  on  hand  as 
provided  for  the  purchase  of  all  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  necessary 
therefor;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  sale  of  said  bonds  above  described  has  been  awarded  to  the 
United  States  of  America  acting  by  and  through  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency,  and  it  is  now  necessary  to  establish  charges  for  the  use  of  such  apart- 
ment buildings. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  It- Resolved  by  The  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  for  Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,  Illinois,  as  follows: 

Section  1_.   That  there  shall  be  and  are  hereby  established  the  following 
charges  for  the  use  of  and  for  the  service  supplied  by  the  new  eight  (8)  apart- 
ment buildings  to  be  constructed  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity at  Normal,  Illinois  and  designated  as  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency 
Project  No.  111.  ll-CH-60  (D): 

$56.00  per  month  for  each  one-bedroom  apartment; 
$66.00  per  month  for  each  two-bedroom  apartment. 

to  be  payable  not  less  than  one  month  in  advance  and  the  Business  Manager  of 
said  Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,  Illinois  shall  collect  all 
moneys  due  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  2.   All  income,  revenue  and  receipts  derived  from  the  operation  of 
said  new  eight  (8)  apartment  buildings  so  to  be  constructed  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  held  by  the  Business  Manager  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University  separate 
and  apart  from  all  other  funds  of  said  University,  and  all  sums  collected  there- 
from, without  any  deductions  whatsoever,  shall  be  delivered  by  said  Business 
Manager  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  not  more  than  three  (3)  days 
after  receipt  of  the  same. 

Section  3_=   Said  Business  Manager  shall  be  required  to  post  a  corporate 
surety  bond  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  money  likely  to  come  into  his 
hand  at  any  time  from  the  collections  of  the  charges  herein  established,  which 
bond  shall  be  approved  by  The  Teachers  College  Board  and  filed  with  the  Secre- 
tary thereof,  and  shall  be  conditioned  upon  his  faithful  performance  of  all 
duties  required  under  this  resolution  and  accounting  for  all  moneys  coming  into 
his  hands  as  aforesaid.   (End  of  Exhibit  B.)

Northern  Illinois  University,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  over  4,500,  is  the 
largest  of  the  four  State  educational  institutions  under  the  control  of  The 
Teachers  College  Board.   Formerly  called  Northern  Illinois  State  College,  it 
is  located  60  miles  west  of  Chicago  at  DeKalb,  a  city  of  approximately  10,000 
population  not  including  University  students.   Established  in  1895,  it  is 
accredited  by  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools, 
the  National  Commission  of  Accrediting  and  the  National  Council  for  Accreditation 
of  Teacher  Education  as  a  baccalaureate  and  master's  degree  granting  institution. 
The  University  faculty  has  over  280  members,  and  fixed  assets  are  valued  in 
excess  of  $13  million  with  cash  and  capital  appropriations  on  hand  (not  including 
this  proposed  bond  issue)  for  adding  over  $4  million  during  the  current  1955-57 
biennium. 

The  campus  consists  of  340  acres,  approximately  187  of  which  have  been  acquired 
within  the  last  five  years.   Intensive  development  of  this  new  addition  to  the 
campus  includes  $l-g  million  Neptune  Residence  Hall,  the  $1^  physical  education 
building  (field  house)  and  $950,000  Reavis  Hall  classroom  building  which  are 
already  completed  and,  now  under  construction  with  State  appropriated  funds,  a 
$2  million  laboratory  school  building  and  a  $1^;  fine  arts  classroom  building. 
The  new  dormitories  and  dining  hall  to  be  constructed  with  the  proceeds  of  this 
bond  issue  will  be  built  in  this  new  area  of  the  campus. 

No  tuition  is  charged  students  attending  the  University.   Fees  are  charged  to 
cover  registration  and  activities  (including  use  of  the  student  union  and  field 
house)  which  presently  total  $65  per  student  per  regular  semester  or  $130  for  a 
full  academic  year.   Summer  session  fees  total  $32.50.   Higher  fees  are  charged 
out-of-state  students. 

Legal  Authority: -   These  bonds  will  be  issued  by  The  Teachers  College  Board  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  for  Northern  Illinois  University  at  DeKalb,  Illinois, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  authorizing  the  Board  to  build  and  equip 
residence  halls  and  other  structures  with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  payable  from 
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the  revenues  thereof  (Sections  59a  to  59e,  Chapter  127,  Illinois  Revised  Statutes 
1957),  approved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  and  pursuant 
to  a  resolution  to  be  adopted  by  the  Board, 

The  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  organized  pursuant  to 
Chapter  122  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  is  comprised  of  nine  members 
appointed  for  overlapping  six-year  terms  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  and,  as  ex-officio  members,  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the  State  of  Illinois

DeKalb;  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  Normal;  Western  Illinois  University, 
Macomb;  and  Eastern  Illinois  University,  Charleston. 

Purpose  of  Bond  Issue:  -   The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  $4,000,000  bonds 
are  to  be  used  to  finance  the  construction  of  two  new  dormitories  with  connecting 
dining  hall  and  to  improve  Adams,  Williston  and  Gilbert  Halls,  three  existing 
dormitories  on  the  campus.

Security  of  Bonds:  -  The  $1,000,000  Series  A  and  $3,000,000  Series  B  together 
constitute  a  single  issue  of  $4,000,000  bonds  all  equally  secured  by  a  closed 
first  lien  on  the  net  operating  revenues  of  the  two  new  dormitories  and 
connecting  dining  hall  to  be  constructed  with  part  of  their  proceeds  and 
additionally  secured  by  a  pledge,  subordinate  only  to  the  requirements  of 
outstanding  Student  Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  of  1950,  of  net 
revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of  Adams,  Williston  and  Gilbert  Halls, 
three  existing  dormitories.   The  Board  covenants  continuously  to  operate,  use 
and  maintain  the  new  buildings  and  the  three  existing  dormitories  in  an 
efficient  and  economical  manner,  to  adopt  such  parietal  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  to  assure  the  maximum  occupancy  and  use  thereof 
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(subject  to  the  requirements  of  Building  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1953  requiring 
prior  occupancy  of  Neptune  Hall,  an  existing  women's  dormitory  with  a  designed 
capacity  of  374)  and  to  charge  and  collect  rates  for  the  use  thereof  fully 
sufficient  to  pay  when  due  the  principal  and  interest  on  these  bonds  and  to 
maintain  a  Bond  Reserve  and  a  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  as 
provided  in  the  bond  resolution,, 

Description  of  Project:-  The  new  buildings  will  consist  of  two  dormitories, 
one  for  528  men  and  the  other  for  528  women,  connected  by  a  building  containing 
a  kitchen  and  dining  hall  with  a  seating  capacity  of  1,000.   The  buildings  will 
be  of  masonry  construction,  and  the  air-conditioned  central  connecting  building, 
in  addition  to  the  kitchen  and  dining  hall,  will  contain  a  snack  bar  and  banquet 
dining  room,  recreation  room,  laundry  rooms  and  several  lounge  rooms  and  offices. 

Adams  Hall,  an  Illinois  limestone  building  built  in  1949  with  State  appropriations, 
has  a  designed  capacity  of  122  women  students.   Gilbert  Hall,  constructed  in 
1951  with  revenue  bond  proceeds,  is  a  red  brick  Georgian  building  designed 
for  374  men.   Williston  Hall,  an  older  four-story  yellow  brick  building,  has  a 
designed  capacity  of  234  women.   Each  hall  has  its  own  kitchen  and  dining  room. 
Because  of  the  shortage  of  campus  housing,  each  of  these  dormitories  is  now 
accommodating  more  students  than  its  designed  capacity.   The  actual  occupancy 
of  each  of  these  buildings  for  the  first  semester  of  the  current  year  was  183, 
476  and  238,  respectively. 

Flow  of  Funds: -  The  resolution  authorizing  these  bonds  provides  that,  as  soon 
as  any  part  of  the  new  buildings  becomes  revenue -producing,  the  gross  revenue 
derived  from  such  operation  and  the  revenues  of  the  three  existing  dormitories 
remaining  after  satisfying  the  current  requirements  of  the  outstanding  Student 
Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  of  1950,  shall  within  three  days  after 
receipt  thereof  be  set  aside  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  a 
special  Revenue  Fund  to  be  expended  only  in  the  manner  and  order  specified 
b  e  1  ow . 

1.  Monthly,  into  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account,  such  amount 
as  may  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  reasonable  cost  of  operating  and 
maintaining  the  new  buildings.   After  the  Series  of  1950  bonds  have 
been  fully  paid,  the  gross  revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of 
the  three  existing  dormitories  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Revenue 
Fund,  and  the  operation  and  maintenance  expenses  of  the  three  exist- 
ing buildings  shall  thereafter  be  paid  through  this  Operation  and 
Maintenance  Account . 

2.  Monthly,  into  the  Bond  Account,  l/6th  of  the  interest  and  l/12th 
of  the  principal  next  due  on  the  outstanding  bonds  of  this  issue. 

3.  Semiannually  (on  or  before  3/15  and  9/15),  into  the  Bond  Reserve 
Account,  $33,500  until  there  has  been  accumulated  the  sum  of 
$380,000,  at  which  figure  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  there- 
after be  maintained  until  the  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the 
Bond  Reserve  Account  equal  the  interest  and  principal  requirements  on 
all  outstanding  bonds  of  this  issue.   Funds  in  the  Bond  Reserve  Account 
may  be  invested  in  direct  obligations  of  or  securities  fully  guaranteed 
by  the  United  States  of  America  having  a  maturity  not  exceeding  five 
years  from  the  date  of  investment. 

4.  Into  the  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account,  as  soon 

as  the  required  reserve  has  been  accumulated  in  the  Bond  Reserve  Account: 

(a)  Not  more  than  $13,000,  annually,  for  an  equipment  reserve 
until  a  balance  of  $160,000  has  been  established. 

(b)  Not  more  than  $19,000,  annually,  for  a  building  maintenance 
reserve . 

Funds  in  the  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  shall 
be  transferred  to  the  Bond  Account  at  any  time  funds  in  the  Bond  Account 
and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  then  current 
year's  debt  service  requirements.   Moneys  in  the  Building  Maintenance 
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and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  may  be  invested  in  direct  obligations 

of  or  securities  fully  guaranteed  by  the  United  States  of  America 

having  a  maturity  not  exceeding  five  years  from  the  date  of  such 
investment . 

5.   Surplus  revenues  remaining  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  after 
all  the  above  required  transfers  and  deposits  have  been  made  may 
be  used  to  retire  bonds  of  this  issue  or  for  any  expenditures,  in- 
cluding the  payment  of  debt  service,  in  improving  or  restoring  any 
existing  housing  and  dining  facilities  or  providing  any  such  addi- 
tional facilities. 

Rates: -  Uniform  charges  are  made  to  residents  of  all  dormitories  (including 
the  proposed  new  dormitories)  for  board  and  room.   Rates  were  increased  in 
September  1957  and  are  to  be  again  increased  in  September  1958  but  are  still 
low,  as  shown  below:

In  addition  to  the  full  time  enrollment  shown  above,  the  University  has  a 
substantial  part  time  on-campus  enrollment  (749  in  the  fall  of  1957). 
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Campus  Housing:-  There  are  four  existing  dormitories  on  the  Northern  Illinois 
University  campus,  the  revenues  from  each  of  which  are  pledged  either  to  Series 
1950  or  Series  1953  bonds.   In  the  case  of  each  bond  issue  the  Board  has  pledged 
to  adopt  such  parietal  rules  as  may  be  needed  to  insure  full  occupancy  of  the 
buildings  pledged  to  the  bond  issue,  and  the  priority  of  these  parietal  rule 
covenants  among  the  various  bond  issues  is  in  the  chronological  order  of  their 
issuance.   Because  of  the  great  demand  for  campus  housing,  additional  beds  have 
been  placed  in  most  of  the  rooms  of  the  dormitories  with  the  result  that  actual 
occupancy  this  year  is  substantially  higher  than  the  designed  capacity  of  the 
dormitories,  as  shown  below:

Debt  History: -  The  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has,  since 
1947  when   enabling  legislation  was  first  passed,  issued  revenue  bonds  to 
finance  twelve  projects  at  the  schools  under  its  control.   In  each  case  the 
Board  has  required  that  the  facilities,  as  soon  as  built,  be  operated  in  such 
a  way  as  to  produce  revenues  substantially  in  excess  of  all  requirements 
including  those  for  various  reserves. 

Four  of  these  twelve  bond  issues  ha\re  been  for  facilities  at  Northern 
Illinois  University.   The  first  was  payable  from  revenues  of  the  student 
union  building  and  the  dining  hall  and  has  been  fully  retired  substantially 
in  advance  of  maturity  from  funds  on  hand. 

The  second  issue  at  Northern  was  the  Series  1950  Student  Residence  Halls 
Revenue  issue  in  the  amount  of  $1,350,000,  issued  to  finance  the  construction 
of  Gilbert  Hall  and  to  improve  Adams  and  Williston  Halls,  and  secured  by 
revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of  these  three  dormitories.   $115,000 
of  these  bonds  have  matured  and  $360,000  have  been  retired  in  advance  of 
maturity  with  surplus  earnings,  leaving  only  $875,000  outstanding.   Below 
are  shown  operating  data  relative  to  said  bond  issue  for  the  last  four 
fiscal  years:

Bonds,  issued  for  the  purpose  of  financing  construction  of  a  new  dormitory 
(Neptune  Hall)  and  additions  to  the  student  union  building  and  the  dining 
hall,  and  secured  by  revenues  from  said  buildings.

The  fourth  Northern  issue  was  the  $400,000  Series  1956  Physical  Education 
Building  Revenue  Bonds,  issued  to  supplement  a  $950,000  State  appropriation 
for  the  construction  of  a  field  house  which  was  completed  only  last  fall.   Net 
revenues  (primarily  from  student  fees)  were  $30,833  during  the  construction 
year  ended  6/30/57  and  $26,343  for  the  eight  months  ended  2/28/58,  compared 
to  originally  estimated  initial  annual  net  of  $26,908  and  maximum  annual 
debt  service  requirements  of  $21,300.

RESOLUTION  creating  an  issue  of  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  $4,000,000  Dormitory  Revenue 
Bonds  of  The  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  for  Northern  Illinois  University 
at  DeKalb,  Illinois,  prescribing  all  the  details 
of  said  bonds,  and  providing  for  the  security 
and  payment  thereof. 

WHEREAS,  The  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  (herein- 
after designated  the  "Teachers  College  Board"  or  the  "Board")  for  Northern 
Illinois  University  at  DeKalb,  Illinois  (hereinafter  designated  the  "University") 
upon  due  consideration  and  investigation  does  now  find  and  determine  that  it 
is  advisable  and  necessary  that  the  housing  facilities  at  said  University  for 
the  students  thereof  be  improved  and  extended  as  follows: 

(a)  by  the  construction  of  two  new  dormitory  units  on  the  campus 
of  said  University  to  be  connected  to  a  central  service 
facilities  building  to  provide  housing  and  dining  facilities 
for  approximately  528  men  and  528  women  students; 

(b)  by  the  construction  of  necessary  repairs  to,  and  renovation  of, 
three  existing  dormitories  located  on  the  campus  of  said  University 
and  known  as  "Williston  Hall,"  "Adams  Hall"  and  "Gilbert  Hall";  and 

(c)  by  the  installation  of  all  necessary  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings 
and  appurtenant  facilities  for  said  new  dormitory  units  and  said 
existing  dormitories  as  aforesaid, 

to  provide  adequate  housing  for  the  occupants  thereof,  in  and  for  said  University 
upon  the  campus  of  said  University;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  Teachers  College  Board  has  heretofore  approved  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  said  improvements  and  extensions  to 
the  housing  facilities  at  said  University  which  now  remain  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  thereof  and  estimates  the  cost  thereof,  including  the  cost  of 
all  necessary  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  and  appurtenant  facilities 
therefor,  and  all  necessary  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection  therewith, 
to  be  the  sum  of  $4,000,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  59a  through  59e  of  Chapter 
127  of  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957,  and  all  other  laws  thereunto 
enabling,  said  Teachers  College  Board  is  authorized  to  issue  revenue  bonds 
for  and  on  behalf  of  Northern  Illinois  University  at  DeKalb,  Illinois,  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  said  cost  of  the • construction  of  said  improvements 
and  extensions,  including  the  cost  of  all  necessary  moveable  equipment  and 
furnishings  and  appurtenant  facilities  therefor,  and  to  pledge  the  revenues 
derived  from  the  use  of  said  buildings: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  It  and  It  Is  Hereby  Resolved  by  The  Teachers 
College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  Northern  Illinois  University  at 
DeKalb,  Illinois,  as  follows: 
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Section  1_.   That  there  shall  be  constructed  the  improvements  and 
extensions  to  the  housing  facilities,  including  the  installation  of  all 
necessary  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  and  appurtenant  facilities 
therefor,  as  more  fully  described  in  the  preambles  hereto,  in  and  for  said 
Northern  Illinois  University  upon  the  campus  of  said  University,  all  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  therefor  heretofore  approved  by  The  Teachers 
College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  this  Board. 

Section  2.      That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to  pay  the  cost 
of  the  construction  of  the  improvements  and  extensions  to  the  housing  facilities, 
including  the  installation  of  all  necessary  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings 
and  appurtenant  facilities  therefor,  as  more  fully  described  in  the  preambles 
hereto,  there  is  hereby  created  an  issue  of  bonds  of  The  Teachers  College  Board 
of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  Northern  Illinois  University  at  DeKalb,  Illinois, 
aggregating  the  principal  amount  of  $4,000,000,  as  provided  by  Sections  59a 
through  59e  of  Chapter  127,  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957,  and  all  other 
laws  thereunto  enabling.   Said  $4,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds 
are  hereby  authorized  to  be  executed,  issued  and  delivered  in  Series  as  a 
unit  and  as  one  bond  issue,  to  be  designated  "Northern  Illinois  University 
Dormitory  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  A  of  1957"  in  the  principal  amount  of  $1,000,000; 
and  "Northern  Illinois  University  Dormitory  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  B  of  1957" 
in  the  principal  amount  of  $3,000,000,  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  following 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  resolution,  viz: 

Subsection  A.    Series  A  of  1957  Bonds 

The  bonds  of  the  Series  designated  Northern  Illinois  University 
Dormitory  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  A  of  1957,  shall  be  in  the  form  of  negotiable 
coupon  bonds  dated  October  1,  1957,  to  be  numbered  AM-1  and  upwards  in  consecutive 
order,  each  of  $1,000  denomination,  and  shall  be  expressed  to  mature  on  October 
1  in  each  of  the  years  and  in  amounts  as  follows  (subject  to  the  right  of  re- 
demption prior  to  maturity  as  hereinafter  specified):

through  1997,  being  the  bonds  numbered  from  AM-91  through  AM-1000,  shall  be 
redeemable  prior  to  their  maturity  in  whole  or  in  part  and  in  inverse  numerical 
order  on  any  interest  payment  date  after  October  1,  1967,  upon  at  least  thirty 
(30)  days  prior  notice,  at  the  principal  amount  thereof  plus  unpaid  accrued 
interest  to  the  date  of  redemption  and  a  premium  for  each  bond  as  follows:

Notice  of  redemption  of  any  or  all  of  said  redeemable  bonds  shall 
specify  the  number  or  numbers  of  the  bond  or  bonds  called  for  prior  redemption, 
and  the  terms  and  the  date  and  place  of  redemption  shall  be  given  by  registered 
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mail  to  the  holder  or  holders  if  known,  and  as  to  any  unknown  holders  such 
notice  shall  be  published  once  in  a  financial  newspaper  published  in  the 
English  language  in  the  City  and  State  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  filed  at  the 
place  or  places  of  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds.   The 
mailing  of  such  notice  and  the  publication  and  filing  thereof  shall  be  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  preceding  such  redemption  date,  and  when  any  such  bonds  shall 
have  been  called  for  prior  redemption  and  payment  made  or  provided  for  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  this  resolution  interest  thereon  shall  cease  from  and  after  the 
redemption  date  so  specified. 

The  said  Series  A  of  1957  bonds  shall  bear  interest  to  be  evidenced 
by  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds,  which  such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi- 
annually on  April  1  and  .October  1  of  each  year  until  paid,  and  said  bonds  shall 
bear  interest  as  follows: 

For  bonds  maturing  1960  through  1967  at  5% 
For  bonds  maturing  1968  through  1997  at  3-3/4% 

That  such  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  payable  to  bearer  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  bonds  may  be  subject  to  registration  as  to  principal  only  at 
any  time  prior  to  maturity  in  the  name  of  the  holder  thereof  on  the  books  of 
the  Secretary  of  said  Teachers  College  Board  in  the  City  of  Springfield, 
Illinois,  hereby  designated  Registrar  of  said  bonds,  such  registration  to  be 
noted  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  bonds  by  said  Registrar,  and  thereafter  the 
principal  of  such  bonds  shall  be  payable  only  to  the  registered  holder,  his 
legal  representatives  or  assigns.   Such  registered  bonds  shall  be  transferred 
to  another  registered  holder  or  back  to  bearer  only  upon  presentation  to  the 
Registrar  with  a  legal  assignment  duly  acknowledged  or  approved.   Registration 
of  any  such  bonds  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  of  the  coupons  thereto 
attached,  but  such  coupons  shall  be  transferable  by  delivery  merely. 

Subsection  B.   Series  B  of  1957  Bonds 

(1)   The  bonds  of  the  Series  designated  "Northern  Illinois  University 
Dormitory  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  B  of  1957"  shall  be  initially  issued  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  purchaser  thereof,  in  the  form  of  a  single 
registered  bond  without  coupons  to  be  designated  "Northern  Illinois  University 
Dormitory  Revenue  Bond,  Series  B  of  1957,  First  Issue"  in  the  denomination  of 
$3,000,000  numbered  BR-1  and  dated  October  1,  1957.   The  principal  amount 
thereof  shall  be  payable  in  thirty-eight  (38)  annual  principal  installments 
due  on  October  1  in  each  of  the  years  and  in  amounts  as  follows  (subject  to 
the  right  of  prepayment  hereinafter  stated):

Said  Teachers  College  Board  reserves  the  right  to  prepay  in  multiples 
of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  installments 
of  principal  due  on  and  after  October  1,  1993,  in  inverse  numerical  order, 
on  any  interest  payment  date,  at  a  price  of  par  plus  the  unpaid  accrued  interest 
thereon  to  the  date  of  such  prepayment  unon  notice,  stating  the  amount  or 
amounts  of  such  installment  or  installments  so  to  be  prepaid  and  the  date  of 
such  prepayment,  mailed  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  specified 
to  the  owner  of  said  registered  bond  at  the  address  shown  on  the  registration 
books  of  the  Registrar.   After  payment  of  the  aforesaid  installments  said 
Teachers  College  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  prepay  on  any  interest  payment 
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date  after  October  1,  1967,  the  entire  principal  sum  remaining  unpaid  or  such 
lesser  portion  thereof  as  it  may  determine  upon  in  inverse  numerical  order  of 
said  installments  and  in  multiples  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  at  the 
following  prices  (expressed  in  sums  of  a  percentage  of  the  principal  amount 
of  such  prepayment)  plus  unpaid  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  prepayment: 

1047o  if  paid  on  or  prior  to  October  1,  1972; 

103%  if  paid  after  October  1,  1972  but  on  or  prior  to 

October  1,  1977; 
1027o  if  paid  after  October  1,  1977  but  on  or  prior  to

upon  the  giving  of  like  notice.   Each  such  prepayment  aforesaid  shall  be 
noted  on  said  bond  as  hereinafter  provided  for  the  payment  of  each  installment 
of  principal.   When  such  prepayment  has  been  made  interest  on  the  amount  of 
any  such  installment  of  principal  so  prepaid  shall  cease  from  and  after  the 
date  so  specified. 

The  unpaid  principal  amount  of  said  registered  bond  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  Two  and  Seven-eighths  Per  Cent  (2  7/87,)  per  annum, 
from  the  date  thereof  until  paid,  to  be  payable  on  April  1,  1958,  and  on 
October  1  and  April  1  of  each  year  thereafter. 

Payment  of  interest  on  said  registered  bond  shall  be  made  by  check 
or  draft  mailed  to  the  registered  owner  at  the  address  shown  on  the  bond 
registration  books  of  the  Secretary  of  The  Teachers  College  Board  in  the 
City  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  hereby  designated  as  Registrar  of  said  bond. 

Payment  of  each  installment  of  principal  on  the  due  date  thereof  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  made  upon  the  surrender  of  said  bond  at  the  office  of  the 
paying  agent  therein  described,  who  shall  note  thereon  the  date  and  amount 
of  each  payment  of  each  installment  of  principal;  provided,  whenever  said 
registered  bond  is  owned  by  the  United  States  of  America  and  there  shall 
have  been  filed  with  the  paying  agent  thereof  a  certificate  of  the  Secretary 
of  said  Teachers  College  Board  that  the  United  States  of  America  and  said 
Teachers   College  Board  have  entered  into  a  written  agreement  (i)  that  pay- 
ment of  any  portion  of  such  bond  may  be  made  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
or  its  designated  fiscal  agent,  without  presentation  or  surrender  thereof, 
(ii)  that  the  United  States  of  America  will  promptly  make  notation  of  any 
such  payment  on  such  bond,  and  (iii)  that  the  United  States  of  America  shall 
not  sell,  transfer,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  bond  unless  prior  to  delivery 
thereof  such  bond  shall  have  been  presented  to  said  paying  agent  for  appropriate 
notation  thereon  of  the  portion  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  which  has  been 
paid,  or  such  bond  shall  have  been  surrendered  in  exchange  for  coupon  bonds  as 
hereinafter  provided  in  Subsection  B  (2)  of  this  Section  2  for  the  unpaid  balance 
of  the  principal  amount  thereof,  then,  in  that  event,  the  paying  agent,  in  lieu 
of  requiring  the  presentation  or  surrender  of  such  bond  for  notation  of  such 
principal  payment  thereon,  may  transmit  such  principal  payment  to  the  United 
States  of  America,  or  its  designated  fiscal  agent,  with  instructions  to  endorse 
such  payment  on  such  bond  and  accept  therefrom  a  certificate,  that  such  payment 
has  been  so  endorsed  as  conclusive  evidence  of  such  endorsement  and  payment. 

Said  registered  bond  shall  be  exchangeable  for  the  negotiable  coupon 
bonds  of  type  composition  on  paper  of  customary  weight  and  strength,  hereinafter 
described  in  Subsection  B  (2)  of  this  Section  2,  at  the  office  of  said  Registrar, 
at  the  request  of  the  holder  of  said  registered  bond  and  on  any  interest  payment 
date  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  such  request,  by  the  surrender  of 
said  bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  a  written  instrument  of  transfer 
in  form  satisfactory  to  said  Registrar  duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  in 
person  or  by  its  duly  authorized  agent,  and  thereupon  said  Teachers  College 
Board  will  issue  and  deliver  at  the  office  of  said  Registrar,  or  send  by 
registered  mail  to  the  owner  of  said  registered  bond,  an  amount  of  negotiable 
coupon  bonds  equal  to  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  indebtedness  represented 
by  said  registered  bond  that  is  at  the  date  of  said  transfer  and  exchange  unpaid. 
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Said  registered  bond  when  so  exchanged  shall  be  cancelled  by  the 
Registrar.   Said  Teachers  College  Board  will  provide  at  its  own  expense  such 
negotiable  coupon  bonds  to  be  delivered  in  exchange  for  said  registered  bond, 
including  the  payment  of  any  stamp  tax,  or  other  governmental  charge  that  may 
be  imposed  on  such  exchange,  and  in  addition  thereto  such  reasonable  charges 
as  are  incurred  by  the  owner  of  said  registered  bond  in  the  making  of  such 
exchange . 

(2)   The  bonds  of  the  Series  designated  "Northern  Illinois  University 
Dormitory  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  B  of  1957"  shall  be  in  the  form  of  negotiable 
coupon  bonds  dated  October  1,  1957,  to  be  numbered  BM-1  and  upwards  in  con- 
secutive order,  each  of  $1,000  denomination,  and  shall  be  expressed  to  mature 
on  October  1  in  each  of  the  years  and  in  amounts  as  follows  (subject  to  the 
right  of  redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  hereinafter  specified):

(b)   The  bonds  numbered  from  BM-2401  through  BM-3000  maturing  on 
October  1  in  each  of  the  years  1993  through  1997  may  be 
called  prior  to  maturity  at  the  option  of  the  Teachers 
College  Board  in  whole  or  in  part  and  in  inverse  numerical 
order  on  any  interest  payment  date  at  par  plus  unpaid  accrued 
interest  to  the  date  of  redemption,  and  said  bonds  shall  be  so 
redeemed  prior  to  the  redemption  of  any  of  the  bonds  numbered 
from  BM-396  through  BM-2400. 


Notice  of  redemption  of  any  or  all  of  said  redeemable  bonds  shall 
specify  the  number  or  numbers  of  the  bond  or  bonds  called  for  prior  redemption, 
and  the  terms  and  the  date  and  place  of  redemption  shall  be  given  by  registered 
mail  to  the  holder  or  holders  if  known,  and  as  to  any  unknown  holders  such 
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notice  shall  be  published  once  in  a  financial  newspaper  published  in  the  English 
language  in  the  City  and  State  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  filed  at  the  place  or 
places  of  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  said  bonds.   The  mailing 
of  such  notice  and  the  publication  and  filing  thereof  shall  be  at  least  thirty 
(30)  days  preceding  such  redemption  date,  and  when  any  such  bonds  shall  have 
been  called  for  prior  redemption  and  payment  made  or  provided  for  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  this  resolution  interest  thereon  shall  cease  from  and  after 
the  redemption  date  so  specified. 

That  such  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  payable  to  bearer  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  bonds  may  be  subject  to  registration  as  to  principal  only  at 
any  time  prior  to  maturity  in  the  name  of  the  holder  thereof  on  the  books  of 
the  Secretary  of  said  Teachers  College  Board  in  the  City  of  Springfield,  Illinois, 
hereby  designated  Registrar  of  said  bonds,  such  registration  to  be  noted  on  the 
reverse  side  of  the  bonds  by  said  Registrar,  and  thereafter  the  principal  of 
such  bonds  shall  be  payable  only  to  the  registered  holder,  his  legal  representa- 
tive or  assigns.   Such  registered  bonds  shall  be  transferred  to  another  registered 
holder  or  back  to  bearer  only  upon  presentation  to  the  Registrar  with  a  legal 
assignment  duly  acknowledged  or  approved.   Registration  of  any  such  bonds  shall 
not  affect  the  negotiability  of  the  coupons  thereto  attached,  but  such  coupons 
shall  be  transferable  by  delivery  merely. 

The  said  coupon  bonds  shall  only  be  issued  by  the  Teachers  College 
Board  to  the  owner  of  the  registered  bond  described  in  Subsection  B  (1)  of 
this  Section  2,  and  in  exchange  therefor,  in  a  principal  amount  that  is  equal 
to  the  principal  amount  of  indebtedness  represented  by  said  registered  bond 
that  is  unpaid  at  the  date  of  the  transfer  and  exchange  of  the  said  registered 
bond  for  coupon  bonds . 

When  issued  said  coupon  bonds  shall  b°ar  interest  at  the  rate  of  Two 
and  Seven-eighths  Per  Cent  (2  7/8%)  per  annum,  to  be  payable  semiannually  on 
April  1  and  October  1  of  each  year  from  the  date  of  exchange  thereof  until  paid. 

Simultaneously  upon  the  delivery  of  the  said  coupon  bonds  in  exchange 
for  said  registered  bond  said  Secretary  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  as  Registrar 
shall  (i)  cancel  the  registered  bond  so  surrendered,  (ii)  cancel  all  of  the 
coupon  bonds  (and  coupons  attached  thereto)  whose  date  or  dates  of  maturity 
coincide  with  the  date  or  dates  any  installment  of  principal  on  said  registered 
bond  is  due  and  such  installment  or  installments  of  principal  of  said  registered 
bond  have  been  paid  in  full,  (iii)  cancel  such  amount  of  the  coupon  bonds  (and 
coupons  attached  thereto)  whose  date  or  dates  of  maturity  coincide  with  the  date 
or  dates  any  installment  of  principal  on  said  registered  bond  is  due  that  equal 
the  amount  of  such  installment  or  installments  of  principal  on  said  registered 
bond  that  have  been  paid  in  part,  and  (iv)  cancel  all  past  due  and  matured  coupons 
attached  to  said  coupon  bonds.   If  the  coupon  bonds  are  delivered  in  exchange

(J)   The  term  "fiscal  year"  shall  mean  the  period  commencing  July 
1  and  ending  June  30  of  each  calendar  year. 

(K)   The  word  "bonds"  shall  mean  each  of  the  $4,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  bonds  authorized  under  the  terms  of  this  resolution. 

Section  5 .   Each  of  the  $4,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
bonds  authorized  under  the  terms  of  this  resolution  is  payable  from  and  se- 
cured by  a  first  lien  on  and  pledge  of  the  net  revenues  of  the  Project,  and 
is  additionally  secured  by  a  lien  on  and  pledge  of  the  unpledged  net  revenues 
of  the  Existing  System  in  a  minimum  sum  of  $96,000  annually  or  so  much  in  ad- 
dition thereto  as  may  be  required,  and  said  liens  and  said  pledges  are  hereby 
irrevocably  created  and  made  for  the  prompt  and  punctual  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  interest  on  said  bonds  according  to  their  terms  and  to  create  and 
maintain  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  and  the  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment 
Reserve  Account  as  hereinafter  described  in  this  resolution.   None  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  entitled  to  priority  or  distinction  one  over  the  other  in  the 
application  of  such  revenues  hereby  pledged  to  the  payment  thereof,  regardless 
of  the  fact  that  said  bonds  are  issued  in  Series  and  that  some  of  said  bonds 
may  be  delivered  prior  to  the  delivery  of  other  bonds  of  the  same  or  different 
Series,  or  regardless  of  the  time  or  times  said  bonds  mature,  or  are  called 
for  prior  redemption;  it  being  the  intent  hereof  that  all  of  said  $4,000,000 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  are  coequal  as  to  lien  and  shae  ratably 
without  preference,  priority  or  distinction  as  to  the  source  or  method  of 
payment  and  security  therefor.   Nothing  contained  in  this  resolution  shall 
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be  so  construed  as  to  impair  any  of  the  contract  rights  vested  in  the  holders 
of  the  outstanding  Series  of  1950  Bonds,  and  if  any  provision  or  provisions 
of  this  resolution  shall  ever  be  so  construed  by  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction then  such  provision  or  provisions  shall  become  ineffective  to  the 
extent  of  any  such  conflict  and  until  such  outstanding  Series  of  1950  Bonds 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  cancelled. 

Section  6 .   That  so  long  as  any  of  the  said  bonds  herein  authorized 
are  outstanding,  the  Project  and  the  Existing  System  shall  be  operated  and 
maintained  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  commencing  on  July  1  and  ending  on  June  30 
of  each  succeeding  year;  provided  that  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Project  shall 
commence  as  soon  as  any  portion  of  the  Project  becomes  revenue  producing. 

For  the  purpose  of  accounting  for  the  gross  revenues  to  be  derived 
from  the  operation  of  the  Project  and  for  the  unpledged  net  revenues  derived 
from  the  operation  of  the  Existing  System  there  are  hereby  established  the  fol- 
lowing Accounts,  and  all  moneys  and  investments  therein  shall  be  used  and  held 
for  use  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions: 

(A)  Revenue  Fund 

As  soon  as  any  portion  of  the  Project  becomes  revenue  producing 
the  gross  revenue  derived  from  the  operation  or  ownership  of  the  Project, 
and  the  unpledged  net  revenues  derived  from  the  operation  or  ownership  of 
the  Existing  System  in  a  minimum  sum  of  $96,000  annually  or  so  much  in  ad- 
dition thereto  as  may  be  required,  shall  within  three  (3)  days  after  receipt 
thereof  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  shall  be  set 
aside  by  said  official  in  a  special  fund  hereby  created  and  to  be  known  as 
"The  Teachers  College  Board  Revenue  Fund  Account  of  1957  for  Northern  Illinois 
University"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Revenue  Fund")  and  shall  be  ex- 
pended and  used  by  said  Treasurer  only  in  the  manner  and  order  specified  in 
Subparagraphs  (B),(C),  (D) ,  (E)  and  (F)  of  this  Section  6. 

(B)  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account 

On  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  said  Treasurer  shall 
transfer  on  his  books  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  a  separate  and  special  account 
hereby  created  and  designated  the  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account,  Northern 
Illinois  University  $4,000,000  Dormitory  Revenue  Bonds,  dated  October  1,  1957" 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account")  such  a  sum 
of  money  as  may  be  directed  by  order  of  said  Board  sufficient  to  pay  the  rea- 
sonable cost  of  operating  and  maintaining  the  Project  for  said  calendar  month, 
including  adequate  provision  for  insurance  and  any  fees  due  the  paying  agents 
on  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  and  the  money  so  transferred  shall  be  used  for 
such  purposes  and  no  other. 

If  in  any  month  for  any  reason  there  shall  not  be  available  for 
transfer  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account  an 
amount  equal  to  the  amount  required  for  the  payment  of  the   expenses  herein- 
above referred  to,  then  an  amount  equal  to  any  such  deficiency  shall  be  added 
to  the  amount  otherwise  required  to  be  transferred  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to 
said  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account  in  the  next  succeeding  calendar  month 
or  months . 

After  the  Series  of  1950  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  and  cancelled 
in  accordance  with  their  terms,  the  gross  revenues  derived  from  the  operation 
of  the  Existing  System  shall  be  deposited  into  said  Revenue  Fund  and  the  ex- 
penses of  operating,  maintaining,  repairing  and  insuring  said  Existing  System 
shall  thereafter  be  paid  from  said  Revenue  Fund,  and  all  rentals,  charges, 
income  and  revenue  thereafter  remaining  shall  be  used  and  held  for  use  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  net  revenue  derived  from  the  operation  of  the  Project  as  in 
this  resolution  provided. 

(C)  Bond  Account 
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On  the  first  day  of  each  month,  after  making  the  transfer  provided 
in  Subparagraph  (B)  above,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  then 
transfer  on  his  books  from  the  net  revenues  remaining  in  the  Revenue  Fund  to 
a  special  account  hereby  created  and  designated  "Bond  Account,  Northern  Illinois 
University  $4,000,000  Dormitory  Revenue  Bonds,  dated  October  1,  1957"  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  "Bond  Account")  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  one-sixth 
(l/6th)  of  the  interest  then  next  due  and  one-twelfth  (l/12th)  of  the  principal 
then  next  due  on  the  outstanding  bonds,  and  said  Treasurer  shall  remit  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  in  each 
year,  to  the  places  of  payment  designated  in  said  bonds  and  the  interest  coupons 
appertaining  thereto,  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  due  on  said  dates, 
respectively.   Said  Treasurer  shall  make  no  further  remittances  to  the  oaying 
agents  for   said  bonds  after  there  shall  have  been  so  remitted  such  amount  to 
pay  all  of  tne  bonds  then  outstanding  and  all  of  the  interest  thereon  to 
maturity  or  to  the  date  upon  which  such  outstanding  bonds  may  then  have  been 
called  for  prior  redemption  in  their  entirety. 

All  moneys  credited  to  said  Bond  Account  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  irrevocably  pledged  to  and  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  and  for  the  payment,  redemption  and  retirement  of  the 
principal  of  said  bonds  as  in  this  resolution  provided,  and  when  there  shall 
be  in  said  Bond  Account  moneys  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest 
to  maturity  or  redemption  date  on  all  bonds  then  remaining  outstanding,  said 
money  in  said  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  no  additional 
transfers  need  to  be  made  thereto  unless  necessary  to  replace  any  moneys  lost 
or  otherwise  dissipated  .   The  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  shall,  without 
further  specific   instructions  from  said  Board,  apply  all  aoney  deposited  in 
said  Bond  Account  co  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  falling  due 
on  said  bonds  as  such  principal  and  interest  becomes  due,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Treasurer  to  make  such  credit  arrangements  with  the  paying  agents 
of  said  bonds  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure  the  prompt  payment  of  said  bonds 
and  interest  coupons  presented  at  said  places  of  payment. 

(D)   Bond  Reserve  Account 

After  making  the  transfers  and  deposits  provided  for  in  Subpara- 
graphs (B)  and  (C)  hereof,  and  subject  to  all  provisions  therein  specified 
for  the  maintenance  of  said  deposits,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
shall  transfer  on  his  books  from  the  net  revenues  remaining  in  said  Revenue 
Fund  to  a  separate  and  special  account  hereby  created  and  designated  as  the 
"Bond  Reserve  Account,  Northern  Illinois  University  $4,000,000  Dormitory  Reve- 
nue Bonds,  dated  October  1,  1957"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Bond  Reserve 
Account")  $33,500  of  the  balance  remaining  in  said  Revenue  Fund  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  of  each  fiscal 
year,  until  such  time  as  there  has  been  accumulated  in  said  Bond  Reserve 
Account  funds  in  the  sum  of  $380,000,  at  which  figure  the  said  Bond  Reserve 
Account  shall  thereafter  be  maintained  until  such  time  as  the  moneys  in  the 
Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  are  equal  to  the  interest  and 
principal  requirements  on  all  bonds  authorized  hereunder  then  outstanding 
and  unpaid . 

Moneys  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  be  used  by  said  Treas- 
urer from  time  to  time  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  or  principal  of  the 
bonds  hereby  authorized  whenever  there  exists  a  deficiency  in  the  amount  of 
money  on  hand  in  the  Bond  Account  necessary  to  pay  maturing  principal  and  inter- 
est after  application  of  all  funds  available  for  that  purpose  under  any  pro- 
visions of  this  resolution.   Funds  accumulated  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account 
may  be  invested  and  reinvested  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
without  further  authority  from  said  Board  in  direct   obligations  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  having  a  maturity  not  exceeding  five  (5)  years  from  the 
date  of  each  said  investment,  provided  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  any 
money  held  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  for  the  purpose  herein  specified 
said  Treasurer  shall,  without  further  instructions  from  said  Board,  liquidate 
at  prevailing  market  prices  an  amount  of  such  investments  to  meet  the  interest 
and  principal  payments  of  said  bonds.   All  moneys  and  investments  in  said  Bond 
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Reserve  Account  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  irrevocably  pledged  to  and  shall 

be  used  solely  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  said  bonds  and  for  the  payment, 

redemption  and  retirement  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  as  in  this  resolution 
provided . 

When  there  shall  be  in  said  Bond  Account  and  in  said  Bond  Reserve 
Account  moneys  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  to  maturity  or 
redemption  date  on  all  bonds  then  remaining  outstanding,  said  money  in  said 
Accounts  shall  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  no  additional  payments  need  to 
be  made  into  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  unless  necessary  to  replace  any  moneys 
transferred,  lost  or  otherwise  dissipated. 

(E)  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account 

As  soon  as  the  required  reserve  has  been  accumulated  in  the  Bond 
Reserve  Account  as  described  in  Subparagraph  (D)  hereof,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  shall  set  up  on  his  books  a  separate  and  special  account 
hereby  created  and  designated  "Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve 
Account,  Northern  Illinois  University,  $4,000,000  Dormitory  Revenue  Bonds, 
dated  October  1,  1957"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Building  Maintenance 
and  Equipment  Reserve  Account")  which  Account  shall  be  credited  by  transfer 
from  the  funds  remaining  in  the  Revenue  Fund  on  o r  before  the  close  of  the  then 
fiscal  year: 

(1)  not  more  than  $13,000  annually  for  an  equipment  reserve  until 
the  moneys  and  investments  so  held  for  an  equipment  reserve  in  said  Account 
shall  aggregate  $160,000,  and  thereafter  such  sums,  but  not  more  than  $13,000 
annually,  as  may  be  required  to  restore  and  maintain  said  balance  of  $160,000, 
and  all  moneys  and  investments  so  held  shall  be  used  and  held  for  use  solely 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  renovating  or  replacement  of  furniture  and  moveable 
equipment  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  Project  not  paid  as  a  part  of 
the  ordinary  maintenance  and  operation  expenses  thereof;  and 

(2)  not  more  than  $19,000  annually  for  a  building  maintenance 
reserve,  and  all  moneys  and  investments  so  held  therefor  shall  be  used  and 
held  for  use  to  pay  the  cost  of  unusual  or  extraordinary  maintenance  or 
repairs,  renewals  and  replacements  of  the  Project  not  paid  as  a  part  of  the 
ordinary  maintenance  and  operation  expenses  of  the  Project. 

In  the  event  the  funds  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve 
Account  as  hereinabove  described  should  be  reduced  at  any  time  below  the 
amount  required  to  meet  the  then  current  year's  debt  service  for  payment  of 
principal  and  interest,  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  deposit  of  $380,000, 
then  the  funds  so  credited  to  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve 
Account  shall  be  transferred  to  said  Bond  Account  and  to  said  Bond  Reserve 
Account  to  the  extent  required  to  eliminate  the  deficiency  in  said  Accounts 
and  to  restore  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and  all  moneys 
so  transferred  shall  thereafter  be  replaced  by  a  resumption  of  the  deposits 
herein  specified  until  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account 
contains  the  sums  herein  specified. 

The  moneys  in  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve 
Account  may,  in  the  discretion  of  said  Board,  be  invested  or  reinvested  in 
direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  securities  fully 
guaranteed  by  the  United  States  of  America,  having  a  maturity  not  exceeding 
five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  each  said  investment,  provided  if  it  becomes 
necessary  to  use  money  held  in  said  Account  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein 
specified  said  Treasurer  shall,  without  further  instructions  from  said  Board, 
liquidate  at  prevailing  market  prices  an  amount  of  such  investments  necessary 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  said  Account  has  been  established. 

(F)  Surplus  Revenues 

At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  and  after  all  transfers  and 
deposits  hereinabove  required  to  be  made  shall  have  been  made,  and  after 
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any  deficiencies  in  any  such  transfers  and  deposits  which  may  exist  from  any 
previous  fiscal  year  shall  have  been  remedied,  the  balance  of  any  excess 
funds  in  the  Revenue  Fund  then  remaining  may  be  used  by  said  Board  to  redeem 
on  the  next  interest  payment  date  the  bonds  then  outstanding  which  by  their 
terms  are  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity  in  inverse  numerical  order 
and  after  the  first  redemption  date  of  the  Series  A  of  1957  bonds,  in  the  ratio 
of  one  Series  A  of  1957  bond  to  three  Series  B  of  1957  bonds,  and  in  amounts 
of  not  less  than  $5,000  par  value  of  Series  A  of  1957  bonds  and  $15,000  par 
value  of  Series  B  of  1957  bonds  at  any  one  time;  or  may  be  used  by  said 
Board  for  any  expenditures,  including  the  payment  of  debt  service  in  im- 
proving or  restoring  any  existing  housing  and  dining  facilities,  or  providing 
any  such  additional  facilities,  as  shall  be  expressed  by  resolution  duly  adopted 
by  said  Board  and  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois.   Any 
bonds  so  redeemed  shall  be  cancelled. 

Section  7 .   It  is  hereby  covenanted  and  agreed  that  said  Board 
will  require  and  will  adopt  such  parietal  rules  and  regulations  as  are  neces- 
sary to  assure  maximum  occupancy  and  use  of  the  said  Project  and  Existing 
System,  notwithstanding  any  other  facilities  which  now  may  be,  or  at  any 
time  hereafter  may  be,  available  for  the  housing  of  students  of  Northern 
Illinois  University  (with  the  exception  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  made 
by  said  Teachers  College  Board  for  the  security  of  other  bonds  issued  for 
dormitory  construction  at  said  University  and  now  outstanding  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  $2,325,000),  until  all  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized  have 
been  paid  fully  as  to  both  principal  and  interest.   It  is  further  covenanted 
and  agreed  that  the  rents,  fees,  charges,  admissions,  rentals  and  housing 
expenses  (including  charges  for  utility  and  janitor  services)  chargeable  to 
the  occupants  of,  and  students,  faculty  members  and  others  using  or  being 
served  by,  or  having  the  right  to  use  or  having  the  right  to  be  served  by, 
said  Project  and  said  Existing  System,  shall  be  so  fixed  and  revised  from 
time  to  time  and  shall  be  so  collected  that  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be 
sufficient  at  all  times  to  provide  funds  sufficient  (i)  to  meet  the  annual 
sinking  fund  requirements  for  each  fiscal  year  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  interest  on  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder;  (ii)  to  maintain  a 
Bond  Reserve  Account  in  the  sum  of  $380,000  as  described  in  Section  6  hereof; 
(iii)  to  maintain  a  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  as 
described  in  Section  6  hereof;  and  to  pay  the  reasonable  cost  of  maintain- 
ing, operating,  repairing  and  insuring  the  Project,  and  the  Existing  System. 

Section  8 .   That  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  are  outstanding 
said  Board  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  holder  or  holders  thereof: 

(A)  That  it  will  keep  the  Project,  including  furnishings  and 
equipment,  in  good  usable  condition  and  continuously  insured  against  loss 
or  damage  by  fire,  lightning  and  the  perils  included  under  the  extended 
coverage  endorsement  in  amounts  sufficient  to  provide  for  not  less  than  full 
recovery  whenever  the  loss  from  causes  covered  by  sucn  insurance  does  not 
exceed  eighty  per  centum  (807o)  of  the  full  insurable  value  of  the  Project  so 
damaged;  and  that  it  will  procure  and  maintain  boiler  insurance  covering  any 
steam  boilers  servicing  the  Project  in  a  minimum  amount  of  $50,000. 

All  moneys  collected  on  account  of  loss  or  damage  therefrom  shall 
be  held  in  trust  by  said  Board  and  used  only  for  reconstruction,  replacement 
or  repairs  promptly  and  without  any  delay,  or  to  retire  outstanding  bonds, 
and  all  moneys  so  received  remaining  upon  the  completion  of  such  reconstruc- 
tion, replacement  or  repair  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Account.   In  the 
event  said  moneys  so  received  are  insufficient  to  restore  the  Project  to  its 
former  condition  or  maximum  use  and  occupancy,  then  said  moneys  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  Bond  Account  and  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  or  holders 
of  the  bonds  as  their  interest  may  appear. 

(B)  That,  so  long  as  the  funds  and  investments  in  the  Bond 
Account  and  in  the  Bond  Reserve  Account,  as  aforesaid,  are  inadequate  to 
meet  the  then  current  year's  debt  service  requirements  on  outstanding  bonds, 
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and  to  maintain  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  deposit  of  $380,000,  it  will  procure 
and  maintain  use  and  occupancy  insurance  on  the  Project  in  an  amount  suf- 
ficient to  enable  said  Board  to  deposit  in  each  of  said  Accounta  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  insurance  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  that  would  normally  be 
available  for  deposit  in  each  such  Account  from  the  revenues  of  the  damaged 
Project  during  the  time  the  damaged  Project  is  non-revenue  producing  as  a 
result  of  loss  of  use  caused  by  fire,  lightning  and  the  perils  included  under 
said  extended  coverage  endorsement  and  steam  boiler  explosion  if  steam  boilers 
are  servicing  the  Project. 

(C)  That  upon  the  payment  in  full  of  the  Series  of  1950  Bonds 

it  will  insure  the  Existing  System  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
Section,  and  hold  and  disburse  all  insurance  proceeds  received  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  hereof;  and,  until  payment  in  full  of  the  Series  of  1950  Bonds, 
it  will  insure  the  Existing  System  in  an  amount  that  meets  the  requirements 
of  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  hereof,  or  in  an  amount  that  meets  the  require- 
ments of  subsection  4  of  Section  7  of  the  resolution  adopted  June  3,  1950, 
authorizing  the  Series  of  1950  Bonds,  whichever  is  the  greater;  provided  that 
if  the  cost  of  such  insurance  under  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  hereof  is  greater 
than  the  cost  of  the  minimum  amount  of  insurance  required  under  said  subsection 
4  of  Section  7  of  said  resolution  adopted  June  3,  1950,  then  any  such  excess 
shall  be  charged  as  an  operating  expense  to  the  Project. 

(D)  That  all  of  said  insurance  shall  be  carried  in  a  responsible 
company  or  companies  authorized  and  qualified  to  assume  such  risks  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  each  policy  of  insurance  shall  be  payable 
to  said  Board  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  University. 

Section  9 .  That  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  are  outstanding  said 
Board  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  holder  or  holders  thereof, 

(a)  That  it  will  provide  from  the  proceeds  of  the  $1,000,000 
principal  amount  of  the  Series  A  of  1957  bonds,  funds  adequate 

to  provide  all  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  and  appurtenant 
facilities  necessary  to  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  use,  occupancy 
and  operation  of  the  Project  and  the  Existing  System. 

(b)  That  it  will  maintain  and  preserve  and  keep  the  Project  and  the 
Existing  System  in  good  repair,  working  order  and  condition  so 
that  said  Project  and  Existing  System  will  at  all  times  be  availa- 
ble for  maximum  use  and  occupancy,  and  that  it  will  at  all  times 
continuously  operate  and  manage  said  Project  and  Existing  System 
in  an  efficient  manner  and  at  reasonable  cost. 

(c)  That  it  will  keep  proper  books  of  records  and  accounts  (separate 
from  all  other  records  and  accounts  of  said  Northern  Illinois 
University)  in  which  complete  and  correct  entries  shall  be  made 

of  all  transactions  relating  to  the  acquisition,  development,  con- 
struction, equipment,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Project  and 
the  Existing  System,  and  there  shall  be  furnished  to  any  holder  of 
the  bonds  upon  written  request  not  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  after 
the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  copies  of  the  audit  reports  prepared 
by  an  independent  public  accountant  or  by  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  reflecting  in  reasonable  detail 
the  financial  condition  and  record  of  the  operation  of  the  Project 
and  the  Existing  System  and  of  the  Northern  Illinois  University  at 
DeKalb;  and  that  any  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds,  or  their 
agents  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose,  shall  have  the  right  at 
all  reasonable  times  while  said  bonds  are  outstanding  to  inspect 
said  Project  and  Existing  System  and   all  records,  accounts  and 
data  of  said  Board  or  of  the  officers  of  said  University  relating 
thereto  . 
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(d)  That  it  will  not  issue  any  additional  bonds  payable  from  any  of 
the  revenues,  income  or  receipts  of  the  Project  or  the  Existing 
System,  having  priority  to,  or  on  a  parity  with,  the  bonds 
authorized  hereunder. 

(e)  That  it  will  not  mortgage,  pledge  or  otherwise  encumber  said 
Project  or  said  Existing  System,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the 
revenue  derived  and  to  be  derived  therefrom,  and  will  not  sell, 
lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  said  Project  or  said  Existing  System, 
or  of  any  substantial  protion  thereof,  until  all  of  the  bonds  au- 
thorized hereunder  have  been  fully  paid  in  accordance  with  their 
terms . 

(f)  That  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  and  of  each  section  and 
subsection  thereof  shall  constitute  a  contract  by  and  between  said 
Board  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds  or  any  of  them,  and 
after  delivery  of  any  such  bonds  no  change,  alteration  or  amend- 
ment of  this  resolution  shall  ever  be  made  which  will  impair  the 
interests  of  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds  then  outstanding. 

(g)  That  any  holder  of  any  bond  or  bonds  issued  under  the  terms  of 
this  resolution,  or  of  any  coupon  representing  interest  accrued 
thereon,  may  either  by  proper  court  action  in  law  or  in  equity 
compel  said  Board  to  perform  all  duties  imposed  upon  it  under  the 
terms,  provisions,  conditions  and  agreements  of  this  resolution 
and  under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
pursuant  to  which  said  bonds  have  been  authorized  as  herein  pro- 
vided, including  the  making  and  collecting  of  sufficient  rates 

and  charges  for  the  use  of  the  Project,  and  of  the  Existing  System, 
and  the  performance  of  any  and  all  covenants  made  by  said  Board  in 
and  by  this  resolution. 

Section  10.   That  the  $4,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  issued  and  delivered  in  Series  as  hereinabove  provided, 
and  when  prepared  and  executed  and  after  being  registered  by  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  respective  purchasers  thereof  as 
follows: 

(A)   The  $1,000,000  Series  A  of  1957  bonds  shall  be  delivered  to 
Blyth  &  Co.,  Inc.  and  Barcus,  Kindred  &  Company,  Chicago,  Illinois,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  its  offer  to  purchase,  which  is  hereby  accepted, 
at  a  price  of  par  and  accrued  interest  and  a  premium  of  $660.50. 

(B)  The  $3,000,000  Series  B  of  1957  bonds  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  United  States  of  America  in  the  form  of  a  single  registered  bond  as  here- 
inabove described  in  accordance  with  its  offer  to  purchase,  which  is  hereby 
accepted,  at  a  price  of  par  and  accrued  interest. 

(C)  Said  bonds  shall  be  delivered  to  said  respective  purchasers 
simultaneously  and  as  one  transaction  and  all  proceeds,  including  the  accrued 
interest  and  premium,  received  at  the  delivery  of  each  Series  of  said  $4,000,000 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  shall  be  simultaneously  deposited  with  the 
Treasurar of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  accounted  for  by  said  official  as  follows: 

(i)   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  to  credit  to  the  Bond  Account  hereinabove  created  all 
accrued  interest  from  the  date  of  said  bonds  to  the  date  of  de- 
livery and  payment,  together  with  a  sum  from  the  Construction 
Account,  hereinafter  described,  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on 
said  bonds  during  the  period  of  construction  of  said  Project,  and 
such  sums  so  set  aside  shall  be  used  solely  for  that  purpose. 
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(ii)   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Treasurer  to  deposit  the 
sum  of  $3,000,000  received  as  principal  at  the  delivery  of  the 
$3,000,000  Series  B  of  1957  bonds  together  with  the  sum  of 
$694,000  received  as  principal  at  the  delivery  of  the  $1,000,000 
Series  A  of  1957  bonds  in  a  separate  and  special  acount  hereby 
designated  "Dormitory  Construction  Fund  Account  of  1957  for 
Northern  Illino  s  University  at  DeKalb,  Illinois"  (hereinafter 
designated  "Construction  Account"),  and  all  moneys  held  in  said 
Account  in  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  $3,694,000,  shall  be 
used  and  held  for  use  solely  to  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the 
construction  of  the  Project  as  hereinabove  described,  and  the 
beneficial  interest  to  all  moneys  held  in  said  Construction 
Account  at  the  time  of  the  original  deposit  therein  and  from  time 
to  time  thereafter  shall  be  in  the  holder  or  holders  of  said  bonds 


(iii)   It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  Treasurer  to  also 
deposit  the  remaining  sum  of  $306,660.50  received  as  principal 
at  the  delivery  of  said  $1,000,000  Series  A  of  1957  bonds,  in  a 
separate  and  special  account  hereby  designated  "Dormitory  Equip- 
ment and  General  Expense  Account  of  1957  for  Northern  Illinois 
University  at  DeKalb,  Illinois"  (hereinafter  designated  "Equip- 
ment and  General  Expense  Account")  and  all  moneys  held  in  said 
Account  shall  be  used  and  held  for  use  solely  for  the  payment  of 
the  (a)  cost  of  the  construction  of  necessary  repairs  to,  and  reno- 
vation of,  three  existing  dormitories  known  as  Williston  Hall, 
Adams  Hall  and  Gilbert  Hall,  as  aforesaid;  and  (b)  the  cost  of 
the  installation  of  all  necessary  moveable  equipment,  furnishings 
and  appurtenant  facilities  for  said  Project  and  existing  dormi- 
tories as  aforesaid;  and  (c)  the  necessary  general  expenses 
incurred  in  the  issue  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  resolution. 

(iv)   The  moneys  in  said  Construction  Account  remaining  after 
the  transfer  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on  said  $4,000,000 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  during  the  period  of  construc- 
tion, as  provided  in  Section  10(c) (i)  above,  shall  be  paid  out  to 
the  order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  only  for  the 
purposes  specified  in  Section  10(c) (ii)  above,  and  only  upon  the 
receipt  by  said  Treasurer  of  the  duly  executed  certificate  of  the 
progress  or  completion,  signed  by  the  supervising  architect  and  a 
representative  of  said  Board. 

(v)   The  moneys  in  said  Equipment  and  General  Expense  Account 
shall  be  paid  out  to  the  order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  only  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Section  10(c) (iii) 
above  and  only  upon  the  receipt  by  said  Treasurer  of  a  duly  executed 
certificate  signed  by  the  Business  Manager  of  said  University  and  a 
representative  of  said  Board  stating  (a)  in  the  case  of  the  con- 
struction of  necessary  repairs  to,  and  renovation  of,  said  three 
existing  dormitories,  that  the  same  have  been  accepted  by  said 
Board;  and  (b)  in  the  case  of  necessary  moveable  equipment,  furnish- 
ings and  appurtenant  facilities,  that  the  same  are  intended  for  use 
in  the  Project  and  said  three  existing  dormitories,  as  aforesaid, 
and  have  been  received  and  accepted  by  said  Board;  and  (c)  in  the 
case  of  general  expenses,  the  purpose  of  each  expenditure. 

Section  11 .   The  Chairman  of  said  Board  and  the  Secretary  thereof 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  are  each  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  without  further  order  of  said  Board,  to  execute  and  deliver  such 
certificates,  proceedings  and  agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to 
establish  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  as  described  in  Section 
6  of  this  resolution,  and  the  Construction  Account  and  Equipment  and  General 
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Expense  Account  hereinabove  created,  and  to  properly  secure  all  proceeds 
thereof,  and  to  evidence  compliance  with  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  resolution  in  the  making  of  any  withdrawals  therefrom. 

Section  12 .   That  if  the  proceeds  received  from  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  shall  exceed  the  aggregate  costs  of  construction  and  completion  as 
provided  in  Section  10(C) (ii)  and  (iii)  above,  any  surplus  shall  be  trans- 
ferred by  said  Treasurer  to  said  Bond  Account  hereinabove  created  and  three- 
fourths  of  such  surplus  shall  be  promptly  used  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series 
B  of  1957  bonds  and  the  remaining  one-fourth  of  said  surplus  shall  be  trans- 
ferred from  said  Bond  Account  to  the  Bond  Reserve  Account.   Any  such  transfer 
of  funds  to  said  Accounts  shall  not  reduce  or  diminish  the  payments  required 
to  be  made  to  each  of  said  Accounts  by  the  terms  of  Section  6  hereof. 

Section  13 .   That  this  resolution  shall  be  and  remain  irrepealable 
until  the  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  have  been  duly  paid,  satis- 
fied and  discharged  as  herein  provided. 

Section  14.   That  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  15.   That  it  is  the  intention  hereof  to  confer  upon  The 
Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  the  whole  of  the  powers  pro- 
vided for  in  the  enabling  legislation  hereinabove  referred  to,  and  if  any 
one  or  more  sections,  clauses,  sentences  and  parts  of  this  resolution  shall 
for  any  reason  be  questioned  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and 
shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional  or  invalid,  such  judgment  shall  not  affect, 
impair  or  invalidate  the  remaining  provisions  hereof,  but  shall  be  confined 
to  the  specific  section,  clause,  sentence  and  part  so  determined,  and  that 
all  resolutions  or  parts  thereof  in  conflict  herewith  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  resolution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  adoption.

known  as  the  West  Campus  of  Northern  Illinois  University,  which 
facilities  require  water  service,  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  DeKalb,  State  of 
Illinois,  has  determined  that  the  extension  of  City  watermains 
to  this  site  should  be  of  such  a  size  and  carrying  capacity 
that  they  will  serve  other  customers  in  the  area  and  provide 
for  the  future  expansion  of  the  City  in  the  area. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1 .  That  a  10"  watermain  be  constructed  on  the  North  side  of 
and  within  the  right-of-way  of  West  Lincoln  Highway  in  said 
City,  from  the  intersection  of  West  Lincoln  Highway  and  Annie 
Glidden  Road  Westerly  to  a  point  approximately  200  feet  west  of 
the  East  line  of  that  part  of  the  West  Campus  fronting  on  said  West 
Lincoln  Highway: 

2.  That  the  watermain  construction  shall  be  carried  on  under 
the  following  regulations: 

A.  Said  Teachers  College  Board  will  cause  plans  for  the 
watermain  extension  to  be  prepared,  said  plans  to  be  subject  to 
the  review  and  approval  of  the  proper  officials  of  said  City  of 
DeKalb . 

B.  Said  Teachers  College  Board  shall  let  contracts  for 
the  work  in  conjunction  with  other  watermain  construction  on 
Annie  Glidden  Road  to  serve  the  West  Campus,  the  cost  of  said 
construction  on  Annie  Glidden  Road  to  be  borne  entirely  by  said 
Teachers  College  Board. 

C.  Said  City  of  DeKalb  shall  review  the  bids  and  approve 
the  contract  prices  insofar  as  the  protion  of  the  work  in  which 
they  are  interested. 

D.  The  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  watermain  on

RESOLUTION  creating  an  issue  of  $206,000 
Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds, 
Series  of  1957,  of  The  Teachers  College 
Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  Western 
Illinois  University  at  Macomb,  Illinois, 
prescribing  all  the  details  of  said  bonds, 
and  providing  for  the  security  and  payment 
thereof. 

WHEREAS,  The  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for 
Western  Illinois  University  at  Macomb,  Illinois,  upon  due  consideration  and 
investigation  does  now- find  and  determine  that  it  is  advisable  and  neces- 
sary that  there  be  constructed  three  apartment  buildings,  containing  24  effi- 
ciency and  8  one-bedroom  living  units,  to  provide  housing  and  necessary  ap- 
purtenant facilities  for  approximately  32  student  families,  completely 
equipped  and  furnished  to  provide  adequate  housing  facilities  for  the  occupants 
thereof,  in  and  for  said  University  upon  a  part  of  the  campus  thereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  Teachers  College  Board  has  heretofore  approved  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  said  apartment  buildings  which  now 
remain  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  thereof  and  estimates  the  cost 
of  the  construction  of  said  apartment  buildings  and  all  necessary  costs  and 
expenses  incurred  in  connection  therewith  to  be  the  sum  of  $206,000,  exclusive 
of  the  cost  of  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  which  are  to  be  paid  from 
other  funds  of  said  Teachers  College  Board  on  hand  and  available  for  that 
purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  59a  through  59e  of  Chapter 
127  of  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957,  and  all  other  laws  thereunto 
enabling,  said  Teachers  College  Board  is  authorized  to  issue  revenue  bonds 
for  and  on  behalf  of  said  Western  Illinois  University  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  said  cost  of  the  construction  of  said  apartment  buildings  and  to  pledge 
the  revenues  derived  from  the  use  of  said  buildings: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  it  and  It  Is  Hereby  Resolved  by  The  Teachers 
College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  Western  Illinois  University  at 
Macomb,  Illinois,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .   That  there  shall  be  constructed  three  apartment  buildings, 
containing  24  efficiency  and  8  one-bedroom  living  units,  to  provide  housing  and 
necessary  appurtenant  facilities  for  approximately  32  student  families  in  and 
for  said  Western  Illinois  University  upon  a  part  of  the  campus  of  said  University, 
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all  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  therefor  heretofore  approved 
by  Tne  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  said  Western 
Illinois  University  and  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  this 
Board . 

Section  2 .   That   for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to  pay  the 
cost  of  the  construction  of  said  three  apartment  buildings  with  necessary 
appurtenant  facilities  as  hereinabove  described,  there  is  hereby  created  an 
issue  of  bonds  of  The  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for 
Western  Illinois  University  at  Macomb,  Illinois,  aggregating  the  principal 
amount  of  $206,000,  as  provided  by  Sections  59a  through  59e  of  Chapter  127, 
Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1957,  and  all  other  laws  thereunto  enabling. 
Said  bonds  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  in  Series  as  a  unit  and  as  one 
bond  issue,  to  be  designated  "Western  Illinois  University  Student   Family 
Apartments  Revenue  Bond,  Series  A  of  1957",  and  "Western  Illinois  University 
Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  B  of  1957",  respectively, 
under  and  in  accordance  with  the  following  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
resolution,  viz: 

(A)   There  shall  be  initially  issued  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  purchaser  thereof,  a  single  registered  bond  without  coupons, 
designated  "Western  Illinois  University  Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue 
Bond,  Series  A  of  1957",  in  the  denomination  of  $206,000,  numbered  R-l  and 
dated  October  1,  1957.

Said  Teachers  College  Board  reserved  the  right  to  prepay  in  multiples 
of  $1,000  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  installments  of  principal  due  on  and 
after  October  1,  1993,  in  inverse  chronological  order  of  the  due  dates  of 
said  installments,  on  any  interest  payment  date,  at  a  price  of  par  plus  the 
unpaid  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  such  prepayment  upon  notice, 
stating  the  amount  or  amount  of  such  installment  or  installments  so  to  be 
prepaid  and  the  date  of  such  prepayment,  mailed  at  least  thirty  (30)  days 
prior  to  the  date  specified  to  the  owner  of  said  registered  bond  at  the 
address  shown  on  the  registration  books  of  the  Registrar.   After  payment  of 
the  aforesaid  installments  said  Teachers  College  Board  shall  have  the  right 
to  prepay  on  any  interest  payment  date  after  October  1,  1967,  the  entire 
principal  sum  remaining  unpaid  or  such  lesser  portion  thereof  as  it  may  deter- 
mine upon  in  inverse  chronological  order  of  the  due  dates  of  said  installments 
and  in  multiples  of  $1,000,  at  the  following  prices  (expressed  in  sums  of  a 
percentage  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  prepayment)  plus  unpaid  accrued 
interest  to  the  date  of  prepayment:

upon  the  giving  of  like  notice.   Each  such  prepayment  aforesaid  shall  be  noted 
on  said  bond  as  hereinafter  provided  for  the  payment  of  each  installment  of 
principal.   When  such  prepayment  has  been  made  interest  on  the  amount  oi.  any 
such  installment  of  principal  so  prepaid  shall  cease  from  and  after  the  date 
so  specified. 
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The  unpaid  principal  amount  of  said  registered  bond  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  Two  and  Seven-eighths  Per  Cent  (2  7/8%)  per  annum,  from  the 
date  thereof  until  paid,  to  be  payable  on  April  1,  1958,  and  on  October  1 
and  April  1  of  each  year  thereafter.

transfer,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  bond  unless  prior  to  delivery  thereof 
such  bond  shall  have  been  presented  to  said  paying  agent  for  a  verification 
of  the  portion  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  which  has  been  paid,  or  such 
bond  shall  have  been  surrendered  in  exchange  for  coupon  bonds  as  herein- 
after provided  in  subparagraph  (B)  of  this  Section  2  for  the  unpaid  balance 
of  the  principal  amount  thereof.   In  the  event  that  such  certificate  is 
filed  with  the  paying  agent,  then  the  paying  agent,  in  lieu  of  requiring  the 
presentation  or  surrender  of  such  bond  for  notation  of  such  principal  payment 
thereon,  may  transmit  such  principal  payment  to  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, or  its  designated  fiscal  agent,  with  instructions  to  endorse  such  pay- 
ment on  such  bond  and  accept  therefrom  a  certificate  that  such  payment  has 
been  so  endorsed  as  conclusive  evidence  of  such  endorsement  and  payment. 

Said  registered  bond  shall  be  exchangeable  for  the  negotiable  coupon 
bonds  of  type  composition  on  paper  of  customary  weight  and  strength,  here- 
inafter described  in  subparagraph  (B)  of  this  Section  2,  at  the  office  of 
said  Registrar,  at  the  request  of  the  holder  of  said  registered  bond  and 
on  any  interest  payment  date  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  such 
request,  by  the  surrender  of  said  bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  a 
written  instrument  of  transfer  in  form  satisfactory  to  said  Registrar  duly 
executed  by  the  registered  owner  in  person  or  by  its  duly  authorized  agent, 
and  thereupon  said  Teachers  College  Board  will  issue  and  deliver  at  the  office 
of  said  Registrar,  or  send  by  registered  mail  tothe  owner  of  said  regis- 
tered bond,  an  amount  of  negotiable  coupon  bonds  equal  to  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  indebtedness  represented  by  said  registered  bond  that 
is  at  the  date  of  said  transfer  and  exchange  unpaid,  together  with  payment 
of  the  unpaid  accrued  interest,  if  any,  due  on  said  registered  bond  to  the 
date  of  such  exchange. 

Said  registered  bond  when  so  examined   shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Regis- 
trar.  Said  Teachers  College  Board  will  provide  at  its  own  expense  such 
negotiable  coupon  bonds  to  be  delivered  in  exchange  for   said  registered 
bond,  including  the  payment  of  any  stamp  tax,  or  other  governmental  charge 
that  may  be  imposed  on  such  exchange  and  in  addition  thereto  such  reasonable 
charges  as  are  incurred  by  the  owner  of  said  registered  bond  in  the  making  of 
such  exchange. 

(B)   The  bonds  of  the  Series  designated  "Western  Illinois 
University  Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  B  of  1957",  shall 
be  in  the  form  of  negotiable  coupon  bonds  dated  October  1,  1957,  to  be  num-

provided,  however,  that  bonds  numbered  M-l  through  M-27  maturing  on  October  1 
in  each  of  the  years  1960  through  1967  shall  be  noncallable  prior  to  their 
maturity,  and  that  the  bonds  maturing  on  October  1  in  each  of  the  years  1968 
through  1997,  being  the  bonds  numbered  from  M-28  through  M-206,  shall  be  re- 
deemable prior  to  their  maturity  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule:

That  such  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  payable  to  bearer  provided,  however, 
that  such  bonds  may  be  subject  to  registration  as  to  principal  only  at  any 
time  prior  to  maturity  in  the  name  of  the  holder  thereof  on  the  books  of  the 
Secretary  of  said  Teachers  College  Board  in  the  City  of  Springfield,  Illinois, 
hereby  designated  Registrar  of  said  bonds,  such  registration  to  be  noted  on 
the  reverse  side  of  the  bonds  by  said  Registrar,  and  thereafter  the  principal 
of  such  bonds  shall  be  payable  only  to  the  registered  holder,  his  legal  rep- 
resentative or  assigns.   Such  registered  bonds  shall  be  transferred  to  another 
registered  holder  or  back  to  bearer  only  upon  presentation  to  the  Registrar 
with  a  legal  assignment  duly  acknowledged  or  approved.

coupon  bonds,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  executed  for  and  on  behalf  of  The 
Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  by  the  Chairman  of  said 
Board,  attested  by  the  Secretary  thereof  under  the  seal  of  said  Board, 
countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  before  delivery 
shall  be  registered  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  in  a  registry  record  kept  in  his  office  for  that  purpose.   The 
coupons  to  be  attached  to  the  coupon  bonds  shall  bear  the  facsimile  signatures 
of  the  officials  who  execute  said  bonds,  who,  by  the  execution  of  said  bonds, 
shall  adopt  as  and  for  their  own  proper  signatures  their  facsimile  signatures 
appearing  on  said  coupons.

the  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  this  resolution,  and  all  of  said  bonds  are  secured  by  a  first  lien 
on  and  pledge  of  the  net  revenues  to  be  derived  from  the  operation  of  the 
Project,  and  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be  entitled  to  priority  or  distinction 
one  over  the  other  in  the  application  of  such  net  revenues  hereby  pledged 
to  the  payment  of  said  principal  and  interest,  regardless  of  the  fact  that 
some  of  said  bonds  may  be  delivered  prior  to  the  delivery  of  other  bonds  of 
the  same  issue,  or  regardless  of  the  time  or  times  said  bonds  mature,  or  are 
called  for  prior  redemption;  it  being  the  intent  hereof  that  all  of  said 
bonds  are  coequal  as  to  lien  and  share  ratably  without  preference,  priority 
or  distinction  as  to  the  source  or  method  of  payment  and  security  therefor. 

Section  7j_     That  so  long  as  any  of  said  bonds  herein  authorized 
are  outstanding,  the  Project  shall  be  operated  and  maintained  on  a  fiscal 
year  basis  commencing  on  July  1  and  ending  on  June  30  of  each  succeeding 
year  as  soon  as  any  portion  of  the  Project  becomes  revenue  producing. 

The  gross  revenues  derived  from  the  continued  operation  and  use 
of  the  Project,  and  all  funds  received  from  any  other  source  or  sources 
applicable  thereto,  shall  be  faithfully  applied  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  this  resolution,  and  for  the  purpose  of  accounting  for  all  of  the 
gross  revenues  to  be  derived  from  the  operation  of  the  Project  there  are 
hereby  established  the  following  Accounts,  and  all  moneys  and  investments 
therein  shall  be  used  and  held  for  use  in  accordance  with  the  following 
provisions: 

(a)  Revenue  Fund 

As  soon  as  any  portion  of  the  Project  becomes  revenue  producing 
all  gross  revenues  derived  from  the  operation  or  ownership  of  the  Project 
shall,  within  three  (3)  days  of  receipt  thereof,  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  shall  be  set  aside  by  said  official  in  a 
special  fund  hereby  created  and  to  be  known  as  "The  Teachers  College  Board 
Revenue  Fund  Account  of  1957  for  Western  Illinois  University  at  Macomb, 
Illinois"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Revenue  Fund")  and  shall  be 
expended  and  used  by  said  Treasurer  only  in  the  manner  and  order  and  as 
specified  in  subparagraphs  (b),  (c),  (d),  (e)  and  (f)  of  this  Section  7. 

(b)  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account 

On  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  said  Treasurer  shall  trans- 
fer on  his  books  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  a  separate  and  special  account 
hereby  created  and  designated  the  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account,  Western 
Illinois  University  Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account")  such  a  sum 
of  money  as  may  be  directed  by  order  of  said  Board  sufficient  to  pay  the 
reasonable  cost  of  operating  and  maintaining  the  Project  for  said  calendar 
month,  including  adequate  provision  for  insurance  and  any  fees  due  the  paying 
agents  on  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  and  the  money  so  transferred  shall  be 
used  for  such  purposes  and  no  other. 

If  in  any  month  for  any  reason  there  shall  not  be  available  for 
transfer  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account  an 
amount  equal  to  the  amount  required  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  herein- 
above referred  to,  then  an  amount  equal  to  any  such  deficiency  shall  be 
added  to  the  amount  otherwise  required  to  be  transferred  from  the  Revenue 
Fund  to  said  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account  in  the  next  succeeding  calen- 
dar month  or  months . 
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(c)  Bond  Account 

On  the  first  day  of  each  month,  after  making  the  transfer  provided 
in  subparagraph  (b)  above,  said  Treasurer  shall  then  transfer  on  his  books 
from  the  net  revenues  remaining  in  the  Revenue  Fund  to  a  special  account 
hereby  created  and  designated  "Bond  Account,  Western  Illinois  University 
Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  "Bond  Account")  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  one-sixth  (l/6th)  of  the 
interest  then  next  due  and  one-twelfth  (l/12th)  of  the  principal  then  next 
due  on  the  outstanding  bonds,  and  said  Treasurer  shall  remit  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  in  each 
year,  to  the  places  of  payment  designated  in  said  bonds  and  the  interest 
coupons  appertaining  thereto,  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  due  on 
said  dates,  respectively.   Said  Treasurer  shall  make  no  further  remittances 
to  the  paying  agents  for  said  bonds  after  there  shall  have  been  so  remitted 
such  amount  to  pay  all  of  the  bonds  then  outstanding  and  all  of  the  interest 
thereon  to  maturity  or  to  the  date  upon  which  such  outstanding  bonds  may 
then  have  been  called  for  prior  redemption  in  their  entirety. 

All  moneys  credited  to  said  Bond  Account  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  irrevocably  pledged  to  and  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  for  the  payment,  redemption  and  retire- 
ment of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  as  in  this  resolution  provided,  and 
when  there  shall  be  in  said  Bond  Account  moneys  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  of  and  interest  to  maturity  or  redemption  date  on  all  bonds  then 
remaining  outstanding,  said  money  in  said  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  for 
such  purpose,  and  no  additional  transfers  need  to  be  made  thereto  unless 
necessary  to  replace  any  moneys  lost  or  otherwise  dissipated.   Said  Treas- 
urer shall,  without  further  specific  instructions  from  said  Board,  apply  all 
money  deposited  in  said   Bond  Account  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and 
interest  falling  due  on  said  bonds  as  such  principal  and  interest  become 
due,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Treasurer  to  make  such  credit  ar- 
rangements with  the  paying  agents  of  said  bonds  as  may  be  necessary  to 
assure  the  prompt  payment  of  said  bonds  and  interest  coupons  presented  at 
said  places  of  payment. 

(d)  Bond  Reserve  Account 

After  making  the  transfers  and  deposits  provided  for  in  sub- 
paragraphs (b)  and  (c)  hereof,  and  subject  to  all  provisions  therein 
specified  for  the  maintenance  of  said  deposits,  said  Treasurer  shall 
transfer  on  his  books  from  the  net  revenues  remaining  in  said  Revenue 
Fund  to  a  separate  and  special  account  hereby  created  and  designated  as 
the  "Bond  Reserve  Account,  Western  Illinois  University  Student  Family 
Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Bond 
Reserve  Account")  the  balance  remaining  in  said  Revenue  Fund  up  to  $1,500 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  September 
of  each  fiscal  year,  until  such  time  as  there  has  been  accumulated  in  said 
Bond  Reserve  Account  funds  in  the  sum  of  $18,000,  at  which  figure  the  said 
Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  thereafter  be  maintained  until  such  time  as  the 
moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  are  equal  to  the 
interest  and  principal  requirements  on  all  bonds  authorized  hereunder  then 
outstanding  and  unpaid. 

Moneys  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  be  used  by  said  Treas- 
urer from  time  to  time  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  or  principal  of  the 
bonds  hereby  authorized  whenever  there  exists  a  deficiency  in  the  amount 
of  money  on  hand  in  the  Bond  Account  necessary  to  pay  maturing  principal 
and  interest  after  application  of  all  funds  available  for  that  purpose 
under  any  provisions  of  this  resolution.   Funds  accumulated  in  said  Bond 
Reserve  Account  may  be  invested  and  reinvested  by  said  Treasurer  without 
further  authority  from  said  Board  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United 
States  of  America  or  securities  fully  guaranteed  by  the  United  States  of 
America,  having  a  maturity  not  exceeding  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of 
each  said  investment,  provided  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  any  money 
held  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  for  the  purpose  herein  specified  said 
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Treasurer  shall,  without  further  instructions  from  said  Board,  liquidate  at 
prevailing  market  prices  an  amount  of  such  investments  to  meet  the  interest 
and  principal  payments  of  said  bonds.   All  moneys  and  investments  in  said 
Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  irrevocably  pledged  to  and 
shall  be  used  solely  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  said  bonds  and  for  the 
payment,  redemption  and  retirement  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  as  in  this 
resolution  provided. 

When  there  shall  be  in  said  Bond  Account  and  in  said  Bond  Reserve 
Account  moneys  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  to  maturity 
or  redemption  date  on  all  bonds  then  remaining  outstanding,  said  money  in 
said  Account  shall  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  no  additional  payments  need 
to  be  made  into  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  unless  necessary  to  replace  any 
moneys  transferred,  lost  or  otherwise  dissipated. 

(e)  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account 

As  soon  as  the  required  reserve  has  been  accumulated  in  the  Bond 
Reserve  Account  as  described  in  subparagraph  (d)  hereof,  said  Treasurer 
shall  set  up  on  his  books  a  separate  and  special  account  hereby  created  and 
designated  "Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account,  Western 
Illinois  University  Student  Family  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  tne  "Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account") 
which  Account  shall  be  credited  by  transfer  from  the  funds  remaining  in  the 
Revenue  Fund  on  or  before  the  close  of  the  then  fiscal  year: 

(1)  not  more  than  $800  annually  for  an  equipment  reserve  until 
the  moneys  and  investments  so  held  for  an  equipment  reserve  in  said  Account 
shall  aggregate  $4,800,  and  thereafter  such  sums,  but  not  more  than  $800 
annually,  as  may  be  required  to  restore  and  maintain  said  balance  of  $4,800, 
and  all  moneys  and  investments  so  held  shall  be  used  and  held  for  use  solely 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  renovating  or  replacement  of  furniture  and  moveable 
equipment  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  Project  not  paid  as  a  part  of 
the  ordinary  maintenance  and  operation  expense  thereof;  and 

(2)  not  more  than  $1,000  annually  for  a  building  maintenance 
reserve,  and  all  moneys  and  investments  so  held  therefor  shall  be  used  and 
held  for  use  to  pay  the  cost  of  unusual  or  extraordinary  maintenance  or 
repairs,  renewals  and  replacements  of  the  Project  not  paid  as  a  part  of  the 
ordinary  maintenance  and  operation  expenses  of  the  Project. 

In  the  event  the  funds  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve 
Account  as  hereinabove  described  should  be  reduced  at  any  time  below  the 
amount  required  to  meet  the  then  current  year's  debt  service  for  payment  of 
principal  and  interest,  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  deposit  of  $18,000, 
then  the  funds  so  credited  to  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment 
Reserve  Account  shall  be  transferred  to  said  Bond  Account  and  to  said  Bond 
Reserve  Account  to  the  extent  required  to  eliminate  the  deficiency  in  said 
Accounts  and  to  restore  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and 
all  moneys  so  transferred  shall  thereafter  be  replaced  by  a  resumption  of 
the  deposits  herein  specified  until  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment 
Reserve  Account  contains  the  sums  herein  specified. 

The  moneys  in  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve 
Account  may,  in  the  discretion  of  said  Board,  be  invested  or  reinvested  in 
direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  securities  fully 
guaranteed  by  the  United  States  of  America,  having  a  maturity  not  exceeding 
five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  each  said  investment,  provided  if  it  becomes 
necessary  to  use  money  held  in  said  Account  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein 
specified  said  Treasurer  shall,  without  further  instructions  from  said  Board, 
liquidate  at  prevailing  market  prices  an  amount  of  such  investments  neces- 
sary to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  said  Account  has  been  established. 

(f )  Surplus  Revenues 

At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  and  after  all  transfers  and  deposits 
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hereinabove  required  to  be  made  shall  have  been  made,  and  after  any  deficiencies 
in  any  such  transfers  and  deposits  which  may  exist  from  any  previous  fiscal 
year  shall  have  been  remedied,  the  balance  of  any  excess  funds  in  the  Revenue 
Fund  then  remaining  may  be  used  by  the  Board  to  redeem  the  bonds  then  outstand- 
ing in  amounts  of  not  less  than  $5,000  par  value  at  one  time,  in  inverse  nu- 
merical order  on  the  next  interest  payment  date,  or  may  be  used  by  said  Board 
for  any  expenditures,  including  the  payment  of  debt  service  in  improving  or 
restoring  any  existing  housing  and  dining  facilities,  or  providing  for  such 
additional  facilities,  as  shall  be  expressed  by  resolution  duly  adopted  by 
said  Board  and  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  8.   It  is  hereby  covenanted  and  agreed  that  said  Board  will 
require  and  will  adopt  such  parietal  rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary 
to  assure  maximum  occupancy  and  use  of  the  said  Project,  notwithstanding  any 
other  facilities  which  now  may  be,  or  at  any  time  hereafter  may  be,  available 
for  the  housing  of  students  of  said  University  (with  the  exception  of  the  cove- 
nants and  agreements  made  by  said  Board  for  the  security  of  other  bonds  issued 
for  dormitory  construction  at  said  University  and  now  outstanding  in  an  ag- 
gregate principal  amount  of  $1,729,000),  until  all  of  the  bonds  herein 
authorized  have  been  paid  fully  as  to  both  principal  and  interest.   It  is 
further  covenanted  and  agreed  that  the  rents,  fees,  charges,  admissions, 
rentals  and  housing  expenses  (including  charges  for  utility  and  janitor 
services)  chargeable  to  the  occupants  of,  and  students,  faculty  members  and 
others  using  or  being  served  by,  said  Project,  shall  be  so  fixed  and  revised 
from  time  to  time  and  shall  be  so  collected  that  the  proceeds  thereof  shall 
be  sufficient  at  all  times  to  provide  funds  sufficient  (i)  to  meet  the  annual 
sinking  fund  requirements  for  each  fiscal  year  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  interest  on  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder;  (ii)  to  maintain  a 
Bond  Reserve  Account  in  the  sum  of  $18,000  as  described  in  Section  7  hereof; 
(iii)  to  maintain  a  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account  as 
described  in  Section  7  hereof;  and  to  pay  the  reasonable  cost  of  maintaining, 
operating,  repairing  and  insuring  the  Project. 

Section  9 .   (A)   Said  Board  covenants  and  agrees  to  keep  the  Project, 
including  furnishings  and  equipment,  in  good  usable  condition  and  continuously 
insured  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  and  lightning,  the  perils  included  under 
the  extended  coverage  endorsement,  steam  boiler  explosion  on  steam  boilers 
servicing  the  Project  in  an  amount  not  less  than  $50,000,  in  a  responsible 
insurance  company  or  companies  authorized  and  qualified  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  to  assume  such  risks  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  are  out- 
standing.  Coverage  by  such  insurance,  other  than  the  steam  boiler  insurance 
hereinabove  referred  to,  shall  be  in  amounts  sufficient  to  provide  for  not 
less  than  full  recovery  whenever  the  loss  from  causes  covered  by  such  in- 
surance does  not  exceed  eighty  per  centum  (80%)  of  the  full  insurable  value 
of  the  Project  so  damaged. 

Such  insurance  policy  or  policies  shall  be  payable  to  the   Teachers 
College  Board  of  Illinois,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  Western  Illinois 
University,  Macomb,  Illinois,  and  all  moneys  collected  on  account  of  loss  or 
damage  covered  by  any  such  policy  or  policies  of  insurance  shall  be  held  in 
trust  by  said  Board  and  shall  be  used  only  for  reconstruction,  replacement  or 
repairs,  or  to  retire  outstanding  bonds,  and  said  Board  covenants  in  the 
event  of  any  loss  or  damage  to  the  Project  to  forthwith  reconstruct,  replace 
or  repair  the  damaged  portion  thereof  promptly  and  without  any  delay.   Any 
moneys  received  from  such  insurance  remaining  upon  the  completion  of  such 
reconstruction,  replacement  or  repair  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Account. 
In  the  event  said  moneys  so  received  are  insufficient  to  restore  the  Project 
to  its  former  condition  for  maximum  use  and  occupancy,  then  said  moneys  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Account  and  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  or 
holders  of  the  bonds  as  their  interests  may  appear. 

(B)   Said  Board  further  covenants  and  agrees  that  so  long  as  the 
funds  and  investments  in  the  Bond  Account  and  in  the  Bond  Reserve  Account, 
as  aforesaid,  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  then  current  year's  debt  service 
requirements  on  the  bonds . outstanding  and  to  maintain  the  Bond  Reserve  Account 
deposit  of  $18,000,  it  shall  procure  and  maintain  use  and  occupancy  insurance 
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on  the  Project  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  enable  said  Board  to  deposit  in  said 
Bond  Account  and  in  the  Bond  Reserve  Account,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  in- 
surance, an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  that  would  normally  be  available  for 
deposit  in  each  such  Account  from  the  revenues  of  the  damaged  Project  during 
the  time  the  damaged  Project  is  non-revenue  producing  as  a  result  of  loss  of 
use  caused  by  fire  and  lightning,  the  perils  covered  by  said  fire  and  ex- 
tended coverage  insurance,  and  steam  boiler  explosion  if  steam  boilers  are 
servicing  the  Project. 

Said  use  and  occupancy  insurance  shall  be  carried  in  a  responsible 
insurance  company  or  companies  authorized  and  qualified  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  to  assume  such  risks,  and  shall  be  made  payable  to  the 
Teachers  College  Board  of  Illinois,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  Western  Illinois 
University,  Macomb,  Illinois. 

Section  10.   That  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  are  outstanding  said 
Board  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  holder  or  holders  thereof, 

(a)  That,  on  or  before  substantial  completion  of  the  Project,  it  will 
provide  from  sources  other  than  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds,  and 
from  a  source  and  in  a  manner  which  will  not  jeopardize  the 
security  of  said  bonds,  funds  adequate  to  provide  all  needful 
furnishings  and  moveable  equipment  necessary  to  the  full  enjoy- 
ment of  the  use,  occupancy  and  operation  of  the  Project. 

(b)  That  it  will  maintain  and  preserve  and  keep  the  Project  in  good 
repair,  working  order  and  condition  so  that  said  Project  will  at 
all  times  be  available  for  maximum  use  and  occupancy,  and  that  it 
will  at  all  times  continuously  operate  and  manage  said  Project  in 
an  efficient  manner  and  at  reasonable  cost. 

(c)  That  it  will  keep  proper  books  of  records  and  accounts  (separate 
from  all  other  records  and  accounts  of  said  Western  Illinois 
University  )  in  which  complete  and  correct  entries  shall  be 
made  of  all  transactions  relating  to  the  acquisition,  develop- 
ment, construction,  equipment,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
project,  and  there  shall  be  furnished  to  any  holder  of  the  bonds 
upon  written  request  not  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  after  the 
close  of  each  fiscal  year  copies  of  the  audit  reports  prepared 
by  an  independent  public  accountant  or  by  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  reflecting  in  reasonable 
detail  the  financial  condition  and  record  of  the  operation  of 

the  Project  and  of  said  University;  and  that  any  holder  or  holders 
of  the  bonds,  or  their  agents  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose, 
shall  have  the  right  at  all  reasonable  times  while  said  bonds  are 
outstanding  to  inspect  said  Project  and  all  records,  accounts  and 
data  of  said  Board  or  of  the  officers  of  said  University  relating 
thereto . 

(d)  That  it  will  not  issue  any  additional  bonds  payable  from  any 

of  the  revenues,  income  or  receipts  of  the  Project  having  priority 
to,  or  on  a  parity  with,  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder. 

(e)  That  at  or  prior  to  the  issue  of  any  bonds  it  will  have  an  inde- 
feasible title  in  fee  simple  to  the  site  of  said  Project;  and 
that  it  will  not  sell,  lease,  mortgage,  pledge,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  or  encumber  said  Project  or  the  site  thereof,  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  the  revenue  derived  and  to  be  derived  therefrom, 
until  all  of  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder  have  been  fully  paid 
in  accordance  with  their  terms. 

(f)  That  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  and  of  each  section  and 
subsection  thereof  shall  constitute  a  contract  by  and  between 
said  Board  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds  or  any  of 
them,  and  after  delivery  of  any  such  bonds  no  change,  alteration 
or  amendment  of  this  resolution  shall  ever  be  made  which  will 
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impair  the  interests  of  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds  then 
outstanding. 

(g)   That  any  holder  of  any  bond  or  bonds  issued  under  the  terms  of 
this  resolution,  or  of  any  coupon  representing  interest  accrued 
thereon,  may  either  by  proper  court  action  in  law  or  in  equity 
compel  said  Board  to  perform  all  duties  imposed  upon  it  under 
the  terms,  provisions,  conditions  and  agreements  of  this  resolu- 
tion and  under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
pursuant  to  which  said  bonds  have  been  authorized  as  herein  pro- 
vided, including  the  making  and  collecting  of  sufficient  rates 
and  charges  for  the  use  of  the  Project,  and  the  performance  of 
any  and  all  covenants  made  by  said  Board  in  and  by  this  resolution. 

Section  11 .  That  the  sale  of  the  bonds  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  is  hereby  in  all  things  ratified, 
and  confirmed,  and  the  said  bonds  shall  be  prepared  and  executed  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  and,  after  being  registered  by 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  shall  thereupon  be  delivered  to  said  pur- 
chaser upon  payment  thereof  at  the  agreed  purchase  price  of  par  and  accrued 
interest  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  sale. 

All  proceeds  derived  at  the  sale  and  delivery  of  said  bonds  shall 
bedeposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  shall  be  ac- 
counted for  as  follows: 

(i)   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to 
set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  hereinabove  created  all  accrued 
interest  from  the  date  of  the  bonds  to  the  date  of  delivery  and 
payment,  together  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on  said 
bonds  during  the  period  of  construction  of  said  Project,  and 
such  sums  so  set  aside  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  interest  due  on  said  bonds  and  are  hereby  dedicated 
and  made  available  for  that  purpose.

beneficial  interest  to  all  moneys  held  in  said  Construction 
Account  at  the  time  of  the  original  deposit  therein  and  from 
time  to  time  thereafter  shall  be  in  the  holder  or  holders  of 
said  bonds . 

The  moneys  in  said  Construction  Account  shall  be  paid  out  to  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  only  for  the  cost  of  con- 
struction of  the  Project  hereinabove  specified  and  upon  the  receipt  by  said 
Treasurer  of  a  duly  executed  certificate  of  the  progress  or  completion 
signed  by  the  supervising  architect  and  a  representative  of  said  Board. 

From  available  funds  on  hand  in  the  sole  custody  of  said  Univer- 
sity, said  Board  covenants  that  so  much  thereof  as  will  be  necessary  is 
hereby  irrevocably  encumbered,  set  apart  and  held  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
purchasing  all  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  necessary  to  a  useful  and 
adequate  Project  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  resolution. 

Section  12 .   The  Chairman  of  said  Board  and  the  Secretary  thereof 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  are  each  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  without  further  order  of  said  Board,  to  execute  and  deliver  such 
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certificates,  proceedings  and  agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to 
establish  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  herein  created  and 
described  in  Section  7  of  this  resolution,  and  the  Construction  Account  herein 
created,  and  to  properly  secure  all  proceeds  thereof,  and  to  evidence  compliance 
with  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  resolution  in  the  making  of  any 
withdrawals  therefrom. 

Section  13 .   That  if  the  proceeds  received  from  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  shall  exceed  the  cost  of  constructing  such  Project  any  surplus  shall 
be  paid  into  said  Bond  Account  hereinabove  created  for  the  payment  of  such 
bonds  and  interest  thereon,  but  shall  not  operate  to  reduce  or  diminish  the 
payments  hereinabove  required  to  be  made   into  said  Bond  Account.   Such  surplus 
shall  be  promptly  used  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  outstanding  to  the 
nearest  $1,000  and  all  bonds  fully  redeemed  shall  forthwith  be  cancelled.

That  it  is  the  intention  hereof  to  confer  upon  the 
Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  the  whole  of  the  powers  pro- 
vided for  in  the  enabling  legislation  hereinabove  referred  to, and  if  any 
one  or  more  sections,  clauses,  sentences  and  parts  of  this  resolution  shall 
for  any  reason  be  questioned  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and 
shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional  or  invalid,  such  judgment  shall  not 
affect,  impair  or  invalidate  the  remaining  provisions  hereof,  but  shall  be 
confined  to  the  specific  section,   clause,  sentence  and  part  so  determined, 
and  that  all  resolutions  or  parts  thereof  in  conflict  herewith  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  resolution  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately upon  its  adoption.

WHEREAS,  the  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for 
Northern  Illinois  University  at  DeKalb,  Illinois,  adopted  on  April  21, 
1958,  a  Resolution  creating  an  issue  of  $4,000,000  Dormitory  Revenue 
Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  the  housing  facilities 
at  said  University  as  follows: 

(a)  by  the  construction  of  two  new  dormitory  units  on  the 
campus  of  said  University  to  be  connected  to  a  central 
service  facilities  building  to  provide  housing  and 
dining  facilities  for  approximately  528  men  and  528  women 
students ; 

(b)  by  the  construction  of  necessary  repairs  to,  and  renovation 
of,  three  existing  dormitories  located  on  the  campus  of  said 
University  and  known  as  "Williston  Hall",  "Adams  Hall"  and 
"Gilbert  Hall;"  and 

(c)  by  the  installation  of  all  necessary  moveable  equipment  and 
furnishings  and  appurtenant  facilities  for  said  new  dormi- 
tory units  and  said  existing  dormitories  as  aforesaid, 

in  and  for  said  University  (such  improvements  and  extensions  hereinafter 
collectively  designated  the  "Project");  and

the  same: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  it  and  It  Is  Hereby  Resolved  by  the  Teachers 
College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  Northern  Illinois  University 
at  DeKalb,  Illinois,  as  follows: 

Section  1 ♦   That  this  Teachers  College  Board  hereby  establishes 
and  covenants  to  enforce,  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  under 
said  Resolution  adopted  April  21,  1958,  are  outstanding  and  unpaid,  the 
following  parietal  rules  and  regulations  to  assure  continuous  maximum 
occupancy  and  use  of  the  facilities  and  services  afforded  by  the  Project: 

(a)  In  the  event  more  space  or  facilities  should  become  available 
for  the  housing  of  students  than  are  required  by  such  students  applying 
for  such  space  or  facilities,  the  officers  of  said  Jniversity  are  hereby 
directed  to  give  preference  and  priority  to  the  use  of  said  Project,  re- 
sulting in  the  occupancy  and  use  of  all  the  space  and  facilities  of  said 
Project,  to  the  fullest  extent  practicable,  even  if  such  preference  and 
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priority  results  in  the  non-use  of  all  or  a  part  of  any  other  similar 
space  or  facilities  available  at  said  University  which  may  be  suitable 
or  usable  for  the  housing  of  students.. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  surplus  space  or  facilities  should  become 
available  in  the  said  Project,  the  officers  of  said  University  are 
hereby  directed  to  require  occupancy  and  use  of  said  Project,  to  the 
fullest  extent  practicable,  for  the  housing  of  students  attending  said 
University. 

(c)  The  officers  of  said  University  are  hereby  directed  to  utilize, 
and  to  cause  the  utilization  of,  said  Project  in  such  manner  to  yield 
continuously  the  maximum  revenues  of  which  said  Project  is  reasonably 
capable. 

Section  2.   That  this  Board  reserves  the  right  to  amend  these 
rules  and  regulations  from  time  to  time  to  meet  changing  conditions 
for  the  housing  of  students  at  said  University  to  fulfill  the  covenants 
made  by  said  Board  in  the  poedge  of  revenues  to  be  derived  from  said 
Project  under  said  Resolution  adopted  April  21,  1958.

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NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  It  and  It  Is  Hereby  Resolved  by  the  Teachers 
College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  Illinois  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity at  Normal,  Illinois,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .   That  this  Teachers  College  Board  hereby  establishes  and 
covenants  to  enforce,  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  under  said 
Resolution  adopted  April  21,  1958  are  outstanding  and  unpaid,  the  fol- 
lowing parietal  rules  and  regulations  to  assure  continuous  maximum  oc- 
cupancy and  use  of  the  facilities  and  services  afforded  by  the  Project: 

(a)  In  the  event  more  space  or  facilities  should  become  available 
for  the  housing  or  married  students  than  are  required  by  such  students 
applying  for  such  space  or  facilities,  the  officers  of  said  University 
are  hereby  directed  to  give  preference  and  priority  to  the  use  of  said 
Project,  resulting  in  the  occupancy  and  use  of  all  the  space  and 
facilities  of  said  Project,  to  the  fullest  extent  practicable,  even  if 
such  preference  and  priority  results  in  the  non-use  of  all  or  a  part  of 
any  other  similar  space  or  facilities  available  at  said  University 
which  may  be  suitable  or  usable  for  the  housing  of  married  students. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  surplus  space  or  facilities  should  become 
available  in  the  said  Project,  the  officers  of  said  University  are 
hereby  directed  to  require  occupancy  and  use  of  said  Project,  to 

the  fullest  extent  practicable,  for  the  housing  of  students  attending 
said  University., 

(c)  The  officers  of  said  University  are  hereby  directed  to  utilize, 
and  to  cause  the  utilization  of,  said  Project  in  such  manner  to  yield 
continuously  the  maximum  revenues  of  which  said  Project  is  reasonably 
capable . 

Section  2.   That  this  Board  reserves  the  right  to  amend  these  rules 
and  regulations  from  time  to  time  to  meet  changing  conditions  for  the 
housing  of  students  at  said  University  to  fulfill  the  covenants  made  by 
said  Board  in  the  pledge  of  revenues  to  be  derived  from  said  Project 
under  said  Resolution  adopted  April  21,  1958. 

Section  3 »   That  these  parietal  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
subordinate  to  the  parietal  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  adopted 
in  connection  with  the  authorization  of  outstanding  bonds  issued  for 
and  on  behalf  of  said  University  to  provide  housing  and  necessary  ap- 
purtenant facilities  for  students  at  said  University,  insofar  as  there 
may  be  any  conflict  therewith.

used  by  said  Treasurer  only  in  the  manner  and  order  and  as  specified  in  sub- 
paragraphs (b),  (c),  (d),  (e)  and  (f)  of  this  Section  7. 

(b)  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account 

On  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  said  Treasurer  shall  transfer 
on  his  books  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  a  separate  and  special  account  hereby 
created  and  designated  the  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account,  Eastern  Illinois 
University  Married  Student  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account")  such  a  sum  of  money  as 
may  be  directed  by  order  of  said  Board  sufficient  to  pay  the  reasonable  cost 
of  operating  and  maintaining  the  Project  for  said  calendar  month,  including 
adequate  provision  for  insurance  and  any  fees  due  the  paying  agents  on  the 
bonds  herein  authorized  (but  excluding  expenses  for  furnishing  the  Project 
with  heat,  electricity  and  gas)  and  the  moneys  so  transferred  shall  be  used 
for  such  purposes  and  no  other.

to  maturity  or  redemption  date  on  all  bonds  then  remaining  outstanding,  said 
money  in  said  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  no  additional 
transfers  need  to  be  made  thereto  unless  necessary  to  replace  any  moneys  lost 
or  otherwise  dissipated.   Said  Treasurer  shall,  without  further  specific  in- 
structions from  said  Board,  apply  all  money  deposited  in  said  Bond  Account  to 
the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  falling  due  on  said  bonds  as  such 
principal  and  interest  become  due,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Treasurer 
to  make  such  credit  arrangements  with  the  paying  agents  of  said  bonds  as  may 
be  necessary  to  assure  the  prompt  payment  of  said  bonds  and  interest  coupons 
presented  at  said  places  of  payment. 

(d)   Bond  "Reserve  Account 

After  making  the  transfers  and  deposits  provided  for  in  subparagraphs 
(b)  and  (c)  hereof,  and  subject  to  all  provisions  therein  specified  for  the 
maintenance  of  said  deposits,  said  Treasurer  shall  transfer  on  his  books  from 
the  net  revenues  remaining  in  said  Revenue  Fund  to  a  separate  and  special  ac- 
count hereby  created  and  designated  as  the  "Bond  Reserve  Account,  Eastern 
Illinois  University  Married  Student  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  "Bond  Reserve  Account")  the  balance  remaining  in  said 
Revenue  Fund  up  to  $3,750  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  September  of  each  fiscal  year,  until  such  time  as  there  has  been 
accumulated  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  funds  in  the  sum  of  $45,000,  at  which 
figure  the  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  thereafter  be  maintained  until  such 
time  as  the  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  are  equal 
to  the  interest  and  principal  requirements  on  all  bonds  authorized  hereunder 
then  outstanding  and  unpaid. 

Moneys  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  be  used  by  said  Treasurer 
from  time  to  time  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  or  principal  of  the  bonds 
hereby  authorized  whenever  there  exists  a  deficiency  in  the  amount  of  money  on 
hand  in  the  Bond  Account  necessary  to  pay  maturing  principal  and  interest  after 
application  of  all  funds  available  for  that  purpose  under  any  provisions  of  this 
resolution.   Funds  accumulated  in  said  Bond  R. -serve  Account  may  be  invested  from 
said  Board  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  securities 
fully  guaranteed  by  the  United  States  of  America,  having  a  maturity  not  ex- 
ceeding five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  each  said  investment,  provided  if  it 
becomes  necessary  to  use  any  money  held  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  for  the 
purpose  herein  specified  said  Treasurer  shall,  without  further  instructions 
from  said  Board,  liquidate  at  prevailing  market  prices  an  amount  of  such  in- 
vestments to  meet  the  interest  and  principal  payments  of  said  bonds.   All  moneys 
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and  investments  in  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  ir- 
revocably pledged  to  and  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  payment  of  interest  on 
said  bonds  and  for  the  payment,  redemption  and  retirement  of  the  principal  of 
said  bonds  as  in  this  resolution  provided. 

When  there  shall  be  in  said  Bond  Account  and  in  said  Bond  Reserve 
Account  moneys  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  to  maturity  or 
redemption  date  on  all  bonds  then  remaining  outstanding,  said  money  in  said 
Account  shall  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  no  additional  payments  need  to  be 
made  into  said  Bond  Reserve  Account  unless  necessary  to  replace  any  moneys 
transferred,  lost  or  otherwise  dissipated. 

(e)  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account 

As  soon  as  the  required  reserve  has  been  accumulated  in  the  Bond 
Reserve  Account  as  described  in  subparagraph  (d)  hereof,  said  Treasurer  shall 
set  up  on  his  books  a  separate  and  special  account  hereby  created  and  desig- 
nated "Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account,  Eastern  Illinois 
University  Married  Student  Apartments  Revenue  Bonds  of  1957"  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Account")  which 
Account  shall  be  credited  by  transfer  from  the  funds  remaining  in  the  Revenue 
Fund  on  or  before  the  close  of  the  then  fiscal  year: 

(1)  not  more  than  $2,500  annually  for  an  equipment  reserve  until 
the  moneys  and  investments  so  held  for  an  equipment  reserve  in  said  Account 
shall  aggregate  $30,000,  and  thereafter  such  sums,  but  not  more  than  $2,500 
annually,  as  may  be  required  to  restore  and  maintain  said  balance  of  $30,000, 
and  all  moneys  and  investments  so  held  shall  be  used  and  held  for  use  solely 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  renovating  or  replacement  of  furniture  and  moveable 
equipment  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  Project  not  paid  as  a  part  of 
the  ordinary  maintenance  and  operation  expense  thereof;  and 

(2)  not  more  than  $2,500  annually  for  a  building  maintenance 
reserve,  and  all  moneys  and  investments  so  held  therefor  shall  be  used  and 
held  for  use  to  pay  the  cost  of  unusual  or  extraordinary  maintenance  or 
repairs,  renewals  and  replacements  of  the  Project  not  paid  as  a  part  of 
the  ordinary  maintenance  and  operation  expenses  of  the  Project. 

In  the  event  the  funds  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve 
Account  as  hereinabove  described  should  be  reduced  at  any  time  below  the 
amount  required  to  meet  the  'then  current  year's  debt  service  for  payment  of 
principal  and  interest,  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  deposit  of  $45,000, 
then  the  funds  so  credited  to  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve 
Account  shall  be  transferred  to  said  Bond  Account  and  to  said  Bond  Reserve 
Account  to  the  extent  required  to  eliminate  the  deficiency  in  said  Accounts 
and  to  restore  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and  all  moneys 
so  transferred  shall  thereafter  be  replaced  by  a  resumption  of  the  deposits 
herein  specified  until  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve 
Account  contains  the  sums  herein  specified. 

The  moneys  in  said  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment  Reserve  Ac- 
count may,  in  the  discretion  of  said  Board,  be  invested  or  reinvested  in 
direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  securities  fully 
guaranteed  by  the  United  States  of  America,  having  a  maturity  not  exceeding 
five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  each  said  investment,  provided  if  it  becomes 
necessary  to  use  money  held  in  said  Account  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein 
specified  said  Treasurer  shall,  without  further  instructions  from  said  Board, 
liquidate  at  prevailing  market  prices  an  amount  of  such  investments  necessary 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  said  Account  has  been  established. 

(f )  Surplus  Revenues 

At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  and  after  all  transfers  and  de- 
posits hereinabove  required  to  be  made  shall  have  been  made,  and  after  any 
deficiencies  j.n  any  such  transfers  and  deposits  which  may  exist  from  any 
previous  fiscal  year  shall  have  been  remedied,  the  balance  of  any  excess  funds 
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in  the  Revenue  Fund  then  remaining  may  be  used  by  the  Board  to  redeem  the  bonds 
then  outstanding  in  amounts  of  not  less  than  $5,000  par  value  at  one  time,  in 
inverse  numerical  order  on  the  next  interest  payment  date,  or  may  be  used  by 
said  Board  for  any  expenditures,  including  the  payment  of  debt  service  in  im- 
proving or  restoring  any  existing  housing  and  dining  facilities,  or  providing 
for  such  additional  facilities,  as  shall  be  expressed  by  resolution  duly 
adopted  by  said  Board  and  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois „ 

Section  8 .   It  is  hereby  covenanted  and  agreed  that  said  Board  will 
require  and  will  adopt  such  parietal  rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to 
assure  maximum  occupancy  and  use  of  the  said  Project,  notwithstanding  any  other 
housing  facilities  which  now  may  be,  or  at  any  time  hereafter  may  be,  available 
at  said  University  (subject  only  to  any  covenants  and  agreements  heretofore  made 
by  said  Board  for  the  security  of  any  bonds  now  outstanding  issued  for  the  con- 
struction of  housing  facilities  at  said  University)  until  all  of  the  bonds 
herein  authorized  have  been  paid  fully  as  to  both  principal  and  interest.   It 
is  further  covenanted  and  agreed  that  the  rents,  fees,  charges,  admissions, 
rentals  and  housing  expenses  (but  excluding  charges  for  the  cost  of  furnishing 
the  Project  with  heat,  electricity  and  gas)  chargeable  to  the  occupants  of, 
and  students,  faculty  members  and  others  using  or  being  served  by,  or  having 
the  right  to  use  or  having  the  right  to  be  served  by,  said  Project,  shall  be 
so  fixed  and  revised  from  time  to  time  and  shall  be  so  collected  that  the 
proceeds  thereof  shall  be  adequate  at  all  times  to  provide  funds  sufficient 
(i)  to  meet  the  annual  sinking  fund  requirements  for  each  fiscal  year  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder; 
(ii)  to  maintain  a  Bond  Reserve  Account  in  the  sum  of  $45,000  as  described  in 
Section  7  hereof;  (iii)  to  maintain  a  Building  Maintenance  and  Equipment 
Reserve  Account  as  described  in  Section  7  hereof;  and  to  pay  the  reasonable 
cost  of  maintaining,  operating,  repairing  and  insuring  the  Project. 

Section  9 .   (A)   Said  Board  covenants  and  agrees  to  keep  the  Project, 
including  furnishings  and  equipment,  in  good  usable  condition  and  continuously 
insured  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  and  lightning,  the  perils  included  under 
the  extended  coverage  endorsement,  steam  boiler  explosion  on  steam  boilers 
servicing  the  Project  in  an  amount  not  less  than  $50,000,  in  a  responsible 
insurance  company  or  companies  authorized  and  qualified  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  to  assume  such  risks  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  are  out- 
standing.  Coverage  by  such  insurance,  other  than  the  steam  boiler  insurance 
hereinabove  referred  to,  shall  be  in  amounts  sufficient  to  provide  for  not 
less  than  full  recovery  whenever  the  loss  from  causes  covered  by  such  in- 
surance does  not  exceed  eighty  per  centum  (80%)  of  the  full  insurable  value 
of  the  Project  so  damaged. 

Such  insurance  policy  or  policies  shall  be  payable  to  the  Teachers 
College  Board  of  Illinois,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  Eastern  Illinois  Uni- 
versity, Charleston,  Illinois,  and  all  moneys  collected  on  account  of  loss  or 
damage  covered  by  any  such  policy  or  policies  of  insurance  shall  be  held  in 
trust  by  said  Board  and  shall  be  used  only  for  reconstruction,  replacement  or 
repairs,  or  to  retire  outstanding  bonds,  and  said  Board  covenants  in  the  event 
of  any  loss  or  damage  to  the  Project  to  forthwith  reconstruct,  replace  or 
repair  the  damaged  portion  thereof  promptly  and  without  any  delay.  Any  moneys 
received  from  such  insurance  remaining  upon  the  completion  of  such  reconstruc- 
tion, replacement  or  repair  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Account.   In  the 
event  said  moneys  so  received  are  insufficient  to  restore  the  Project  to  its 
former  condition  for  maximum  use  and  occupancy,  then  said  moneys  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  Bond  Account  and  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  or  holders 
of  the  bonds  as  their  interests  may  appear. 

(B)   Said  Board  further  covenants  and  agrees  that  so  long  as  the 
funds  and  investments  in  the  Bond  Account  and  in  the  Bond  Reserve  Account,  as 
aforesaid,  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  then  current  year's  debt  service  require- 
ments on  the  bonds  outstanding  and  to  maintain  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  deposit 
of  $45,000,  it  shall  procure  and  maintain  use  and  occupancy  insurance  on  the 
project  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  enable  said  Board  to  deposit  in  said  Bond 
Account  and  in  the  Bond  Reserve  Account,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  insurance, 
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an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  that  would  normally  be  available  for  deposit  in  each 
such  Account  from  the  revenues  of  the  damaged  Project  during  the  time  the  dam- 
aged Project  is  non-revenue  producing  as  a  result  of  loss  of  use  caused  by  fire 
and  lightning,  the  perils  covered  by  said  fire  and  extended  coverage  insurance, 
and  steam  boiler  explosion  if  steam  boilers  are  servicing  the  Project. 

Said  use  and  occupancy  insurance  shall  be  carried  in  a  responsible  in- 
surance company  or  companies  authorized  and  qualified  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  to  assume  such  risks,  and  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  Teachers 
College  Board  of  Illinois,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  Eastern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity, Charleston,  Illinois > 

Section  10.   That  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  are  outstanding  said 
Board  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  holder  or  holders  thereof, 

(a)  That,  on  or  before  substantial  completion  of  the  Project,  it  will 
provide  from  sources  other  than  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds,  and  from 
a  source  and  in  a  manner  which  will  not  jeopardize  the  security  of 
said  bonds,  funds  adequate  to  provide  all  needful  furnishings  and 
moveable  equipment  necessary  to  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  use,  oc- 
cupancy and  operation  of  the  Project. 

(b)  That  it  will  maintain  and  preserve  and  keep  the  Project  in  good 
repair,  working  order  and  condition  so  that  said  Project  will  at 
all  times  be  available  for  maximum  use  and  occupancy,  and  that  it 
will  at  all  times  continuously  operate  and  manage  said  Project  in 
an  efficient  manner  and  at  reasonable  cost. 

(c)  That  it  will  keep  proper  books  of  records  and  accounts  (separate 
from  all  other  records  and  accounts  of  said  Eastern  Illinois 
University)  in  which  complete  and  correct  entries  shall  be  made 
of  all  transactions  relating  to  the  acquisition,  development, 
construction,  equipment,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Project, 
and  there  shall  be  furnished  to  any  holder  of  the  bonds  upon 
written  request  not  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  close  of 
each  fiscal  year  copies  of  the  audit  reports  prepared  by  an  in- 
dependent public  accountant  or  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  reflecting  in  reasonable  detail  the 
financial  condition  and  record  of  the  operation  of  the  Project  and 
of  said  University;  and  that  any  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds, 
or  their  agents  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose,  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  reasonable  times  while  said  bonds  are  outstanding  to 
inspect  said  Project  and  all  records,  accounts  and  data  of  said 
Board  or  of  the  officers  of  said  University  relating  thereto. 

(d)  That  it  will  not  issue  any  additional  bonds  payable  from  any  of 
the  revenues,  income  or  receipts  of  the  Project  having  priority 
to,  or  on  a  parity  with,  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder. 

(e)  That  at  or  prior  to  the  issue  of  any  bonds  it  will  have  an  in- 
defeasible title  in  fee  simple  to  the  site  of  said  Project;  and 
that  it  will  not  sell,  lease,  mortgage,  pledge,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  or  encumber  said  Project  or  the  site  thereof,  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  the  revenue  derived  and  to  be  derived  therefrom, 
until  all  of  the  bonds  authorized  hereunder  have  been  fully  paid 
in  accordance  with  their  terms. 

(f)  That  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  and  of  each  section  and 
subsection  thereof  shall  constitute  a  contract  by  and  between  said 
Board  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds  or  any  of  them,  and 
after  delivery  of  any  such  bonds  no  change,  alteration  or  amendment 
of  this  resolution  shall  ever  be  made  which  will  impair  the  interests 
of  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  bonds  then  outstanding. 

(g)  That  any  holder  of  any  bond  or  bonds  issued  under  the  terms  of  this 
resolution,  or  of  any  coupon  representing  interest  accrued  thereon, 
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may  either  by  proper  court  action  in  law  or  in  equity  compel  said 
Board  to  perform  all  duties  imposed  upon  it  under  the  terms,  provi- 
sions, conditions  and  agreements  of  this  resolution  and  under  the 
provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  pursuant  to  which 
said  bonds  have  been  authorized  as  herein  provided,  including  the 
making  and  collecting  of  sufficient  rates  and  charges  for  the  use 
of  the  Project,  and  the  performance  of  any  and  all  covenants  made 
by  said  Board  in  and  by  this  resolution. 

Section  11 .   That  the  sale  of  the  bonds  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  is  hereby  in  all  things  ratified, 
and  confirmed,  and  the  said  bonds  shall  be  prepared  and  executed  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  and,  after  being  registered  by 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  shall  thereupon  be  delivered  to  said  purchaser 
upon  payment  thereof  at  the  agreed  purchase  price  of  par  and  accrued  interest 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  sale. 

All  proceeds  derived  at  the  sale  and  delivery  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  shall  be  accounted 
for  as  follows : 

(i)   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to 
set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  hereinabove  created  all  accrued 
interest  from  the  date  of  the  bonds  to  the  date  of  delivery  and 
payment,  together  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on  said 
bonds  during  the  period  of  construction  of  said  Project,  and  such 
sums  so  set  aside  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  interest  due  on  said  bonds  and  are  hereby  dedicated  and  made 
available  for  that  purpose. 

(ii)   It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  Treasurer  to  deposit  the  re- 
maining proceeds  received  as  principal  at  the  delivery  and  payment 
of  said  bonds  (after  deduction  made  of  said  sum  to  pay  interest  on 
said  bonds  during  the  period  of  construction  as  aforesaid)  in  a 
separate  and  special  account  hereby  designated  "Married  Student 
Apartments  Construction  Fund  Account  of  1957  for  Eastern  Illinois 
University"  (hereinafter  designated  "Construction  Account")  and 
all  moneys  'held  in  said  Construction  Account  shall  be  used  or 
held  for  use  solely  to  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  construction  of 
the  Project  as  hereinabove  described,  and  the  beneficial  interest 
to  all  moneys  held  in  said  Construction  Account  at  the  time  of 
the  original  deposit  therein  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter 
shall  be  in  the  holder  or  holders  of  said  bonds. 

The  moneys  in  said  Construction  Account  shall  be  paid  out  to  the  order 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  only  for  the  cost  of  construction  of 
the  Project  hereinabove  specified  and  upon  the  receipt  by  said  Treasurer  of  a 
duly  executed  certificate  of  the  progress  or  completion  signed  by  the  supervising 
architect  and  a  representative  of  said  Boardo 

From  available  funds  on  hand  in  the  sole  custody  of  said  University, 
said  Board  covenants  that  so  much  thereof  as  will  be  necessary  is  hereby  ir- 
revocably encumbered,  set  apart  and  held  for  the  exclusive  use  of  purchasing 
all  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  necessary  to  a  useful  and  adequate  Project 
in/accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  resolution. 

Section  12.   The  Chairman  of  said  Board  and  the  Secretary  thereof  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  are  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
without  further  order  of  said  Board,  to  execute  and  deliver  such  certificates^ 
proceedings  and  agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  establish  the 
Bond  Account  and  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  herein  created  and  described  in 
Section  7  of  this  resolution,  and  the  Construction  Account  herein  created,  and 
to  properly  secure  all  proceeds  thereof,  and  to  evidence  compliance  with  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  resolution  in  the  making  of  any  withdrawals  therefrom, 
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Section  13 .   That  if  the  proceeds  received  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
shall  exceed  the  cost  of  constructing  such  Project  any  surplus  shall  be  paid  into 
said  Bond  Account  hereinabove  created  for  the  payment  of  such  bonds  and  interest 
thereon,  but  shall  not  operate  to  reduce  or  diminish  the  payments  hereinabove 
required  to  be  made  into  said  Bond  Account.   Such  surplus  shall  be  promptly  used 
for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  outstanding  to  the  nearest  $1,000  and  all  bonds 
fully  redeemed  shall  forthwith  be  cancelled. 

Section  14.   That  this  resolution  shall  be  and  remain  irrepealable 
until  the  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  have  been  duly  paid,  satisfied 
and  discharged  as  herein  provided. 

Section  15.  That  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  Auditor  of  Publ ic  Accounts 
of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Section  16.   That  it  is  the  intention  hereof  to  confer  upon  the  Teachers 
College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois  the  whole  of  the  powers  provided  for  in 
the  enabling  legislation  hereinabove  referred  to,  and  if  any  one  or  more  sections, 
clauses,  sentences  and  parts  of  this  resolution  shall  for  any  reason  be  questioned 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional  or 
invalid,  such  judgment  shall  not  affect,  impair  or  invalidate  the  remaining  provi- 
sions hereof,  but  shall  be  confined  to  the  specific  section,  clause,  sentence  and 
part  so  determined,  and  that  all  resolutions  or  parts  thereof  in  conflict  here- 
with be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  resolution  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption.
